The following Field Service Regulations, revised by the General Staff of the Army, 
are approved and published for the information and government of the Regular Army 
and the Organized Militia, and in time of war, the Volunteer forces. 

Success in war can be achieved only by all brafiches and arms of the. service 
mutually helping and supporting one another in the common effort to attain the de- 
sired end. 

The basic principles of the combat tactics of the different arms are set forth in 
the drill regulations of those arms for units as high as brigades. It is the function 
of higher troop leading to so combine and co-ordinate the combat tactics of all the 
arms as to develop in the combined forces the teamwork essential to success. 

While the fundamental principles of war are neither very numerous nor complex, 
their application may be difficult and must not he limited by set rules. Departure 
from prescribed methods is at times necessary. A thorough knowledge of the prin- 
ciples of war and their application enables the leader to decide when such departure 
should be made and to determine what methods should bring success. 

Officers and men of all ranks and grades are given a certain independence.in the 
execution of the tasks to which they are assigned and are expected to show initiative 
in meeting the different situations as they arise. Every individual, from the highest 
commander to the lowest private, must always remember that inaction and neglect of 
opportunities will warrant more severe censure than an error in the choice of the 
means.

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THE NEED OF A MILITARY POLICY. 


If our fuss with Mexico shall go no further, it has 
served one useful purpose in bringing more plainly than 
ever before our people the utter lack of a military policy 
in the activities of the departments that control the de- 
velopment of the land and sea forces of the nation in ac- 
cordance with the dictates of Congress, and the immedi- 
ate need of bringing to a complete consummation the 
plans for the organization of a Council of National De- 
fense. What the military system of the United States 
lacks is unity, co-ordination. It seems to be like a 
weathervane, registering only the whims and fancies of 
the political party that may happen to be in power. 
One department head like the preceding Secretary of the 
Navy, George von L. Meyer, was so desirous of the Navy 
being complete in itself afloat that he wished each war- 
ship to make all its own repairs wherever possible. His 
successor goes to the other extreme and maintains that 
battleships should be used to carry mails and cargoes to 
the South American countries. Perhaps we shall ulti- 
mately develop a Secretary of the Navy who will insist 
upon the substitution of battleships for ferryboats in 
our big ports for the sake of saving a few dollars in the 
cost of running the ferryboats. The Infantry Journal 
very aptly points out, that the Army and the Navy have 
developed independently of each other, what they have 
obtained from Congress in the way of favors, appropria- 
tions, ete., having reference to the special needs of the 
Army and Navy and not reference to the relation of 
these Services to each other and the nation. 

With every new Secretary there is likely to be a 
change. In the Navy there may be a two-battleship pro- 
gram, a one-battleship program, a four-battleship pro- 
gram, a preponderance of armored cruisers, marines on 
ships, marines off ships, or whatever may be the policy 
of the Secretary for the time being. In the Army it 
has been even worse. There has been development along 
all possible individual lines, but there has been no com- 
mon growth. Boards have made profound studies with 
a view to some special form of defense, but only within 
the last few years has any attempt been made to devise a 
system suited for general defense. There have been 
Boards of Fortification and other Defenses, of Ordnance 
and Fortification, of National Coast Defense, of National 
land Defense and of Panama Fortification, and many 
other boards, all of which were useful and necessary, but 
whose action was in regard to a specified object and took 
but little into consideration the necessity for a general 
plan to which all others should be subordinate and should 
conform. zs 

Two years ago there was prepared by the General 
Staff and promulgated by direction of the Secretary of 
War a pamphlet entitled, “A Report on the Reorganiza- 
tion of the Land Forces of the United States.” This 
report was the result of a careful study, by a committee 
of the General Staff composed of officers of all arms of 
the Service. During its preparation officers of the sev- 
eral corps and departments were heard. Our traditional 
policy of maintaining a small Regular Army in time of 
peace and depending in time of war, in large measure, 
upon Militia and Volunteers, was recognized. When 
completed the report was a well considered basis for 
such a military system as is possible under our present 
governmental conditions and laid down a definite plan 
for the organization of a Regular Army and for the 
Militia and Volunteer forces. Admirable as is this report, 
like all other plans put forth by the War Department, it 
remains effective only as long as it suits the pleasure 
of the Secretary of War. ‘This is typical of our entire 
military policy, for if the troops authorized by Congress, 
existing sea coast fortresses and ships of war are ex- 
cepted, there is nothing in our system that is permanent. 


Even in regard to the things excepted, each session of 
Congress produces or threatens to produce some vital 
organic change due to the varied views and recommenda- 
tions of those charged with the administration of mili- 
tary and naval affairs. In what other country, except 
one having such a hodge-podge of ideas and opposing 
views, would a Secretary of the Navy suggest a few 
months after assuming his portfolio that the battleships 
should be used to carry cargoes and mails to other coun- 
tries. 

Some months ago before this scheme was proposed or 
even suggested the ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL drew- a 
picture of the reformers of the Navy ultimately recom- 
mending that the submarines of the Navy be used for the 
digging of oysters and for thus reducing the price of the 
bivalves for the bon vivant. We had little idea then 
that within a few weeks the first step in that direction 
would be taken by the Secretary. If there were a 
consistent scheme of national defense such as that 
contemplated in the creation of a Council of National 
Defense such a proposal as that the ships of the Navy 
shall be used for commercial purpose would have 
died a-borning. It could never have survived the wither- 
ing scorn that would have greeted its reception by the 
Council. 

There has already been an approach to such a Council 
in the formation of the Joint Army and Navy Board, 
composed of officers of the Army and Navy, whose busi- 
ness it is to consider such questions as may be referred 
to them by either the Secretary of War or the Secretary 
of the Navy; but the functions of this board are limited 
and cannot be construed, as the Infantry Journal well 
points out, so as to provide for a logical and national 
Army and Navy development. More than this, the con- 
clusions of the board go to the Secretaries concerned 
and may not be heard from further. 

Congress has shown commendable promptness at the 
time the Mexican crisis was acute the other day in rush- 
ing through the Volunteer bill, but may we take the 
liberty of suggesting that, timely as that was, there is 
another bill that calls for almost as much promptness, 
and that is the one creating “A Council of National De- 
fense.” It has been introduced in Congress often enough 
to insure that its provisions are thoroughly understood 
and that there is little need of further discussion. The 
importance of this measure cannot be overestimated, for 
it will not only provide a rational consistent policy for 
the future, but will also choke off cranks in and out of 
office who may wish to use the Services for the exploita- 
tion of their pet hobbies. The necessity for making use 
of the present occasion when the mind of the nation is 
turned so sharply toward things military is strongly put 
by the Infantry Journal in these words: 

“There is no measure of greater national import which 
confront the American people. In spite of the theories 
of pacifists, war will come. As long as we remain a 
lusty, growing,  red-blooded nation, reaching out for 
commerce and trade, we are bound to clash with our 
rivals, be it in Asia, South America, Africa, or else- 
where. Sooner or later our growth will hinder their 
growth, and the inevitable will result; and then, unless 
we can at least hold our own at home until time has 
been gained to mobilize the nation in arms, we must be 
prepared to have our development arrested, perhaps our 
national life destroyed.”

*TWIXT TWEEDLE-DUM AND TWEEDLE-DEE. 


We confess utter inability to get the point of view of 
such Americans as the Rev. Charles F. Dole, D.D., of 
Boston, whose recent utterance on the Mexican situa- 
tion in the Boston Herald is now being issued broadcast 
as a tract by the World Peace Foundation, under the 
title of “Protecting Our Citizens Abroad.”’ In the course 
of this effusion, which we cannot refrain from character- 
izing as remarkable, Dr. Dole makes this amazing state- 
ment: “But suppose the worst, namely, that Americans 
were to lose their lives in the more disturbed parts of 
Mexico, and that the Mexican government were unable 
to afford immediate reparation. What ought the Gov- 
ernment of the United States to do with reference to the 
welfare of both nations? Because 100 or 500 Americans 
had lost their lives in taking risks of business enterprise 
in a country as subject to the peril of revolutions as it is 
subject to earthquakes, should the United States still 
further endanger the lives of the remaining Americans 
and prepare to kill innumerable quite innocent Mexi- 
eans and to sacrifice 100,000 young Americans in war?” 

As this is put in the form of a query to mankind in 
general, we shall -take the liberty of answering it by 
asking the Rev. Dr. Dole another question: “Because 
ten or one hundred American missionaries lose their 
lives in a country like China or Turkey-as subject to 
uprisings as Mexico, should the United States still fur- 
ther endanger the lives of the remaining Americans and 
prepare to kill innumerable quite innocent Chinamen or 
Turks and to sacrifice 100,000 young Americans in war?” 

If the Rev. Dr. Dole’s answer shall be no, and the 
logic of his argument would seem to make that reply 
inevitable, we shall call to his notice the resolutions 
adopted by the Metropolitan Baptist Convention in New 
York city on May 4, 1909, and forwarded to the State 
Department at Washington. These resolutions which 
ean be found in full in the ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL 
of June 26, 1909, page 1222, declare that “as the repre- 
sentatives of 60,000 Baptists,” the delegates express 
“their hearty approval of the prompt despatch of war 
vessels for the protection of American citizens.” The 
resolutions were adopted in connection with “Turkish 
Outrages,” in referring to which The Examiner, of New 
York, the Baptist organ, in its issue of May 20, 1909, 





said: “It was fitting that the Baptists, as the pioneers 
and always consistent advocates of religious liberty, 
should be first in making appeal to our Government to 
use its best endeavors to put an end to the fiendish 
atrocities of the Terrible Turks. The latest reports are 
that our warships at Adana and Alexandretta have pro- 
duced a good impression and that American residents 
are feeling secure once more. It appears therefore that 
American armed cruisers have their peaceful as well as 
their warlike uses. But what if we had no armed 
cruisers to send on peaceful errands?” 

Do Dr. Dole and the World Peace Foundation ap- 
prove this agtion by the Baptist Convention and the in- 
dorsement of the Examiner? If Dr. Dole’s position is 
the correct one, they cannot approve it. If Dr. Dole 
had been present, consistency should have induced him 
to offer a substitute resolution, reciting that the mis- 
sionaries in Armenia went there at their own risk, that 
they knew the country was in disorder and that they 
could not rightly ask the Washington .Government to 
intercede in their behalf and to endanger the lives of 
the American sailors and marines that might have to 
be landed. In what respect, we should like to ask Dr. 
Dole, do the business men in Mexico differ from the mis- 
sionaries in Armenia and China, as far as their right to 
be protected by their Government is concerned? Was 
any complaint from the peace brethren heard about the 
“invasion” of China by the Allies in 1900 to insure the 
protection of the missionaries and the other foreigners, 
although the Boxer trouble was largely caused, it was 
alleged, by the activity of the missionaries? We heard 
no such complaint although our ears were very keenly 
attuned in those days.

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The Boston Transcript of May 9 thus discussed what 
it considers a grave difference of opinion between Secre- 
taries Bryan and Garrison: “When the fleet was ordered 
to Vera Cruz in preparation for the seizure of that port 
the President was urged to authorize the sending on 
transports of a brigade of troops to be ready for any 
emergency. Secretary Bryan objected, and the President 
refused to send troops. When later the Army was needed 
to hold Vera Cruz the President was again urged by his 
military advisers to send a division. Secretary Bryan 
objected to so many, and the President reduced the force 
to a brigade. Ever since General Funston arrived in 
Vera Cruz last week and made a reconnaissance he has 
been cabling almost daily to Washington urgently calling 
for reinforcements. So strong have been the reasons 
given in support of his request that the Secretary of War 
and the General Staff of the Army are a unit in endorsing 
his recommendations. Secretary Garrison is upheld in 
the Cabinet by two other members, but Secretary Bryan 
opposes the sending of reinforcements. They have not 
gone as yet, but the despatches indicate that the Presi- 
dent, although still pathetically hesitating, may soon ‘give 
in’ and act upon the advice of his military advisers. It 
is the imperative duty of the President in such a crisis 
to follow the advice of his military advisers and reinforce 
General Funston forthwith by sending forward the full 
quota of troops for which he is calling. We blundered 
into war at Vera Cruz because we failed to back up from 
the beginning Admiral Mayo, who was the man on the 
job. Why repeat a blunder, which may mean the death 
of many a soldier, by failing to back up from the be- 
ginning the man on the job at Vera Cruz?”

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There was held this week in Springfield, Mass., the 
state “peace” convention in which resolutions galore 
were adopted. There were addresses by this and that 
advocate of the disbandment of armies and navies. Much 
was said about military establishments being provoca- 
tive of war; but there seemingly was not enough com- 
mon honesty in evidence there for the delegates to that 
banquet of oratory to adopt a resolution retracting what 
had been said about military men and military supply 
manufacturers being responsible for all wars. On the 
contrary, every attempt was made studiously to con- 
ceal the facts and to have the impression go abroad that 
the Vera Cruz hostilities were altogether unnecessary. 
The whole tenor of the addresses was to hold the Army 
and Navy up to public reprobation rather than as ad- 
mirable agencies which the forethought of the “militar- 
ists” of the nation had given into the hands of the Presi- 
dent for enforcing his demand that there must be a 
change in the policies of Mexico. The proceedings of 
this Springfield convention justified what the ARMY AND 
Navy JOURNAL has repeatedly affirmed, that disingeru- 
ousness, misinterpretation and wilful perversion of facts 
have been the chief stock in trade of many of the pro- 
fessional ‘“‘peace” advocates of the present time. Their 
insincerity was scarcely less than their audacity. They 
labeled their gatherings a “peace convention,” as if 
only they and such as they are entitled to that dis- 
tinction. If they only knew it, there has been a greater 
peace convention at Vera Cruz, where the delegates 
have been Funston’s soldiers and. Fietcher’s bluejackets 
and marines.

In a few more months the ten thousand white Amer- 
icans who have been living in the carefully sanitated 
Panama Canal Zone will return to the United States. 
They will bring with them an understanding of how a 
city, a town, a district can be kept in a sanitary condi- 
tion by sanitarians of the U.S. Army. They will perforce 
have to live in the States in about the same conditions 
as to sanitation that prevailed before the medical officers 


of the Army undertook less than a decade ago the 
“cleaning up” of the Isthmus. They will find whole 
communities in the North:still clinging to public health 
methods that Col. William ©. Gorgas and his able as- 
sistants would have consigned to the waste ag with- 
out a moment’s hesitation if found anywhere in the 
Zone. The natural question is, will these returning 
pilgrims from Panama be content to submit without 
protest to disease-inviting conditions which they have 
not had to face in the years they have been on the 
Isthmus? The comparisons they will be able to draw 
between the slovenliness of northern cities under civilian 
medical rule and the Zone with its military sanitation 
will doubtless all be to the credit of the Isthmus. Just 
as the system of compulsory military service in countries 
like Italy, Germany and France has resulted in young 
soldiers by the thousand returning each year from their 
military duty to rural districts having reactionary or 
stationary sanitary systems, giving to the narrow-minded 
rustics new ideas of medical care of the public health, 
and also bringing into the homes of ignorant peasants a 
knowledge of how the commonest principles of sanitary 
science as applied in the army are adaptable to the 
humblest home, thus widening the influence of the army 
education in sanitation till it takes in the homes of the 
land, so perhaps the information acquired in the Zone 
by the Americans who have been laboring there may be 
turned to good account at home by intelligent contrasts 
made between the carelessness of northern municipalities 
and the thorough and painstaking efficiency of the Army 
methods in Panama. The closing days of the old Isthmian 
Canal Commission control of the Zone were marked by 
striking demonstrations of sanitary efficiency. During 
the month of February, 1914, among the 7,592 white 
employees, a population equal to that of a good-sized 
city, there was not one death from disease. No white 
employee, either American or foreign, succumbed to 
disease during those twenty-eight days. Adding the 
families to the total, it is found that of the 9,184 em- 
ployees and their families there were only three disease 
deaths, one a child of* tender years, another an old 
woman, and the third a woman of middle age. The 
colored employees benefit equally with the white. Of 
the 41,867 black employees there were only twenty-two 
deaths from disease, a death rate of only 6.31. Counting 
the deaths from violence the death rate for February 
for all the 49,459 employees was equivalent to an annual 
average death rate of 5.34 per thousand.

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The United States National Museum at Washington 
in its annual report notes a number of interesting acces- 
sions in the division of history during 1913. Chief 
among these was the acquisition in perpetuity by the 
nation of the flag that flew over Fort McHenry during 
its successful defense against the British fleet on Sept. 
13‘and 14, 1814, immortalized as “The Star-Spangled 
Banner” by. the inspired verses of Francis Scott Key. 
This relic of the gallant fight, which led to the brevetting 
as lieutenant colonel of the commanding officer, Major 
George Armistead, U.S.A., was preserved by him and 
descended to his grandson, Mr. Eben Appleton, of New 
York city, who consented in 1907 to its exhibition by 
the National Museum. During the past year this loan 
was made a gift. The flag derives an additional interest 
from the fact that it is one of the few in existence hav- 
ing fifteen stars and fifteen stripes. The extensive and 
valued collection of Grant memorials received many im- 
portant additions. Representing Gen. U. S. Grant are 
two carving sets, presented to the General in 1871 and 
in 1869, recorded as a gift from Major Gen. Frederick 
Dent Grant, U.S.A., through Mrs. Frederick Dent Grant. 
From the latter were received also, as memorials of her 
husband, uniforms worn by him when a cadet, when aid 
on the staff of Gen. Philip Sheridan, and while in com- 
mand of the Eastern Division, Governors Island, in 
1911 and 1912; flags flown by him in the Philippines 
from 1899 to 1902, in campaigns against Filipino insur- 
gents, a revolver, daggers and swords captured from the 
insurgents; French dueling swords presented to General 
Grant in 1899 by the Spanish Secretary of Justice of 
Porto Rico; and a number of other articles. A U.S. 
Army chapeau given to Brevet Major Gen. Edward 
Davis Townsend, U.S.A., by Lieut. Gen. Winfield Scott, 
U.S.A., were received from Mrs. E. M. Chapman, of 
Washington. Major William Boerum Wetmore, of 
Washington, presented a varied collection of relics of 
the Civil War. The plaster model by Frank E. Elwell, 
from which was cast the bronze statue of Rear Rear 
Admiral Charles H. Davis, U.S.N., for the Vicksburg 
National Military Park, was deposited by the War De- 
partment. Of the loans the most extensive was the re- 
markable collection of nearly 500 pieces of American 
historical china brought together by the late Rear Ad- 
miral F. W. Dickins, U.S.N., and deposited by Mrs. 
Dickins. It is especially noteworthy on account of the 
large number of fine specimens of Presidential china, 
from the administration of Washington to that of Ben- 
jamin Harrison. Civil Engr. Robert E. Peary, U.S.N., 
retired, added to his loan collection medals and testi- 
monials awarded him in recognition of his achievement 
in reaching the North Pole.

Much has been said of the great mortality among 
Confederates in Northern prisons during the Civil War. 
Dr. S. Weir Mitchell, of Philadelphia, who as a novelist 
displayed his ability to view the Civil War with an un- 
sectional and impartial mind in his last novel, ‘“West- 
ways,”. which was reviewed in the ARMY AND NAVY 
JOURNAL of Jan. 3, 1914, page 554, placed the blame for 
this mortality upon the weakened physical condition of 
the prisoners. This explanation he gave in his address 
before the Physicians’ Club of Chicago some months ago. 
When he had occasion to inspect Fort Delaware thirty 
surgeons were held with other officers and confined in 
the casemates on account of a plot to capture the island. 
All other prisoners were at large on the island, were well 
fed and allowed to bathe daily in the river. Of this 
experience Dr. Mitchell said: “The mortality, however, 
was frightful and the men were dying at the rate of 
eight or ten a day when I visited the island. I saw in 
this case an explanation of the fact that the mortality 
of our prisoners very nearly equaled that in the terrible 


Confederate prison pens of the South, for a large pro- 
portion of the men I saw came into our hands diseased 
and suffering from insufficient diet, malaria and acute 
dysentery, and hence the mortality was very great.” 
The fact that the Confederates were in such a condition 
when captured suggests the justice of the Confederate 
claim that the sufferings of the prisoners in their hands 
were the result of poverty-stricken conditions, from 
which their soldiers suffered in corresponding degree. 
The ghastly picture drawn by Dr. Mitchell was relieved 
by one thing that had its humorous side. Dr. Mitchell 
was able to report favorably as to food, water and 
everything else except clothing. It was becoming cool 
in September and the prisoners were lightly clad to meet 
the winter. An ingenious quartermaster advised that the 
old clothing at the Schuylkill Arsenal be sent to the 
island. Thousands of garments of musicians and others, 
dating back to the War of 1812 and later, were drawn 
out of the stores of the Arsenal and sent down to Fort 
Delaware. ‘The prisoners objected to putting on the 
grand uniform with the high collar and swallow-tailed 
coat of the United States musician of 1812, but the in- 
creasingly cold weather was singularly persuasive, and 
the prisoners finally took to the ornate garb, but they 
soon cut off the fancy buttons and pruned down the long 
aon tails. “But for a time it was as good as a fancy

If it is true that a clown is never so funny as when 
he is trying to be serious, the issue of Life of May 14, 
1914, ought to be close to the high-water mark of our 
contemporary’s humor. Its chief cartoon, covering two 
pages, is inscribed: ‘Peace, the builder, and War, the 
destroyer.” A draftsman is pictured at work on the 
plans of a stately structure while advancing upon him 
with uplifted sword is the shadowy outline of the skele- 
ton of a warrior, whose path toward the draftsman is 
blocked by the vague figure of winged Peace. Unfortu- 
nately, from Life’s viewpoint, for the effect of this far- 
toon upon some weak minds which are incapable of 
viewing things in their right perspective, the leading 
serious article of the same issue precedes this picture, 
and is a laudation of war from the first line to the last. 
The subject of this article is “The Peons and Their 
Land.” It begins thus: “There is one great cause in 
Mexico that is worth fighting for; worthy for us to fight 
for if we have to fight, worthy of all the fighting that 
has been done for it by the Mexicans. That cause is 
the cause of the common people. If we can help the 
peons to liberty and land and progress and order, we 
shall do a good that may be worth the lives, the labor 
and the money it may cost us.” Here, it will be seen, 
the sentiment does not agree with that of the cartoon. 
Instead of war being the destroyer, it is to be the up- 
lifter, the developer, the civilizer, the Saviour of the 
Mexican peon. Now will not Life in its next issue give 
us another cartoon on war? This time let it represent 
a line of soldiers marching upon the forces of error that 
have grown strong in peace, marching upon these forces, 
routing them, and lifting the peon up from the slime of 
despair. ‘Then under it should appear this inscription: 
“War, the freer of the hopeless, the breaker of the 
chains, the herald of liberty. See our article of last 
week on the peons and their land.”

In the entire army of ninety thousand officers and 
men of the U.S. Army in 1913, there were only three 
cases of typhoid and not a fatality, although compul- 
sory vaccination was not begun till 1911. In the seven 


years from 1907 the number of cases in the army has 
fallen from 3.53 per thousand men to 0.03, while the 
death rate per thousand has fallen from 0.28 in 1909 to 
zero in 1913. The conditions of service, except per- 
haps along the Mexican border, as Major Frederick F. 
Russell, Med Corps, U.S.A., points out in the Journal of 
the American Medical Association are much more favor- 
able in the United States proper than in our over-sea 
dependencies for practically all diseases; yet during last 
year only one case of typhoid occurred outside the United 
States and that was in China, among the 31,038 men 
serving abroad. The best record obtained by sanitation 
alone is noticed in the year 1908 when the ratio of cases 
per thousand of mean strength was 3.20 with 239 cases 
of fever victims. In 1913 the figures were: Cases, 3; 
ratio, .03. What this signifies may be appreciated when 
it is realized that the civil death rate in the registration 
area of the United States was 16.5 per hundred thousand 
of population. Another way to get at the good fortune 
of the soldier in the matter of typhoid protection in com- 
parison with his less fortunate civilian brother is to 
take the figures of the United States census of 1900 
which gives the average typhoid death rate as 46.5 per 
hundred thousand inhabitants. In 1908 the deaths 
from typhoid fever were no fewer than 35,000 in the 
United States. In other words, one person in 200 con- 
tracted typhoid fever that year. This would mean at 
the 1908 rate, 450 cases in the Army at its present 
strength.

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Previous to the introduction of vaccination the best 
death rate record in the Army was the 0.19 per thousand 
of 1907. Last year there were no deaths at all. But if 
these figures are not deemed sufficiently satisfactory ap- 


peal need only be taken to the constantly non-effective 
ratio rate; this is a statement for each day of the year 
of the average number of men incapacitated for full 
duty by typhoid. This ratio is generally deemed the 
truest statistical measure of the loss of efficiency from 
any given cause. The lowest non-effective rate obtained 
with the sanitary measures only was the 0.5 of 1908. 


With vaccination this was reduced in 1913 to 0.003. In- 


other words there was in 1913 only one hundred and 
sixty-seventh of the loss of time from duty because of 
typhoid fever in the record year of 1908 before vaccina- 
tion. Major Russell says that no harmful results have 
been caused by the vaccine. The case-rate for tubercu- 
losis of all kinds shows a decrease from 4.41 per thou- 
sand for the decennial period ending 1911 to 3.49 for 
1912, a decrease of twenty-two per cent. These figures 
appear so impressive to Major Russell that he feels justi- 
fied in asserting that “in the annals of preventive medi- 


cine there is only one other campaign with which to. 


compare this, and that is the practical extermination of 
smallpox by vaccination.”

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“First Aid Dentistry” is the title of an instructive 
work by ist Lieut. E. P. R. Ryan, dental surgeon, U.S. 
A., which is published by P. Blakiston’s Son and Com- 
pany, 1012 Walnut street, Philadelphia, Pa. The price 
of the book, which is bound in cloth, and contains 153 
pages and eighty illustrations, is $1.25 net. The book 
has been designed for medical and dental practitioners 
and students or nurses, and especially for Hospital Corps 
men of the military and naval services, and for all who 
are called upon to administer relief from dental pain, 
where the services of a dental surgeon cannot be ob- 
tained. The extent and scope of the methods described 
are limited to first aid which will relieve the patient 
from suffering until a dental surgeon may complete the 
treatment. The methods used are simple and the de- 
scriptions have been written in the simplest words, tech- 
nical terms béing eliminated as much as possible. All 
methods used can be accomplished on board ship or in 
the field, or in any hospital or medical office. The grati- 
tude of the writer is expressed to Capt. J. R. Harris, 
Med.

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Lieut. Cols. A. F. Townsend and L. W. Stotesbury, of 
the division staff, N.G.N.Y., and Major William Weigel 
and Capt. W. D. A. Anderson, U.S.A., on duty as in- 
spector-instructors with the N.G.N.Y., visited Fishkill 
Plains, N.Y., May 9, and examined that place thoroughly 
as to its suitability for a camp and maneuver ground.

The first is a battery commander’s level, by means 
of which angles of site in mils and horizontal angles in 
mils can be obtained. It is simple, light and compact, 
and has no telescopic effect, but when used with field 
glasses is intended to give quickly and directly all data 
generally determined by the battery commander’s tele- 
scope.

ments made to the daily press—statements which are 
alarming because they indicate anything but a reassur- 
ing frame of mind among our chiefs. It is very well 
known by horsemen that your mount knows when you 
are scared before you realize it yourself.” 
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In connection with his suggestion relative to a com- 
plete record of the maintenance department of the Con- 
federacy, Col. St. George Tucker Bryan, of Richmond, 


Va., says: “Next to those at home place the Southern 
horse, lean and enduring.

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EXPERT OPINION OF UNIVERSAL PRACBE. 


Few war correspondents have seen more actual cam- 
paigning than Frederick Palmer; hence his views as to 
the possibility of attaining world-wide peace by present 
methods are interesting. Interviewed in the New York 
Tribune of April 26 Mr. Palmer started out with the 
broad principle that both the universal peace advocate 
and the professional militarist are wrong in the applica- 
tion of their theories. He stated what cannot be success- 
fully gainsaid, that “universal peace is in the same 
category with universal honesty in business, universal 
purity in politics, and universal unselfishness. 
I am inclined to believe that without these three universal 
qualities universal peace will remain an ethical castle 
in the air. You cannot legislate honesty into a man, 
neither can you legislate out of him his inborn spirit of 
conflict when he thinks he is wronged. We must start 
before the man.” In planting the seed of a higher 
civilization that will reach its full due fruition in future 
generations Mr. Palmer thinks the peace societies are 
doing somewhat of good. If Mr. Palmer is right in thus 
classifying peace with the other desirable things, then 
there is in the very ranks of the peace crusaders them- 
selves a contradiction that emphasizes the necessity of 
slow and gradual moral growth for the attainment of 
world brotherhood. If peace is one with honesty, political 
purity and unselfishness, have these peace advocates 
demonstrated by their personal achievements that they 
have weeded out of their lives all insincerity, all dis- 
honesty and all unselfishness? Is it not charged against 
some of the most conspicuous that their desire to get 
more of the world’s applause than their fellows is one 
of the leading motives behind their peace activities? 

To this war correspondent who has seen many men 
die on many battlefields “disarmament under present 
conditions is an idle dream.” Even if this nation had 
reached that state of ethical perfection which placed us 
above the rest of the civilized world ‘‘we should be 
strangely isolated both in our righteousness and defense- 
lessness.” Of the many professional soldiers he has 
known, he says that he has found “the best invariably 
working as assiduously for peace as the most violent 
propagandist, though of necessity along different lines.” 
The officer who works hard in the army deserves more 
eredit than he would in any other profession because 
the incentive for results seems remote. Yet in a single 
hour’s battle all that he ever learned may have to be 
drawn upon to aid him in some great decision. If he 
has not kept up in time of peace, if he is not equal to 
the test, his inefficiency may mean his shame and his 
country’s suffering. Mr. Palmer maintains that the 
American soldier, man for man, has no superior, _but 
“personal valor and courage under modern conditions 
of warfare are only two among a number of essential 
elements that win battles. Once you have taught the 
American soldier obedience and discipline he will follow 
you into hell itself.” : 

Mr. Palmer tells of an incident he witnessed in the 
expedition of the allies to Pekin in 1900. Before the 
walls of a city vigorously defended by the Chinese, 
American marines were assigned to a sector where men 
were dropping like ninepins. The marines fought their 
way to a gate through which was coming a perfect hail 
of death-dealing missiles. Every man in the detachment 
felt that to go through that gate was certain death. 
There was a momentary pause as the men halted under 
the protection of the wail. They stood there with white, 
set faces, determined and unafraid. A Russian officer 
turned to Mr. Palmer and said: “Your men do not fight 
as our soldiers do. We go into battle cheerfully, singing, 
cheering. Why do your men hesitate?’ A few seconds 
later when the order was given the advance of the 
Americans was a_ sufficient answer to the implied 
criticism of the Russian. But the possession of these 
splendid fighting virtues by our national defenders makes 
it obligatory on the country to see that “shot for shot 
they have the protection they deserve.” . If other armies 
have automatic guns that would annihilate a regiment 
we must have the same kind of armament, else we 
deliberately place our soldiers at ‘a disadvantage. Unless 
we are prepared to defend our homes and our honor 
against aggression we invite disaster. “Therefore. I 
reiterate,” said Mr. Palmer, “that the best preventive 
of war and its desolation is a preparedness that will 
avert it, or, if it should be necessary for us to defend 
our house as we would against a burglar, an efficiency in 
both our Army and our Navy that will bring the war 
to a conclusion in the shortest possible time. 





OUR WANT OF PREPAREDNESS. 


Forty veterans of the Spanish-American War who are 
members of William E. Almy Camp, No. 1, United 
Spanish War Veterans, gathered for their first annual 
dinner at the City Club, San Juan, Porto Rico, April 
21, 1914, on the anniversary of the declaration of the 
war with Spain. As it happened word had only been 
veceived a little while before that the United States had 
determined on a course of “peaceful blockading of 
Mexican ports. There was a good deal said about the 
Spanish War and the possibilities of a war with Mexico, 
and both reminiscences and predictions were cheered. 
Among the guests of honor were Governor Yager, Brig. 
Gen. Henry A. Reed, U.S.A., Lieut. Col. André W. 
Brewster, commander of the Porto Rican Regiment, 
Mayor Todd and others. All of the speeches were 
informal and most of the speakers told of personal ex- 
periences, and Mayor Todd told some interesting things 
about San Juan before American occupation. f 

General Reed told of his personal experiences during 
the war with Spain, in which the supply departments 
failed, of unhealthy camp sites selected in the United 
States and other shortcomings, of the need of proper 
defenses for San Juan. General Reed in the course of 
his interesting remarks said, in part: “How much pro- 
tection by our Navy could Porto Rico have were either 
England or Germany or two of the other Powers allied 
against us and desirous of possessing it? The excellent 
marksmanship of United States naval gunners is referred 
to as a compensation for our own lack of war vessels. 
Don’t be deceived. Our system of aiming had its origin 
in the English navy, and it is illogical to suppose that 
the patient and persistent Englishman and the plodding 
and scientific German should be our inferiors in this or 
in sea fighting in general. The other nations, especially 
the enterprising Japanese, are not to be belittled in this 
respect.” 

General Reed, after speaking of the vast sums spent 
on pensions and the need of more battleships, went on 
to say; “If we had these new battleships now added to 


In fact,: 


our Navy we could reasonably count on a like saving 
when war comes; besides, the possession of such naval 
strength might, if anything can do it, prevent war being 
declared against us. No assistance from our Army in 
the case of war at the present time ‘could be afforded to 
Porto Rico. You probably all know that we have but 
80,000 Regulars and about 120,000 partially trained 
Organized Militia, or National Guard—just about half 
enough to establish substantial peace in Mexico, allowing 
a small part to garrison our distant possessions, I 
haven’t the least. doubt, if war should come now, we 
would win out in the long run, but at what a fearful 
loss of life and treasure! As to preparations for war 
there is the traditional apathy in our country; and, 
shameful to relate, there are influential civilians in 
active opposition to taking this precaution. For one 
or two years after the conclusions of each one of our 
wars, and while the holocaust of needlessly slaughtered 
victims and the vast treasure expended were still fresh 
in the mind, the absurdity of such lack of foresight and 
common sense was apparent, the peace faddist and 
enemies of the country’s security held their tongues; 
but soon, when all were engaged in peaceful avocation, 
another tirade against the proper expenditure of public 
funds for the insurance of public safety was begun and 
is now in active operation. Gentlemen, I would rather 
not express my opinion of men so utterly devoid of 
interest in the country’s welfare.’

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DISEASE IN A MEXICAN INVASION. 


A very timely subject in connection with the possi- 
bility of an invasion of Mexican territory is the disease 
dangers which American soldiers would have to face. 
While it is true that the splendid results accomplished 
in preventive medicine since the Spanish-American War 
encourage the belief that mortality from disease will be 
materially decreased, there is still a wide field for the 
development of morbidity that will sap the strength of 
any invading force. Wholly apart from the ordinary 
diseases which might be expected to prevail among any 
body of two or three hundred thousand men, there are 
certain diseases to which soldiers in camp are particularly 
exposed. These are particularly smallpox, typhoid fever 
and dysentery. Smallpox may be disregarded, as any 
troops sent into Mexico will be immune through vaccina- 
tion. Typhoid fever in the past has been the awful 
scourge of military camps. “The appalling experience 
of the Spanish-American War,” says the Journal of the 
American Medical Association, “has not been forgotten 
by our people; the record of twenty thousand cases of 
typhoid in the Army in six months produced an impres- 
sion that can never be obliterated.” ‘The Army surgeon 
with vaccination has now a weapon that enables him to 
conquer typhoid. The next campaign in which the United 
States will engage will be a practical test of typhoid 
prophylaxis on a large scale. The dysenteries can be 
divided into two well defined classes—those caused by 
bacterial invasion of the body and those caused by 
ptomains in foods. While the water and food of the 
soldiers will be more carefully guarded than ever, a 
certain amount of intestinal disorder will be inevitable. 
“The work of: the General Staff, the development of 
departmental officers of high efficiency and the great 
amount of publicity on pure food that has taken place 
in the last decade ought to insure the American soldiers 
a wholesome food supply.” 

Of the diseases peculiar to tropical and semi-civilized 
countries yellow fever, malaria, bubonic plague, cholera 
and typhus must be considered. The experiments of the 
Army officers in Cuba and Panama in the last sixteen 
years have given our Army and Navy surgeons all thé 
information they need to control yellow fever and malaria, 
where men live in fixed habitations. It remains to be 
seen whether these methods can be made adequately 
protective to men on the march in keeping off mosquitoes. 
“Although occasional cases may be unavoidable, epidemics 
will be practically impossible.’ Cholera is not a 
dangerous possibility, as it can enter Mexico only by 
way of the seaports, most of which in the event of inva- 
sion would be in the hands of the U.S. Navy. Typhus 
is widely prevalent among the lower class Mexicans. In 
past centuries it caused enormous loss of life in camps 
and on shipboard, but it is limited in its danger and 
can be easily prevented by avoiding dirty dwellings and 
contact with dirty individuals. However, there is as yet 
no known method of prevention except the avoidance 
of infection. Among any large number of soldiers in 
Mexico it would be only reasonable to expect a few cases 
of this disease. 

A constant menace would be bubonic plague, which is 
endemic in many of the nearby South American ports. 
It would, however, be fortunately confined to the seaports 
and large towns. Living in tents on the bare ground 
an army would practically be safe from it. Considering 
the official personnel of the medical departments of the 
Army and Navy, our medical contemporary holds that 
“they are a body of trained and expert sanitarians 
equal to any in the world, and that it can safely be said 
that any army we may send into foreign territory will 
be better protected against disease than has ever before 
been the case in our history.” 
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GLEANINGS FROM MEXICAN HERALD. 
Under date of May 3 a Vera Cruz correspondent 








- writes: “I am enclosing you a copy of the Mexican 


Herald of this date, for the reason that the situation 
here is summed up in a manner that is masterly from 
a common sense view. The author is a man of great 
ability and extensive knowledge of Mexico and the 
Mexicans. It is with great regret that the situation has 
resolved itself into an almost impossible situation. We 
are at the door of a position similar in almost every 
respect to that of 1898. In the meantime any. Federal 
soldier or irresponsible bandit can insult our soldiers 
in our front with impunity. One instance is shown in 
the paper sent. Our troops are well in hand,. perfectly 
trained and ready for any duty; but disguise it as you 
may, we are sleeping on a volcano. The Federal troops 
are, in spite of the so-called truce, concentrating, and 
in a short time will be in position to give us a great 
deal of trouble, but, as the Mexicans say, Quien sabe. 
Let us hope for the best.” 

The following are extracts from the Mexican Herald, 
published at Vera Cruz, Sunday, May 3: 

“An attempt to organize a general attack upon all 
Mexicans working for Americans in the capital of the 
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republic was made by certain individuals there some days 
ago. — When street demonstrations were at height certain 
individuals | sent out a circular letter to all the papers 
of the capital asking that the names of the American 
establishments be published, so that their Mexican em- 
ployees might be known for the ‘traitors that they were.’” 

The pumping station at El Tejar, where Major Russell, 
of the Marine Corps, has command, is in such a position 
that an enemy is not discernible at a long distance, but 
outposts have been stationed in such way as to make 
it impossible to approach the position by surprise. An 
outlook has been stationed on the top of the water tower, 
fom which point it is possible to survey a large terri- 

ory. 
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“The mail for the United States is being carried by 
fast naval destroyers, sometimes in as short a time as 
twenty-four hours delivering to the postal agent in 
Galveston and Texas City. This is the best sea service 
ever inaugurated from Mexico to the United States, and 
when these fast little craft, going some twenty-eight 
nautical miles an hour, are footloose they make récord 
journeys. However, they are sometimes used as a convoy 
to merchant vessels and have to run slower, due to the 
smaller horse. power of the mercantile type of ships. A 
local firm wired on the 28th of April to a bank in 
Columbus, Ohio, for a sum of money. The draft was 
r ed and delivered to U.S. Consul Canada by the 

fapon of May 3, five days having elapsed, or time 
evenbetter than that made when the mail came via 
Laredo over the National railroads.” 

‘No passes are necessary for persons exercising 
ordinary peaceful vocations, and they may pass about 
the streets unmolested so long as they abide by the exist- 
ing laws and regulations and preserve order and the 
peace. A great many passes have been asked by persons 
who desire to carry weapons such as knives. These for 
the most part are butchers, woodcutters or other persons 
who need instruments which might be classified as 
weapons in the pursuit of their vocations. Requests for 
permits of this kind may be obtained on proper identifi- 
cation at the office of the provost marshal general.” 

We never have attempted,” says the Herald, “to 
condone the manner of Huerta’s achievement of execu- 
tive power, his character or methods, further than to 
remind his vituperative critics that practically every 
government Mexico has ever had has been the result of - 
bloodshed _ and revolution, and that anyone who believes 
that Mexico can as yet be ruled with a velvet hand and 
democratic ideals has much to learn regarding this coun- 
try and its overwhelming mass of population, whose 
primitive ignorance is such that we have no class in the 
United States with which to compare them. Géneral 
Huerta has his faults that are recognized by all, but 
when it comes to a choice between Huerta and Villa as 
a ruler of Mexico, from the standpoint of both foreign 
interests and the welfare of Mexicans themselves, there 
is no question of Huerta’s superiority.” 
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NAVY LEAGUE BEFORE CONGRESS. 


In the course of the debate on the Naval Appropriation 
bill in the House Mr. Barton suggested that the banquets 
of the Navy League exercise a subtle influence and sug- 
gested that Congress should look closely into its actions 
through a committee. “In my judgment,” he said, “our 
public men should not receive favor from men or bodies 
that are seeking appropriations or favors from this 
Government.” Mr. Mann said in reply: 

“T do not think that people are to be criticised for 
attending banquets. I do not think that the Navy 
League is to be criticised because it endeavors to build 
up a Navy. I wonder someti es how it is that so many 
gentlemen in the House are approached, as they say, by 
these influences which they describe as improper. I 
have been here now nearly eighteen years, and no one 
has ever endeavored to influence my action upon such 
matters. Sometimes somebody comes to see me about 
a private bill, but that is an easy matter to dispose of. 
The Navy League has never bothered me, and they have 
never known how I was going to vote. Now, that is an 
easy way out of it. Everybody knows that you can 
flood Congress with such things, but who pays attention 
to them who has nerve or backbone? A member of 
Congress who has neither nerve nor backbone ought fo 
be retired. [Applause.] A gentleman ought to be able 
to extend courtesies and receive courtesies, to break bread 
and eat meat with friends, without feeling that thereby 
they have absolved themselves from the proper perform- 
ance of their duty or that they have turned over their 
judgment to some man who has invited them to partici- 
pate in that entertainment.” 

Mr. Graham, of Pennsylvania, said: “I regard the 
Navy League as one of the patriotic institutions and 
voluntary gatherings of good people in this country who 
have only one thought in mind, and that is the mainte- 
nance of a Navy that shall comport with the dignity 
and the greatness of this splendid Republic of ours. For 
many years before I became a member of this House I 
was a contributing member of the Navy League, simply 
and solely from a sense of patriotic duty. I personally 
believe in a big Navy, because I believe it speaks for peace 
and that it will help to maintain peace.” Mr. Graham 
criticised the policy which destroyed a great industry 
like that of Cramp’s Shipyard, Philadelphia, which had 
not paid one penny of dividend for twelve years, and yet 
kept up an organization which has turned out battleships 
which are the pride and glory of this country. Mr. 
Buchanan, of Illinois, said: “If the Government would 
manufacture its own war munitions altogether and have 
an income tax on large incomes to pay expenses you 
would see the gentlemen who are in this so-called Navy 
League turning tail, and opposing large expenditures; 
because they are the men with large incomes, and they 
are the people who are getting profit by these contracts 
that the Government is letting out for naval supplies.” 
Mr. Dies thought that on the same principle the Govern- 
ment might go into the beef packing business, as the 
Navy requires beef, and the manufacture of Navy boots, 
shoes, hats, caps and shoes. ‘Why not let these Moses 
of Democracy, who seek to lead the country into the 
camp of paternalism and socialism, propose that the 

Government should take over the boot factories and the 
shoe factories and the hat factories and the shirt factories. 
Some of these admirals wear glasses on their noses. It 
is a pity that they should be required to buy them of 
the Spectacle Trust. Why should not the Government 
go into the business of making spectacles.” 24 














By William Barry Meany, M.D., 
Author of “Naval Career of Commodore John Barry,” etc. 

On the day this paper is published, May 16, when our 
Navy is bearing its usual burden, taking its full share 
in our Mexican activities, in which it gave its first blood 
at Vera Cruz, a handsome statue erected by Congress on 
behalf of a grateful nation will be unveiled at the Capital 
of the nation with befitting ceremonies to the first com- 
missioned senior officer (head) of our present U.S. Navy. 

From. Oct. 13, 1775, to the end of his eventful career 
(by death) Sept. 13, 1803, John Barry was the senior 
or ranking officer of his ship and squadrons, and at no 
time did he serve under the orders of a senior officer, 
receiving his orders and reporting direct to Washington. 

John Barry, a master mariner and wealthy shipowner 
of Philadelphia, who was then in his thirty-first year of 
age and at the height of his financial prosperity, endowed 
with splendid health, strength and success, all of which 
he freely gave to the cause of liberty, was appointed 
a captain by Washington. He received his commission 
as a captain on Dee. 7, 1775, and at once was given the 
command of the Lexington, fourteen guns. In this little 
brig he passed out of the Delaware Bay at the dead 
of night, sailed past two large British warships guard- 
img the mouth of the river and bay, and put to sea, 
single-handed, with orders “to take, sink and destroy_the 
enemy’s ships.” On the morning of April 7, 1 
Lexington fell in with the Edward, an armed 
war vessel, off the Capes of Virginia, and after a Close 
and spirited action of nearly an hour (in which the 
Edward was cut nearly to pieces) captured her. This 
was the first capture of an armed vessel in naval battle 
under Continental authority. Barry succeeded in enter- 
ing Delaware Bay with his prize, though strongly 
blockaded by large British warships (frigates) , arriving 
at Philadelphia on April 11, 1776, and rejoicing the 
hearts of the patriots so much that even John Adams 
gleefully wrote: “We begin to. make some figure in the 
navy way.” ’ , 

Barry with the Alliance made frequent cruises in 
foreign waters and those adjacent to the shore waters 
of England, capturing and sinking a number of the 
enemy’s ships during the years of 1781, 1782 and 1783. 

On a homeward cruise of the Alliance in October, 
1782, Barry fought and captured both the Atalanta, 
sixteen guns, Captain Edwards, with 130 men, and the 
Trepassy, fourteen guns, Captain Smith, with eighty men, 
in a single battle. In this battle Barry was severely 
wounded by a grapeshot through the shoulder. On this 
same cruise a few days later Barry fought and captured 
in one engagement both the Mars, a heavy armed British 
war vessel of twenty-six guns and 142 men, and the 
Minerva, ten guns and fifty-six men. 

Barry made another voyage in the Alliance to France 
on an important mission, bringing into L’Orient, France, 
four of the nine English vessels he captured with 
valuable cargoes, which brought at public auction 
$3,500,000 gold, sending the other five prizes under prize 
masters’ orders back to America. 

Barry fought the last battle and fired the last shot 
of the Revolution when on the Alliance, in March, 1783, 
shortly after leaving Havana (carrying a large amount 
of gold on Continental account) he encountered the 
Sybille, followed by two other English frigates (her 
eonsorts). The Sybille was of equal size but heavier 
armed than the Alliance, which Barry almost sank and 
would have done so, according to Captain Vashon, of the 
Sybille, had not her two consorts hurried to her aid. 

On the organization of the present U.S. Navy in 1794 
Commodore John Barry was appointed by President 
Washington, with consent of the Senate, the senior officer 
and commander-in-chief of all the naval forces of the 
United States, holding the commission marked Number 

“One, which Washington handed in person to Commodore 
Barry, who held this exalted position under Presidents 
Washington, Adams and Jefferson, until his death, which 
occurred in his home city at Philadelphia. 

On the United States, the flagship, Commodore Barry 
sailed, accompanied by the Delaware, Capt. Stephen 
Decatur, sr., and cruised for the defense of American 
commerce in the West Indies, where he (Barry) cap- 
tured with his own ship the heavily armed French 
privateers Sans Pareil and the Jaloux. Toward the close 
of 1798 and 1799 Barry commanded a squadron of ten 
vessels. 

In December, 1799, in the frigate United States, his 
flagship, he sailed for France with our peace envoys 
appointed to treat with the French Republic. 

During the Revolutionary War Lord Howe, then com- 
mander-in-chief of all the British forces. in America, 
offered Barry 20,000 guineas—over $100,000—in gold, 
and the command of a British frigate, if he would detach 
himself from the American Service, and Barry’s answer 
was: “Not for the value of the English navy and the 
command of it all could I be seduced from tne cause 
of my country.” 

My country, as it was indeed to Barry, whose zeal 
for his country’s welfare was as unmistakable as it was 
unalloyed.

A DECLARATION OF LOYALTY. 


At a meeting of the Commandery of the State of Penn- 
sylvania, M.O.L.L.U.S., held Wednesday, May 6, 1914, 
the following preamble and resolution were unanimously 
adopted : 

Whereas, The Military Order of the Loyal Legion of the 
United States avows, in its Constitution, as of its acknowl- 
edged and declared ‘‘Principles’’ * * ‘‘True allegi- 
ance to the United States of America, based upon paramount 
respect for and fidelity to the National Constitution and Laws, 
manifested by discountenancing whatever may tend to weaken 
loyalty, * or impair in any manner the efficiency 
and permanency of our free institutions’; 

And whereas, Phe Constitution further declares that as of 
the ‘‘Objects’’ of the Order, one shall be, ‘‘to enforce un- 
qualified allegiance to the General Government and protect 
the rights and liberties of American citizenship, and maintain 
national honor, union and independence’’ ; 

And whereas, There are mutterings abroad, at times under 
the guise of the law, apparently gathering strength with each 
recurring year that threaten so to weaken the ‘‘efficiency’’ 





and disturb the ‘‘permanency’’ of our representative system - 


that its guarantee to preserve the liberties and protect the 
property of the individual citizen may be seriously impaired; 
Therefore, be it resolved, That the Commandery of the 
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state of Pennsylvania of the Military Order of the Loyal 
Legion of the United States, voicing its own convictions, in 
consonance with her sister commanderies that have already 
or may hereafter take similar action, and in conformity with 
the fundamental principles and objects so forcibly avowed 
and proclaimed in the constitution of the Order, hereby re- 
ass . renews and reaffirms its unqualified allegiance to, 
faith in, and support of that system of Federal Government, 
crudely cmnteivel in the pure democracy of the ancients, and 
ultimately perfected in ‘‘efficiency and permanency’’ as a& 
representative system in the Constitution of the United 
States, ‘‘the great monument of public law in modern times.’’ 


THE ARMY RELIEF SOCIETY. 


At the recent annual meeting of the Army Relief So- 
ciety, held at the house of Mrs. Daniel S. Lamont, New 
York city, Mrs. James B. Burbank as chairman pre- 
sented a report of the Committee on Education. The 
society has had thirty-six students on its educational list 
and at present fourteen children are attending public 
schools, their mothers being assisted in their maintenance 
and clothing. One girl who entered Teachers College 
of Columbia University last September, receiving a schol- 
arship of the Mary Washington Colonial Chapter, D.A. 
R., has made an excellent record. Four girls are at 
Elmira College doing satisfactory work in preparation 
for teaching and secretarial positions. One young man 
is continuing a course at Perdue University, and another 
at Pennsylvania State College. One is taking entrance 
examinations for the Military and another for the Naval 
Academy. Three young men are at West Point at pres- 
ent who were prepared for entrance by the society. _ 

Letters come from far away Army posts expressing 
great interest in the Army Relief work and sending gen- 
erous contributions. Examples of the excellent work of 
the society are cited in brief in the report. The widow 
of an officer left with three children became insane and 
died while the youngest child was working his way 
through school. The society sent this boy to college and 
subsequently he received an appointment in the Army. 
Three children of a member of an Army band were sud- 
denly left parentless and penniless, and have been cared 
for by the society. The widow of an enlisted man, her- 
self stricken with tuberculosis, has been assisted in giv- 
ing her son a mechanical training. The widow of an 
officer who was supporting her two children by nursing 
has been assisted in giving her son an education, and in 
preparing her daughter for work as a teacher. These 
are but a few of the many examples of the work of the 
society. The report expresses thanks for assistance and 
co-operation to the Long Island Society, D.R., and the 
Mary Washington Chapter, D.A.R., and to Miss Far- 
well, of Farwell Hall. 

The report says in conclusion: “The war with Spain 
brought the Army Relief Society into existence and we 
all know how arduous our work has been for the past 
fifteen years. The forces of the Army and Navy of the 
United States are again on foreign soil. We pray for a 
peaceful outcome of the situation, but we cannot be un- 
mindful of its possibilities. If war comes, it will test to 
the utmost our strength and resources. We shall not 
shrink from our responsibilities, but we need the sup- 
port of all in the patriotic, philanthropic and educational 
work of this society.” 

The meeting of the Relief Committee of the society, 
of which Mrs. Charles F. Roe is chairman, was held at 
the house of Mrs. Roe in New York city on May 12. 
The Relief Committee responds to the immediate needs 
of applicants for assistance, finding temporary shelter, 
providing clothing, paying doctors’ bills, securing em- 
ployment and making monthly payments to destitute 
widows. 

At the garden party for the benefit of the Army Re- 
lief Society to be held at Governors Island on May 28, a 
special feature will be the Army supper, which will en- 
able business men to leave their offices at a late hour to 
enjoy the outing. Among those who will take over large 
parties to the garden party and will remain for the sup- 
per are: Mmes. Daniel S. Lamont, Charles F. Roe, 
Wright Edgerton, James N. Allison, Oliver B. Bridge- 
man, Fabius M. Clarke, Mr. and Mrs. Finley J. Shep- 
ard and Miss Harriet S. Center. An interesting event 
on the program is the dress parade by the 7th Regiment, 
N.G.N.Y. The thé dansant will be in charge of Mrs. 
Orin B. Mitcham, assisted by Mmes. Albert Gleaves, 
James B. Mitchell, George F. Downey, Albert E. Truby, 
William C. Cannon, Charles N. Patterson, Chauncey B. 
Humphrey and Robert Allen, Misses Anna Gleaves, 
Katherine Rush and Ethel Allen.

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NOTES FROM VERA CRUZ. 


Vera Cruz, Mexico, May 3, 1914. 

Vera Cruz is in the same situation as was Manila 
preceding the commencement of the Philippine war in 
1898, when our forces occupied Manila with an outpost 
only a few hundred yards from the enemy’s lines. It 
may only require an accidental shot or.an ill advised 
movement to precipitate a war which in the opinion 
of the American officers will be years in arriving at a 
satisfactory peace solution. 

Vera Cruz along the water front, especially the build- 
ings shelled by the warships, shows plainly what devasta- 
tion the modern guns could do if once let loose in good 
earnest, but to a casual observer strolling through the 


streets there is little evidence of war excepting the 
sentries at each street crossing and other bodies of men 
moving silently and swiftly to some rendezvous. 

Brig. Gen. Frederick Funston, U.S.A., has established 
his headquarters at the Comandancia Militar, which was 
formerly occupied by Gen. Gustavia A. Maas. The 
Marine Corps retains its former quarters at the Parque 
Ciriaco Vazquez; while the 4th Infantry is located in 
the building of the Waters-Pierce Oil Company. Both 
the Field Artillery and the Engineer Corps have estab- 
lished headquarters in the Naval School building. 

The chartered transport San Marcos arrived yesterday 
morning from Galveston with the 6th Cavalry and a 
portion of the 4th Field Artillery, being under command 
of Col. Lucien G. Berry, 4th F.A. The San Marcos 
made a speed record in being provisioned and altered 
from a freighter of the Mallory Line to a transport of 
the first class. She was commanded by Skipper David- 
son; Dr. James S. Kennedy was transport surgeon. 
The first stop was at Texas City, to take on the troops 
mentioned above, including the horses, mules and guns 
of the command. 

The artillery had hardly been unloaded at Vera Cruz 
when orders were issued to proceed immediately to repel 
an attack on the city water works, but this was revoked 
while the Artillery were en route, as the force then there 
was considered sufficient to protect the plant. The city 
of Vera Cruz is tightly blockaded from the interior of 
Mexico by General Maas, whose troops completed the 
formation of a cordon around the city, effectively shutting 
off all ingress of foodstuff and other supplies from the 
outlying districts. The lines of General Maas constitute 
a semi-circle that surrounds the city on the north, west 
and south, while the harbor is open to our troops. While 
this blockade is not formidable so far as an attack on 
the city is concerned, it is sufficient to stop the entry 
of charcoal venders, milkmen and dealers in vegetables, 
fruits and farm produce. It has caused considerable 
worry to the authorities owing to the growing scarcity 
of vegetables, and it is reported that the Mexicans are 
driving all the live stock away, so that it will be more 
difficult to get dairy products and meat. It is stated 
that the U.S. Government will ship provisions enough 
through the Quartermaster Corp8 and re-sell to the resi- 
dents at such rates as will make it impossible for the 
merchants to maintain unreasonable prices on the staple 
articles if such should be attempted. 

At night it is a beautiful sight to see the thousands 
of colored electric lights twinkling from our battleships 
and torpedoboat destroyers, and when there is signaling 
it resembles an old-fashioned Fourth of July fireworks 
back home. There is nowhere you can cast your eyes 
without facing the dark gray muzzles of the 12- and 
14-inch guns pointing cityward, ready at a _ second’s 
notice to pour in shot and shell. 

Many stories of cruelty and abuse are told by the 
American refugees who arrived here from Mexico City, 
but there is no way to verify them, as only one side can 
be questioned. The transport Hancock arrived with 400 
from Puerto Mexico, and soon after launch after launch 
began to ply between the Hancock and the Monterey, 
of the Ward I.ine, which was being held at Vera Cruz 
to take the refugees to New Orleans. 

There are rumors of attacks on outlying towns by 
the Mexican Federals; you hear one thing one moment, 
to hear it contradicted the next. But one thing is as 
certain as death, and that is the American Army is 
resting over a seething volcano, which, by accident on 
one side or purpose on the other, may break all bounds, 
and death and destruction will follow. To show that 
danger is imminent it is only necessary to quote the 
order that every soldier must be armed while visiting 
the city and that the supposed non-combatants, such as 
officers of the Medical Corps, must wear a revolver for 
personal protection. The Geneva Red Cross brassard, 
which in wars of civilized armies is respected the world 
over, is not recognized here, other than to be picked out 
as a fine mark to shoot at. 

-There was considerable disappointment that the civil 





government plan for the local administration of the city, 
as recommended by Rear Admiral F. F. Fletcher, U.S.N., 
was disapproved by the President. The determination 
of Washington to have a strictly military government 
was a much talked of subject yesterday. The Governor 
had already been appointed (S. B. Kerr) and made his 
speech of acceptance, promising to hold fair elections 
for the municipal government and the mayor of the city. 

The “movies” are well represented here, and several 
foreign correspondents arrived on the San Marcos, as 
well as a number of post-office employees, as the former 
postal officials had simply skedaddled at the first fire 
and are still going; dropping everything and completely 
crippling the postal service. It will be some time before 
it regains normal activity. . 

The outpost of the forces occupying Vera Cruz remains 
practically the same as when the city was turned over 
to the Army by Rear Admiral Fletcher. They have not 
been pushed out, and are not likely to be until receipt 
of further orders. Each outpost has a Signal Corps 
station attached and is kept in constant communication 
bea division headquarters by field telephones and 
wireless. 
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BELITTLING OUR NAVY.

Our ships go cruising 
here and yonder, and wheresoever they may wander, in 
tempest, calm or fog, on gunboat, battleship and clipper the 
men will hit the old tin dipper, and never think of grog. 
The captain, commodore and purser all know that forty-rod 
is worser than smallpox or the ‘mumps, but custom kept the 
storeroom loaded with that old stuff which has corroded the 
works of countless chumps. The officers, a gent supposes, will 
all be joyous when their noses are bleached of crimson stains; 
they’ ll fight the country’s battles better when jugs and bottles 
cease to fetter their faculties and brains. We're all swelled 
up about our Navy, we all would take our Alfred Davy that 
it’s the best yet born; and we’ll be prouder now than ever 
since it’s determined it will sever the bonds of Barleycorn.

Contrast this with the statement of Admiral Fletcher 
in a letter to the Secretary of the Navy, in which he 
says that his force was ashore for nine days at Vera 
Cruz and after an investigation he was unable to find 
a single case of a man getting drunk, though Vera Cruz 
was filled with cafés and “cantinas,” and the men had 
every opportunity to go to the grog shops and get rum. 
Of the force of 6,000 men in the U.S. Navy not a man 
got intoxicated before, during or after the engagement, 
so far as Admiral Fletcher, commanding the force, could 
ascertain. Admiral Fletcher did not think it necessary 
to state so obvious a fact as that none of his officers got 
drunk. 











DETACHED SERVICE OF FIELD OFFICERS. 


Under the Army Appropriation Act all field’ officers 
come under the modified “Manchu” or detached service 
law. Field officers unless serving as commanders of two 
or more companies will be considered as on detached 
service from their organizations. There is’ a provision 
in the Appropriation bill which permits officers to serve 
two months of each year in the field without being 
actually in command of organizations. Service with 
machine-gun detachments is considered as duty with 


troops. Officers above the grade of major can be detailed 
to staff departments without regard to whether they are 
“Manchus.” The same system which has been in effect 
in the Ordnance Department will cover the detailing of 
officers to all staff departments. In amending this 
feature of the law line officers serving with the Ordnance 
Department are placed under the detached service law. 
The text of the law as found in the Army Appropriation 
Act approved April 27, 1914, follows: 


And provided further, That after Sept. 1, 1914, in time of 
eace, whenever any officer holding a permanent commission 
in the line of the Army, with rank of colonel, lieutenant colo- 
nel, or major, shall not have been actually present for duty 
for at least two years of the last preceding six years with a 
command composed of not less than two troops, batteries, or 
companies of that branch of the Army in which he shall hold 
said commission, such officer shall not be detached nor per- 
mitted to remain detached from such command for duty of 
any kind except as hereinafter specifically provided; and all 
pay and allowances shall be forfeited by any superior for any 
period during which, by his order or his permission, or by. 
reason.of his failure, or neglect to issue or cause to be issued 
the proper order or instructions at the proper time, any offi- 
cer shall be detached or permitted to remain detached in 
violation of any of the terms of this Act; but nothing in this 
Act shall be held to apply in the case of any officer for such 
period as shall be actually necessary for him, after having 
been relieved from detached service, to join the organization 
or command to which he shall belong in that branch in which 
he shall hold a permanent commission; nor shall anything in 
this Act be held to apply to the detachment or detail of offi- 
cers for duty in connection with the construction of the 
Panama Comat until after such canal shall have been -formally 
opened, or in connection with the Alaska Road Commission 
or the Alaska Railroad or the Bureau of Insular Affairs; and 
nothing in this Act shall prevent the redetail of officers above 
the grade of major to fill vacancies in the various staff corps 
and departments as provided for by Sec. 26 of the Act of 
Congress approved Feb. 2, 1901: Provided further, That 
whenever the service record of any field officer is to be ascer- 
tained for the purposes of this Act, all duiy actually per- 
formed by him during the last preceding six years, in a grade 
below that of major, in connection with any statutory or- 
ganization of that branch of the Army in which he shall hold 
a permanent commission, or as a staff officer of any coast 
defense or coast artillery district, shall be credited to him as 
actual presence for duty with a nd p d as here- 
inbefore prescribed: And provided further, That temporary 
duty of any kind hereafter performed with United States 
troops in the field for a period or periods the aggregate of 
which shall not exceed sixty days in any one calendar year, 
and duty hereafter performed in command of U.S. Army mine 
planter by an officer assigned to a company from which this 
detachment is drawn, and duty hereafter performed in com- 
mand of a machine-gun platoon or a machine-gun aah by 
any officer who, before assignment to such duty, shall have 








been regularly assigned to, and shall have entered upon duty 
with, an organization or a command the detachment of certain 
officers from which is prohibited by the Act of Congress 
approved tt 24, 1912, or by this Act, shall, for the pur- 
— of said Acts, hereafter be counted as actual presence 
or duty with such organization or command.

C.A.C. CLASS UNDER CAPT. MITCHELL, U.S.A. 


Those officers of the Coast Artillery of the New York 
National Guard who have been fortunate enough to be 
enrolled as members of the advanced class for officers, 
presided over by Capt. James B. Mitchell, Coast Art. 
Corps, U.S.A., the senior inspector-instructor on duty 
with the Coast Artillery of New York, and assisted by 
Capt. Harry J. Watson, U.S.A., have received the most 
valuable instruction, which will add to their efficiency 
in no small degree. The class has afforded them the 
opportunity of taking a broader view of matters of mili- 
tary technique than the mere requirements which their 
arm of the Service demands, and will enable them to 
impart important knowledge to others. 

The class which has met thirteen times since Oct. 8, 1913, 
and has just concluded its sessions, has been addressed by 
several officers of the Army, and under the guidance of Cap- 
tain Mitchell has interested itself in matters which the limited 
instruction period prescribed for all officers of the corps does 
not permit. to be taken up in detail at their respective arm- 
ories. The instruction has included map problems, tactical 
rides, question of sanitation, and supply in the field, war 
game methods and material, and other important subjects. 

Some idea of the wide scope of instruction taken up by the 
class may be judged by the following. A working library 
was established, which included books and pamphlets ordered 
from Fort Leavenworth, and each member was given a copy 
of the Red Fleet’s campaign orders, and was informed as to 
some of the results, which were not confidential, and was 
given a digest of the reports of the officers taking part in the 
joint Army and Navy exercises of August, 1918. Studies 
were made of map maneuvers, war games, methods in de- 
termining the scales of maps; then there were discussions of 
the joint Army and Navy coast defense exercises, and Rear 
Admiral Badger’s campaign, and problems in visibility were 
worked out. There were lectures on patrols, advance guards 
and outposts by Major Morrison, U.S.A. The lecture of Capt. 
H . Wise, U.S.A., on estimating the tactical situation, etc., 
was read and each officer present was assigned a part in 
solving map maneuvers. As the class further progressed the 
subject of administration and supply of troops in war was 
taken up, and Captain Mitchell explained in detail and illus- 
trated the subject by drawings on the blackboard. 

That portion of Steele’s ‘‘American Campaigns’’ dealing 
with Scott’s march from Vera Cruz to Mexico City was 
studied in detail with the aid of the maps, and Lieut. Col. 
W. I. Taylor, N.Y., explained the preparation of the war 
game as the result of the trip taken by him and Capt. Harry 
J. Watson, U.S.A., and Major W. H. Roberts, N.Y., to Fort 
Monroe. Lieut. Col. W. G. Haan, U.S.A., gave an instruc- 
tive talk on the method of fortification of the Panama Canal. 
Zone and the defense plans which he and others have compiled 


for the defense of our large cities from land attack, and vari- 
ous other matters. . 

Another interesting problem submitted by Captain Mitchell 
was the defense of eastern approaches to New York city. 
Major E. O. Sarratt, U.S.A., addressed the class Feb. 20 on 
the general subject of minor tactics, in which he laid empha- 
sis on the need of unquestioned obedience to superiors, irre- 
spective of one’s own opinion of their abilities. Capt. J. B. 
W. Corey, Field Art., U.S.A., late artillery instructor at Fort 
Sill, gave a lecture on the Field Artillery, going into con- 
siderable detail. Among other things he spoke of the Ger- 
man and French artillery systems, and of the fact that we 
had found the French equipment and_the German method of 
command the most satisfactory of the*European systems. 

The following officers of the National Guard were members 
of the class: Brig. Gen. Elmore F. Austin, Lieut. Col. W. I. 
Taylor, Majors A. Ames, P. Loeser, Mills Miller, H. C. Wilson, 
L. M. Thiery and B. H. Pendry, Capts. W. D. Spear, A. M. 
Bremer, R. S. Allyn, F. G. Munson, R. P. Orr, H. V. Van

A REMARKABLE STATEMENT. 
Camp U.S. Troops, Eagle Pass, Texas, 
May 4, 1914. 
To THE EDITOR OF THE ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL: 

We observe with some surprise in the issue of the 
New York Evening Post of Saturday, April 25 last, at 
the head of the first column on page one of the Supple- 
ment Section, the following very remarkable statement: 

“‘T have no hesitation in saying that a relief expedi- 
tion to Mexico City would be forced to make the bloodiest 
march in American history.’ 

“That statement was made Wednesday by an officer 
of the General Staff of the Army.” (Italics are mine.) 

To those of us who are serving with the troops on 
the Mexican frontier it seems inconceivable that the 
quotation given above can be correctly ascribed to “an 
officer of the General Staff.” Having an opportunity 
to observe at close range the character and organization, 
to say nothing of the personal equation, of our prospec- 
tive opponents, both Huertistas and Carranzistas, we 
cannot imagine from them any such headstrong opposition 
as would make our prospective march even “bloody,” to 
say nothing of the superlative. The character of the 
conflicts waged between these warring factions, the actual 
losses incurred in combat by the victors and vanquished, 
certainly do not justify such an alarming deduction and 
prophecy. If the helpless wounded and prisoners who 
meet their end after the close of the actual engagements 
be counted the losses are, of course, quite severe. Surely 
the General Staff is well aware of the character of our 
prospective opponents, their resources, organization and 
morale. 

Furthermore, no matter how just may be the apprecia- 
tion of the adversary, it hardly seems good military 
policy for the leaders to give to the world unfavorable 
prognostications of the result of projected operations; 
discouragement spreads very rapidly from the top down- 
ward, just as the good example of the chiefs is a very 
valuable asset. Had the “officer of the General Staff’ 
taken the opportunity to advise the readers of the Post 
that the retention of our expeditionary force at Vera 
Cruz inactive, while the diplomats are diplomatizing, 
will beyond doubt result in a greater casualty list than 
would a brisk engagement, or even two or three, he would 
have been more nearly correct, even if less spectacular. 

So we cannot believe that the quotation is a correct 
one. We feel quite sure that the alarm and apprehensien 
which find expression therein do not exist among those 
who are to direct our operations, but that the Post has 
been deceived into making a statement entirely at variance 
with the fact, the quotation referred to not having been 
made by “an officer of the General Staff’ at all; at least 
we all hope that such an explanation is the correct one. 
We are~sure. of one thing at least: that any such 
statement is as fallacious as are the reiterated assurances 
that “the Army is all ready.” 








CHEr, 
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PROMOTIONS AND RETIREMENTS. 


In addition to the facts we gave in our issue of May 9, 
1914, concerning the promotion of Col. William F. 
Blauvelt, 10th U.S. Inf., from lieutenant colonel, we 
add the following. Colonel Blauvelt is the son of Capt. 
Isaac D. Blauvert, U.S.V., killed in the second battle 
of Bull Run. As an enlisted man he served throughout 
the Bannock campaign, participating in the action at 
Cayuse Station, Ore., in August, 1878. He served with 
the 15th Infantry in New Mexico, Colorado and Dakota 


from 1880 to 1890. He was a student at the Infantry 
and Cavalry School, Fort Leavenworth, Kas., to 1891, 
and was with his regiment at Fort Sheridan, Ill, and 

Arizona to the fall of 1898, when the regiment was 
moved to Alabama, thence to Cuba in December of the 
same year. Colonel Blauvelt served as provost marshal 
at Puerta Principe, and then went with his regiment to 
Plattsburg Barracks, N.Y., in 1900. Relieved from duty 
with his regiment in the United States, he was ordered 
to China, and served in the China relief expedition in 
China from August to December, 1900, being chief Q.M. 
of the 2d Brigade, China Relief Expedition. He served 
with his regiment in the Philippines in 1901; was on 
recruiting service in New York, 1901 and 1902. Other 
subsequent service included a detail in the Pay Depart- 
ment, duty with the 16th Infantry and in the Philippines 
in 1905-1907; Fort Crook, Neb., to 1908, when he was 
again detailed in the Pay Department, serving at different 
times as chief P.M., Department of Missouri, and camps 
of instruction. He was on duty in Washington 1910-1911 ; 
with his regiment in Texas to September, 1911, and 
since that time has been with his regiment in Panama. 


Lieut. Col. Jefferson R. Kean, Med. Corps, U.S.A., 
promoted colonel April 23, 1914, by the death of Appel, 
was the only officer of his grade (captain) who became 
chief surgeon of an army corps in the war with Spain 
in 1898. Colonel Kean drafted the laws giving the 
present sanitary organizations in Cuba and Porto Rico, 
with Cabinet representation in the former. He also 
drew up the law reorganizing the Medical Department 
of 1908 and creating the Reserve Corps, which was his 
conception, and also the law creating the Dental Corps 
of 1911. Colonel Kean was born in Virginia June 27, 
1860, and holds the degree of M.D., University of Vir- 
ginia, 1883. He entered the U.S. Army as an assistant 
surgeon Dec. 8, 1884. He was promoted captain in 
1889, major in 1901, and lieutenant colonel in 1909. He 
served as major and brigade surgeon of Volunteers in 
1898, as major and chief surgeon and lieutenant colonel 
and chief surgeon of Volunteers in 1899. 

Rear Admiral Walter McLean, U.S.N., recently pro- 
moted from captain, was born in New Jersey July 30, 
1855, and up to Jan. 1 last had a total sea service of 
twenty-one years and shore duty of close on seventeen 
years. Appointed to the Naval Academy “at large” by 
President Grant in June, 1872, he was graduated June, 
1876; made his first cruise in Europe in the Trenton, 
the flagship of Admiral J. L. Worden, and under com- 
mand of Capt. J. L. Davis. For a short time he served 
on the old Powhattan under Capt. T. S. Fillebrown. In 
1878 he went to the China Station, and served there 
on the good ship Monocacy until June, 1882, under the 
commands of Capts. George Sumner and C. 8S. Cotton. 
In June, 1882, in company with Lieut. B. H. Buckingham 
and Ensign George Foulk, he left Nagasaki for Korea 
and Vladivostok, to return home across Siberia, following 
the Amur through Irkutsk to Moscow. A report of 
their observations was published by the Navy Depart- 
ment. Rear Admiral McLean was next assigned to 
duty under the Bureau of Ordnance for a short time at 
the Washington Navy Yard, and thence at the Naval 
Proving Grounds, Annapolis, under Comdr. William 
Febiger. While there he had the pleasure of inventing 
and assisting in the development of the present day 
ordnance and armor. Excepting for one period, 1893 to 
1895, when for the purpose of his own professional 
benefit he sought and was detailed as Assistant 
Hydrographer, U.S.C. and G. Survey, all his service on 
shore from 1882 to 1906 has been in connection with 
the Bureau of Ordnance, mostly in Washington. His 
principal work in ordnance has been in connection with 
the development of armor plate manufacture. From 
July, 1884, to October, 1885, he was executive of the 
U.S.C. and G.S. surveying ship Patterson, taking that 
vessel from New York to San Francisco and later to 
Alaska on survey work. From January, 1887, until 
April, 1889, he served as executive of the U.S.S. 
Despatch under Comdr. W. S. Cowles, and had the 
pleasure of participating in the ceremonial celebration 
of Washington’s inauguration with President Harrison 
on board. From June, 1890, till September, 1891, he 
served on the Enterprise under Comdr. G. A. Converse 
on the Atlantic Station. In September, 1891, he was 
transferred to the Yantic, Commander Belden, and served 


on the S.A. Station until March, 1893. Subsequent 
duty included service in the Boston, China Station, 
when he was transferred to the Monocacy. In April, 


1898, on the imminence of war, he applied to Commodore 
Dewey for more active duty than the Monocacy promised 
to offer, and he was directed to join the squadron at 
Hong Kong. Owing to the unfortunate grounding of the 
mail steamer by which he was to proceed from Shanghai 
to Hong Kong he missed the squadron by a few hours, 
and was able to join at Manila Bay only on May 5. He 
was assigned to Commodore Dewey’s staff as senior aid, 
and in addition given command of the despatch vessel 
Zafiro. This command he held until the end of Decein- 
ber, 1898, when he was ordered to return home. During 
his command of the Zafiro he made weekly trips between 
Manila and Hlong Kong for the purpose of sending and 
receiving despatches from our Government, with incident 
duties of purchasing such stores and coal as could be 
had. In January. 1900, Rear Admiral McLean was 
executive of the Mayflower on special duty in Porto Rico, 
and was transferred in 1901 as executive of the Machias 
under Capt. Henry McCrea, doing duty mostly at 
Panama and Haiti. He was transferred to the command 
of the Vixen in October, 1902. He was in attendance 
at the Naval War College in the summer of 1906, after 
which he went to the Philippines and became commandant 
of the naval stations at Cavite and Olongapo. In 
January, 1908, he took command of the Cleveland, on the 
Asiatic Station, and for a number of months was S.O.P. 
in charge of U.S. interests in the Yangtse Valley. In 
November, 1998, he was ordered as assistant superinten- 
dent of the U.S. Naval Gun Factory, Washington. In 
March, 1910, he took command of the U.S.S. Vermont 
until November, 1911, when he was ordered to the Naval 
War College and assigned as its representative in the 
U.S. Army War College, Washington. In May, 1912, 
he was transferred to the Naval Examining and Retiring 
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Boards, where he still serves. The promotions of Rear 
Admiral McLean have occurred as follows: Ensign, 1878 ; 
lieutenant (J.G.), 1885; lieutenant, 1891; lieutenant 
commander, 1899; commander, 1905; captain, 1908, and 
rear admiral in March, 1914. 

Lieut. Comdr. Francis Martin, U.S.N., who was 
placed on the retired list from May 4, 1914, for disability 
in the line of duty, was born in Ireland Nov. 21, 1866, 
and entered the Navy July 30, 1901. He has had a total 
of six years and ten months’ sea service and close on 
six years’ shore duty. His last assignment was on 
recruiting duty in Baltimore, Md. 

Capt. Benjamin Tappan, U.S.N., who has been on 
duty as commandant of the naval stations at Olongapo 
and Cavite, P.I., has been ordered to Washington for 
examination for retirement.

Major Gen. Charles P. Hall, U.S.A., retired, died at 
Washington, D.C., May 11, 1914. He was an officer 
of proved ability and a veteran of the Civil, Spanish and 
Philippine Wars. He had the distinction of having made 
with General Sheridan a part of the famous ride from 
Winchester. At the time he was aide-de-camp to Gen. 
J. D. Fessenden, who was on his way to take command 
of the 3d Brigade, 1st Division, 19th Army Corps. He 
was born in Portland, Me., April 29, 1844, and after 
graduating from the high school at that place in 1862 he 
was commissioned a second lieutenant in the 25th Maine 
Volunteers, serving with that command until honorably 
mustered out July 10, 1863. He next served in the 30th 
Maine Volunteers as a first lieutenant from Jan. 1, 1864, 
until honorably mustered out Sept. 2, 1865. He was 
awarded two brevets for his Civil War service, that of 
first lieutenant for gallant and meritorious services in 


the battle of Sabine Cross Roads, La., and captain for 
gallant and meritorious services in the battle of Pleasant 
Hill, La. General Hall was appointed to the Regular 
Army as a second lieutenant in January, 1867. He was 
promoted first lieutenant of the 28th Infantry in Decem- 
ber, 1868; was unassigned in 1869, and assigned to the 
19th Infantry in December, 1870. He was promoted cap- 
tain in March, 1888; major, 2d Infantry, in March, 1899 ; 
lieutenant colonel of the 30th Infantry in October, 1901 ; 
colonel of the 18th Infantry in August, 1903, and was 
appointed a brigadier general in April, 1907, and major 
general.in March, 1908. He went to the Philippines 
in 1902, and during his service there he commanded the 
island of Mindoro, the post of Manila, Malate Barracks, 
the post of Santa Mesa, and after being made colonel 
of the 18th Infantry in 1903 he served on the island of 
Leyte, Panay and Cebu. He was retired for age on 
April 29, 1908. He has been commandant of the Army 
Staff College and Special Service Schools at Fort Leaven- 
worth, Kas., in which capacity he succeeded Major Gen. 
J. F. Bell when the latter officer became Chief of Staff 
of the Army. He was a member of the M.O.L.L.U.S., 
the Military Order of Foreign Wars and the Military 
Order of the Carabao. 


Mr. William Gerhard, a graduate of the U.S.M.A., 
class of 1869, who resigned from the U.S. Army Sept. 
30, 1874, while a first lieutenant, 9th Cavalry, died May 
9, 1914, at his residence, Fifty-eighth street and Over- 
brook avenue, Philadelphia, Pa., of pneumonia. He was 
born in Philadelphia Sept. 9, 1847, and was the son of 
the late Benjamin Gerhard and Anna Sergeant, daughter 
of John Sergeant, the eminent lawyer. He was educated 
at private schools in Philadelphia, and after two years at 
the University of Pennsylvania entered West Point, and 
was graduated from there in 1869 and was promoted 
in the Army second lieutenant, 9th Cavalry. He saw six 
years of active service in the Indian wars in Texas and 
New Mexico. Mr. Gerhard resigned from the Army to 
become senior partner in the firm of Bradley and Com- 
pany, which position he held at the time of his death. 
In 1876 he married Miss Sally Lyle Howell, daughter 
of the late Arthur Howell, of Philadelphia, who died in 
1879. He had two children, Miss Sally Howell Gerhard, 
who died in 1895, and Dr. Arthur Howell Gerhard, who 
married Miss Mary Rebecca Coxe, daughter of the late 
Brinton Coxe, who survives him. Dr. George Gerhard 
is his brother. He was a member of the Delta Psi 
fraternity and the Philadelphia Club. The funeral service 
was held May 12 at St. Peter’s Church. The honorary 
pallbearers, who were all graduates and contemporaries 
of Mr. Gerhard at West Point, included his cousin, Col. 
Henry A. du Pont, Major Eric Bergland, Col. David 
Lyle and Capt. Henry Metcalfe. 


Col. Edward F. Gaylor, a former colonel of the 47th 
N.Y., died at the home of his son in Brooklyn, N.Y., 
May 9, 1914. He had been in ill health for some time. 
Dropsy was the cause of death. He was colonel of the 
47th Regiment from 1884 to 1891, when he was suc- 
ceeded by Gen. John G. Eddy, now commanding the 2d 
Brigade. He was at that time one of Brooklyn’s best 
known architects. He is survived by his son, Edward, 
and daughter, Emily W. Gaylor. His wife died in 1904. 
Funeral services were held May 12, being conductéd by 
the Rev. Ulysses Grant Warren, chaplain of the regi- 
ment. A delegation of officers of the 47th attended, and 
the regiment sent a floral piece. ‘The interment was at 
Cypress Hills Cemetery. 


Asst. Dental Surg. Vines E. Turner, Dental Res. 
Corps, U.S.N., died at Raleigh, N.C., May 11, 1914. He 
was born in Franklin county, N.C., Jan. 21, 1857, and 
entered the Navy as an assistant dental surgeon in the 
Dental Reserve Corps April 23, 1913. The only active 
duty performed by Dr..Turner was as a member of a 
Naval Examining Board, Naval Medical School, Wash- 
ington, D.C., from Dec: 1, 1913, to Jan. 7, 1914. 

Mrs. Joseph Fyffe, wife of Pay Inspector Fyffe, U.S.N., 
general storekeeper at the navy yard, Mare Island, Cal., 
was thrown from her and instantly killed while riding 
at the yard in company with her husband on the after- 
noon of April 30, 1914. ‘The horse ridden by Mrs. Fyffe 
had just been purchased and was apparently gentle. As 
Mrs. Fyffe .and her husband were riding between the 
yard magazine and the hospital the horse of the latter 
cantered ahead, rounding a turn in the road, so that 
the accident was not witnessed by Pay Inspector Fyffe. 
When he reached the scene a few seconds later it was 
to find the horse riderless and Mrs. Fyffe lying dead 
by the side of the road as the result of a basal fracture 
of the skull. It is supposed that the horse either shied 
or in rounding the corner broke into a sharp gallop, 
thereby unseating his rider. Mrs. Fyffe arrived at Mare 
Island in company with her husband over two years 





ago and had won a host of friends. Besides Pay In- 
spector Fyffe she is survived by a little five-year-old son. 
The remains of Mrs. Fyffe were taken to Oakland, Cal., 
May 5, for cremation, and the ashes are to be taken to 
her former home in Boston-by Pay Inspector Fyffe, who 
was granted leave.

Mrs. Hattie J. Provost Babin, widow of Med. Dir. 
Hosea Babin, U.S.N., retired, died at the Mansion 
House, Brooklyn, N.Y¥., May 9, 1914, where she made 
her home. Mrs. Babin was the daughter of the Rev. 
James C. and Sarah C. Prevost, and was born in Greeti- 
point in 1843. Mrs. Babin is survived by a son, Comdr. 
Provost Babin, U.S.N., now on board the U.S. cruiser

As sung 
in the 5th Cavalry during the Sioux campaign of ’76 it 
ran as follows:

’Twas. just three years ago to-day we wint to Governors Isle 
For to stand foreinst the cannon in true military style 
Thirteen American dollars sure each month ’twas promised 

we'd get, 
For to carry a gun and bayonet wid a rigimental step. 
O we had our choice of going to the Army or to jail, 
’Twas up the Hudson River wid a copper take a sail, 
So we musthered up our courage, an’ wid bravery we did go, 
But we cursed the day we wint away with The Regular 

Army 0O. 

Chorus: 
There was Sergeant Neil McCaffery an’ Captain Donohue 
They made us march an’ toe the mark in gallant Company Q. 
The drums would roll upon me soul, this is the way we’d go 
Forty miles a day on beans an’ hay, in-The Regular Army O. 
II, 

We were sint to Arizona for to fight the Indians there, 
We were almost snatched bald headed, but they niver got 

our hair. 
We lay among the ditches an’ the dirty yellow mud, 
An’ we never saw an onion or a turnip or a spud. 
Then we were taken prisoners an’ brought foreinst the chief, 
Says he, ‘‘We’ll have an Irish stew,’’ the dirty Indian chief. 
On Price’s telegraphic wire we skipped to Mexico,

For we’d corns upon our heels, me boys, an’ bunions on 
our toes, 

This luggin’ a gun in the red hot sun puts freckles all over 
your nose. 


Sure England has her Grenadiers, an’ France has her Zou-

But the U.S.A. never changes, they say, she’s always wearin’ 
the blues. 
An’ when we wint upon parade we must keep our muskets 
bright, 
Or they’d slap us into the guard house for to shiver an’ 
swear all night. 
An’ when we axed a furlough to the Colonel we did go. 
Says he, ‘‘Go to bed an’ wait till yefre dead in The Regu- 
lar Army O.’’ 
Chorus: 

It was “Price’s telegraphic wire’ in the 5th because 
the first military telegraph line in Arizona was strung 
by Capt. George BE. Price (later the historian of the 
regiment) when we were serving in Arizona in ’73-’74. 

The Sioux campaign of ’76 was memorable for its 
hardship and privation. We ran all out of rations from 
the time we left Heart River on the southward march 
under General Crook to the rescue, as was supposed, of 
the settlers in the Black-Hills. We had to eat prairie 


dogs, and even our horses, to keep alive—three horses 


to a squadron being shot each night until we captured 
the big band of fat ponies at Slim Buttes; and, while the 
soldiers starved, the packers, it was claimed, still had 
their bacon and frigoles. This led to a fourth verse, 
sung by our adjutant one still, starry night in the 
bivouae on French Creek, early in October, when the 
campaign was nearly over.

"Twas out upon the Yellowstone we had the damndest time, 
We made the trip wid ‘‘Rosebud George,’’ six months wid- 
out a dime. 
Some eighteen hundred miles we wint, through hunger, mud 


and rain, 
Wid backs all bare an’ bacon rare, no chance for grass or 
grain, © aa! 


Wid bunkies starvin’ by our sides; no ration was the rule,

NATIONAL GUARD NEWS. 


REORGANIZATION OF COAST ARTILLERY, N.G.N.Y. 

To conform to Cir. 8, Division of Militia Affairs, War 
Dept., the Coast Artillery Corps of the New York National 
Guard has undergone important changes among high officers. 
Although the state was granted until June, 1915, to make the 
changes concerned, the state military authorities wisely de- 
termined to have them made now. These changes were more 
easily made by the prompt voluntary retirement of Brig. Gen. 
Elmore E. Austin, Chief of Coast Artillery, who at once 
agreed to give up that office as soon as the desires of the 
military authorities to have the changes made now were 
made kndwn to him. The General not only relinquished the 
office of Chief of Coast Artillery, but also for a short period 
the coloneley of the 8th Regiment, which he also held. The 
latter move was made, in order that Lieut. Col. Frank O. 
Sauvan, of the 8th, could be promoted colonel of the 8th 
and then retire with the rank of colonel on April 29. Gen- 
eral Austin was then re-nominated as colonel the same day, 
and he. next resigned the office of Chief of Coast Artillery, 
and was commissioned colonel of the 8th on May 6. 

This opened the way for Col. William H. Morris, of the 
9th Regiment, to be appointed Chief of Coast Artillery, and 
then be retired in a few days with the rank of brigadier gen- 
eral. He wast sworn into his new office May 11. The 9th 
Regiment is thus left under command of Lieut. Col. John J. 
Byrne. With the retirement of Brigadier General Morris, the 
office of Chief of Coast Artillery is now open for a few days 
to Col. Charles O. Davis, of the 13th Regiment, when he, too, 
ean retire from active service, with the rank of brigadier 
eneral, leaving the 13th under command of Lieut. Col. James 
ir Ashley. 

Colonel Austin, was at the armory in his colonel’s uni- 
form immediately after his resignation as Chief of Coast 
Artillery was accepted, and he was sworn in as colonel. He 
said he experienced no shock whatsoever in again becoming 
a plain colonel, in fact it was an agreeable change, he having 
held down the dual jobs of Chief of Coast Artillery and colo- 
nel at the same time. He also said that he would now be 
able to do more work for his own organization, which would 
soon enter the largest armory in the world. Brigadier Gen- 
eral Morris was pleased that his long and faithful service 
had been recognized, when he at once agreed to retire volun- 
tarily, and help along the needed changes without friction. 
He fully realized the changes were necessary, an@ accepted 
them gracefully. There will be a number of other officers 
who will have to be eliminated from the active list of the 
Coast Artillery, but some of the extra officers will be as- 
signed to fill existing vacancies. 

General Morris, who, when appointed brigadier general, 
was the second senior colonel in the state, is an officer of 
strong executive ability. He is among the few officers who 
have always had the courage to speak out their convictions at 
proper times, regardless of whom they pleased or displeased. 
When he returned home from the Spanish War, he was the 
only officer in the New York Volunteers who dared come out 
and speak the truth in public, regarding the scandalous treat- 
ment of the sick and dying men. in camps at Chickamauga 
and their utter neglect. General Morris, who holds the 
brevet rank of brigadier general for meritorious service of 
over twenty-five years, first entered the military service as a 
private in Co. K, 13th N.Y., June 4, 1876, In April, 1881, 
he joined the 14th Regiment as a first lieutenant, and was 
elected a captain in the 9th Regiment in March, 1893, and 
colonel in March, 1899. During the war with Spain he 
served with the 9th N.Y. Volunteers. The officers of his old 
command are to present him with a testimonial of their 
esteem. 

Colonel Austin, who is highly rated on the records of the 
War Department and state as an efficient officer, saw service 
with the 7lst N.Y. in Cuba, in the campaign of 1898. He 
is a civil engineer by profession, which especially fitted him 
for the duties of Chief of Coast Artillery. He joined the 
Guard as a private in Co. B, 71st Regiment, Nov. 29, 1887. 
It was then known as the ‘‘Harlem Company.’’ He was 
duly promoted corporal, sergeant, ordnance sergeant and in- 
spector of rifle practice, and was appointed engineer officer 
of the 5th Brigade in December, 1891, and later engineer 
officer of the 1st Brigade. He was appointed colonel of the 
8th regiment in 1908, and given the additional office of Chief 
of Coast Artillery with rank of brigadier general in January, 
4 succeeding Brig. Gen. David E. Austen, who was re- 
tired. 

Colonel Davis is the seventh senior colonel in the state, 
and holds the brevet rank of brigadier general for meritori- 
ous service of over twenty-five years. He is a Spanish War 
veteran, and served with the battalion of the 13th which 
made up a part of the 22d Engineers during the Spanish 
War,’ He joined the 13th as a private in Company A, Oct. 6, 
1880, and served in every successive grade except corporal 
and first sergeant. He was also an aid on the staff of the 
Governor, 1901-1904, and has an honorable record of service. 

Colonel Sauvan, who served as a captain of the 8th N.Y. 
Volunteers in the war with Spain, first joined the Guard as 
a private in the 5th Regiment June 14, 1870, and was hon- 
orably discharged in 1878. He joined the 8th as a second 
lieutenant in 1890, became captain in 1896, and lieutenant 
colonel in 1909. 

Lieutenant Colonel Byrne joined the National Guard as a 
private in Co. H, 7th N.Y., Jan. 13, 1890, and joined the 9th 
as a first lieutenant of Company K, July 16, 1894. He was 
duly promoted in successive grades, served as aid on the 
Governor’s staff, 1901-1904, and also as first lieutenant and 
captain with the 9th N.Y. Volunteers during the war with 
Spain. He is still a young officer and was born in New York 
Sept. 13, 1871. 

Lieutenant Colonel Ashley was born in New York Sept. 29, 
1866. He has been connected with the 13th Regiment since

Troop I, 1st Cavalry, N.G.N.Y., Capt. William J. Donovan, 
of Buffalo, N.Y., has certainly proved its value as an efficient 
and dependable organization. When the call came not long 
since for service in suppressing disorder incident to a strike 
of foreigners 100 per cent. of the members turned out for 
duty, and this was performed with the most excellent judg- 
ment and success. : 

The troop relieved the 74th Regiment, of Buffalo, which 
had been on duty for fourteen days, at a cost to the state of 
$32,000. Showing the great saving in cost by ordering out 
the troop, it is interesting to note that eleven days of duty 
cost the state $5,000, and the troop performed the work of 
an Infantry regiment. Its mobility enabled it to get about 
quickly, and the moral effect of the mounted men was natu- 
rally great. No crowd cares to stand and run the chances of 
being trodden down by horses and _ battered over the head 
and cut by a saber if necessary. Captain Donovan was as- 
sisted by Lieuts.

- MASSACHUSETTS. 


Assistant Secretary of War Breckinridge, in a letter to 
Governor Walsh, of Massachusetts, points out to him that 
the state force has not been organized in accordance with the 
National Militia law, which was made plain last year in Cir- 
cular 8, Division of Militia Affairs, War Department. 

Mr. Breckinridge asserts the Militia of Massachusetts is 
top heavy as a result of the failure to bring its military arm 
up to the War Department’s requirements for a two-brigade 
force. Mr. Breckinridge also asks Governor Walsh’s ‘‘co- 
operation in an effort to satisfactorily adjust existing dis- 
crepancies.’’ In his letter Mr. Breckinridge says, in part: 

**In view of the assurance of Your Excellency’s predeces- 
sor, I was confident that Massachusetts would promptly re- 
organize, as far as possible, along the lines set forth in the 
circular. It did not do so. 

‘‘My offer to authorize the retention of certain irregulari- 
ties in organization was made pursuant to the provision of 
the law permitting me to make general exceptions in time of 
peace. My policy in this connection has been and still is to 
permit the temporary retention of an exceptional organization 

rovided the state authorities appear to be trying in good 
aith and with fair prospects of success to obtain legislative 
authority to correct this irregularity. 

‘Similarly, my policy in the case of individuals is to au- 
thorize the temporary retention of increased rank when it 





— that the condition will be corrected, within a reason- 
able time, through absorption. Your Excellency has no doubt 
observed that my authority to make these general exceptions 
is limited to time of peace. 

“‘Upon the outbreak of war, whether or not preceded by a 
declaration of war, any irregularity of organization previously 
authorized is automatically, canceled. 

_ ‘The adoption of the prescribed organization being ob- 
ligatory under the law, I beg to impress upon Your Excellency 
the importance of making the necessary changes now rather 
than waiting until the outbreak of war, at which time re- 
organization will be difficult due to the inevitable confusion 
wecoting nen. . — also request that Your Ex- 
cellency inform me as to the intentions of the mil : 
—— of ~~ ae in ~s connection. _— 

‘‘The War Department has no desire to _brin ressur 
bear to induce the state to increase its Infant 7 On the 
contrary, if an increase were contemplated, the "Federal au- 
thorities would be best subserved by the organization of ad- 
ditional Field Artillery. _ The increase of the Infantry was 
suggested only because it was understood the state wished 
to retain its two-brigade organization. 

Cireular 8 provides an ample number of administrative 
staff officers, such number having been arrived at by allowing 
approximately twice as many staff officers, in proportion to 
troops, as in the Regular Army. Nevertheless, the Sraccodher- 
setts organization carries a large excess of such officers. In 
my opinion there can bea no doubt that the Massachusetts

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The complaint of certain students of present-day mili- 
tary development that the successful experience of the 
Japanese in entrenching in the Manchurian war has not 
prought the progress in that branch of infantry work 
that is merited by its importance seems to be justified 
in numerous instances by the lack of enthusiasm with 
which officers and men take to this form of military 
exercise, although the practical utility in field work of 
entrenching cannot be gainsaid. It is as essential as, 
and is in fact a part of, the art of making the best use 
of cover. This is often called the utilization of terrain, 
but by whatever name its value will not be questioned 
by those who have studied the successes of the Japanese. 
While the United Service Gazette of London calls atten- 
tion to the indifference of British troops to this new 
development of fighting suggested by the Manchurian 
war, a similar disinclination has been observable in other 
armies, notably in Germany, where not more than a 
year or so ago there were many criticisms of the infantry 
for not touching the ground at all with their spades 
when on the offensive and on the defensive merely 
opening a few shallow trenches which revealed their 
presence to the enemy without the compensating benefit 
of protecting them from the enemy’s projectiles. The 
little entrenching then done was of a very superficial 
character, as the men did not even take the trouble to 
remove their tunics, confining themselves now and then 
to desultorily scratching the soil with their portable 
tools, an exercise which seemed to bore them much. The 
Gazette believes that the apathy or antipathy in respect 
to entrenching is largely due to an exaggerated idea 
among British soldiers as to the laborious nature of the 
work. However, fortitude under necessary fatigue is a 
military virtue which soldiers have shown during 
maneuvers more than once by long marches and counter- 
marches, and it is doubtless true that when entrenching 
becomes as apparent a military duty as marching the 
men of the ranks will take to it with as little grumbling, 
if not with as much alacrity, as they now accept ex- 
tended marches.

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The troops at Vera Cruz were rejoiced by the arrival 
of the transport Satilla May 13 with a complete outfit 
for General Funston’s Brigade. As there were billiard 
tables received on the transport the idea of an Army 
and Navy Club immediately suggested itself. ‘‘As one 
good turn deserves another,” the Government might fur- 
nish our troops at Vera Cruz with an ice plant.

This makes possible the use of the two-cent trolley line 
whose running was temporarily a The in- 
habitants of Vera Cruz are getting better government 
than they ever dreamed of; but this offers no guarantee

A favorable report has been made by the subcommittee 
to the whole committee of the House Committee on Naval 
Affairs on S. 5148, for the reinstatement of Lieut. Col. 
Constantine Marrast Perkins to the active list of the 
Marine Corps. In all probability the whole committee 
will report out the measure at an early date, and it will 
probably be passed by the House. The bill has already 
passed the Senate. ‘Che subcommittee has also made 
a favorable report on H.R. 16514, a bill for the transfer 
of Frank 1.

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‘Orders have been issued from the War Department 
regarding vaccination as follows: “Vaccination being 
recognized as an effective means of preventing smallpox, 
all recruits upon enlistment and all soldiers upon re- 
enlistment will be vaccinated. When the first vaccina- 
tion of a recruit is non-effective, it will be repeated at 
the end of eight days. All the personnel of a military 
command, station or transport, including civilians con- 
nected therewith, will be vaccinated when in the opinion 
of the surgeon responsible for proper sanitation it is 
necessary aS a means of protection against smallpox. 
Civilians refusing to be vaccinated when so directed by 
proper authority may be excluded from the military 
reservation or station. Officers should be vaccinated at 
least once in a period of seven years. Troops under 
orders to perform oversea journeys or field service will 
be inspected by a surgeon with respect to their protec- 
tion against smallpox, and those who in the opinion of 
the surgeon require it will be vaccinated.” 








It is reported from Washington “upon highest 
authority” that the mediators at Niagara will wait for 
the fall of Huerta before making any proposition for 


the settlement of the Mexican trouble. They will then 
propose a provisional government for Mexico composed of 
the representatives of Carranza and Zapata. The Mexican

The Navy Department has received, through the State 
Department, from the British Ambassador, Sir Cecil 
Spring-Rice, a letter expressing the thanks of his gov- 
ernment for the courtesy of the U.S. naval authorities 
in arranging facilities for the expert committee nom- 
inated by the British Admiralty to study the system of 
ventilation in the United States Navy. The British 
Ambassador also conveyed an expression of the high ap- 
preciation felt by the Lords of the Admiralty for the 
kindness and hospitality shown by the officers of the 
Navy Department, and of the Wyoming, Utah, Texas 
and Jowett during the occasion of the committee’s visit 
last July; and of the services rendered by Comdr. W. S. 
Crosley and Naval Constr. L. B. McBride, U.S.N., who 
were attached to the committee during their visit. The 
Secretary has forwarded a copy of the British Ambassa- 
dor’s note to Commander Crosley and Naval Construc- 
tor McBride, with a commendatory letter; and copies of 
both letters will be filed with their records. 
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The Montana which arrived at New York May 10 
from Vera Cruz with the remains of those who were 
killed in battle will be sent immediately to the Ports- 
mouth Navy Yard. There she will be equipped with 
additional torpedo tubes and the latest apparatus for 
the handling of torpedoes. Upon completion of this 
work the Montana will be ordered to Gardners Bay, 
where she will again become the torpedo training school 
ship. As many of this year’s class as can be sent back 
to the Montana will be ordered to report at the school 
to complete their course of instruction.

Fairly quiet in Puerto Plata, and business suspended, 
owing to blockade and seige.”

The following report from Comdr. B. B. Bierer, U.S.

With respect to soldiers on the active list of the Army 
it has been held that “the imposition of a poll tax, with 
the alternative that if the tax was not paid the person 
taxed should work upon the road, would be a tax on 
the earnings of an Army officer or soldier on the active 
list, or tax on such an officer’s time, and therefore cannot 
legally be made.” (Digest of Opinions, J.A.G., 1021 ©.) 
The Judge Advocate General in response to an inquiry 
holds that the ofticers and soldiers during their period in 
the reserve are liable for poll tax, road work and jury 
duty, except in so far as the laws of the particular state 
where they reside may otherwise provide.

The beneficent 
influence of this inoculation has been so indisputable 
that intelligent Army surgeons the world over could not 
but see that the path of progress in military sanitation 
was toward prophylactic inoculation. The elimination 
of typhoid is now as much an accomplished fact as the 
disappearance of smallpox.

The last of the three sloops to contest for the honor of 
defending the America’s Cup, Mr. Alexander Smith 
Cochran’s sloop Vanitie, was launched at Neponset, 
Mass., May 14. The Vanitie’s dimensions are stated to 
be 118 feet over all, 22 feet 6 inches beam, 13 feet 9 
inches designed draught and 75 feet water line. Her rig 
is not so lofty as the Defiance, but longer on the base 
line and her spread of canvas will probably be about 
equal. The Vanitie, it is thought, is the largest of the 
three sloops, and her bronze plates are said to be the 
thinnest ever used on a yacht of her size.

BURYING THE DEAD FROM VERA CRUZ. 

Not often in the history of the country have the dead 
of the nation slain in battle been received in the home- 
land with more impressive funeral services than those 
which marked the return to New York city on May 11 
of the bodies of the bluejackets and marines killed in 
the fighting at Vera Cruz. Business was generally sus- 
pended during the passage of the cortége from the landing 
stage to the City Hall and navy yard, and tens of thou- 
sands paid silent tribute to the heroic dead as the proces- 
sion of flag-covered caissons passed through the streets 
fringed with its banks of sorrowing humanity. As one 
gazed at the hushed throngs, listened to the wailing of 
the band, or looked up at the windows of the great 
skyscrapers filled with faces, one could not but recall 
the poet’s vision of the departed spirit that looked back 
and saw its friends and kindred weeping o’er its clay, and 
then sighed: “Why at our parting only have they shown 
it, their fondest kisses keeping for the dead?” If one 
half of the tender interest of the metropolis and the 


entire country.shown for the dead whose remains were 
received peragitery ceremony at New York had expressed 
itself in a patriotic insistence that the Army and the 

Navy should be what they ought to be as defenders of 
the Republic the American spirit would have been so well 
known, so thoroughly understood by the Mexicans, that 
this sacrifice of life might never have been necessary. 

The U.S.S. Montana bearing the bodies of the seventeen 
marines and sailors who gave up their lives in the first 
fighting at Vera Cruz arrived off the Battery, at the 
lower end of Manhattan Island, on Sunday afternoon, 
May 10, convoyed by the battleship Wyoming and the 
U.S.S. Mayflower. The Wyoming had left the navy 
yard carly on Sunday morning and met the Montana 
down the bay. On board the Mayflower were Secretary 
of the Navy Daniels and his staff. The Wyoming stood 
by the funeral ship all night at its anchorage off the 
Battery. The Mayflower went to the navy yard for the 
night. The coffins were moved from the Montana to 
the caissons at Pier A at eight o'clock on Monday. 
The U.S. escort was made up of a battalion of blue- 
jackets and marines from the Wyoming and Montana. 
Mounted police formed an advance and rear guard, with 
two outriders for each caisson. 

President Wilson, who had arrived from Washington 
an hour before, reached the Battery shortly before nine 
o'clock. He was greeted by Secretary Daniels, Rear 
Admiral Bradley A. Fiske, U.S.N., and others of the 
Secretary's party who had spent the night on the May- 
flower. All the naval officers in full dress wore crépe at 
their sword hilts. Artillerymen rode the horses that 
drew the caissons and dismounted artillerymen walked 
back of each casket. The procession moved up Broadway 
to the City Hall. 

The silence of the huge multitude that filled the side- 
walks and peopled the many-windowed canyon of the 
famous street was a striking feature of the attitude 
of the populace, but now and then a remark was heard 
that showed the speaker could not restrain his feelings. 
Down near Rector street an undersized workman was 
heard by a reporter to say as he pointed to the passing 
caissons: “There ain’t any war, eh? Like h—ll there 
ain't!” 

In the march to the navy yard the U.S. marines led 
the way, behind them coming the bluejackets of the 
escort. The bands played Chopin’s “Funeral March” 
and “Abide with Me” as the caissons passed up lower 
Broadway. The bells of Trinity and St. Paul’s Episcopal 
churehes kept up a steady tolling which added to the 
solemnity of the occasion. 

The first carriage contained the President of the 
United States. In the second was Secretary Daniels, 
seated with Governor Glynn and Lieutenant Commander 
Jones and Captain Townsend, of the Navy. In the 
carriage with Assistant Secretary of the Navy Roosevelt 
was Col. Daniel Appleton, N.G.N.Y. His staff and 
non-commissioned staff paraded as escort to the column 
of carriages, and a non-com. of the 7th sat on the box 
of each carriage as an aid. Among others in the long 
line of carriages were Gen. Horace Porter, Gen. Anson 
McCook, Dr. Nicholas Murray Butler, Dr. St. Clair 
McKelway, a committee designated by the Mayor of 
Chicago, and a committee from the Legislature of New 
York. 

At the City Hall the caissons were placed in the plaza 
in a line that stretched from Park Row to Broadway. 
The President's carriage stopped beside the caisson upgn 
which Mayor Mitchell placed the floral tribute of the 
city. The Mayor based his few words in behalf of 
the city upon the lesson in patriotism which the sacrifice 
of the dead brought home to every citizen. The Mayor 
then stepped into the carriage with the President. This 
vehicle was more heavily guarded by Secret Service men 
than had been any other presidential vehicle in the his- 

‘tory of the metropolis. The City Hall was heavily 
draped and flags flew at half-staff throughout the city, 
while many buildings had their fronts covered with the 
national emblem. In addition to the address of the 

Mayor, hymns were sung by half a thousand children. 

Leaving the City Hall the procession passed by way 
of the Manhattan Bridge to the navy yard in Brooklyn, 
where the principal exercises were held. It lacked an 
hour of noon when the cort®ge reached the navy yard 
gate. By that time fully ten thousand people had massed 
themselves in the enclosure where the presidential plat- 
form had been built. Despite the size of the assemblage 
the hush was so great that when a sailor at the foot 
of the flagstaff near the gate tapped off the hour, five 
bells, the strokes seemed to echo as through vast vacant 
spaces. At the President’s request no salute was fired 
as he entered the yard by the Sands street gate. The 
weather was ideal, and the brilliant sun made a beautiful 
picture as the uniforms of the officers and men stood 
out in contrast with the sombre garb of the mourning 
civilian host. 

_The President, conducted by Capt. Albert Gleaves, 
U.S.N., commandant of the navy yard, walked to the 
front of the stand, where a large leather armchair had 
been placed before a desk built into the rail of the stand. 
President Wilson stood there leaning on one hand on 
the flag-draped desk and looking down at the coffins on 
the trestles. There were three when he first looked. It 
seemed a very long time before the last of the seventeen 
wus in place, and it must have seemed longer still to 
the President. 

Before the Commander-in-Chief began his eulogy, 
Secretary Daniels read the names of the dead, and, turn- 
ing to the uniformed ranks about the coffins, asked God 
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to grant to all who have battles to fight “that vision of 
patriotic service which here in solemnity and grief and 
pride is borne in upon our hearts and consciences.” One 
observer said that “no face there seemed so sad as that 
of the President as he looked down upon the nation’s 
dead. But only the tense lines of his face gave hint of 
the self-control that kept his voice steady and clear 
as he delivered the memorial address.” He spoke slawly 
without notes. Only once did he use a marked gesture. 
Then the look of weariness and sorrow cleared for a 
moment, his eyes flashed and he brought his clenched 
hand down upon the rail of the stand as he said: “Are 
you sorry for these lads? Are you sorry for the way 
they will be remembered? Does it not quicken your 
pulses to think of the list of them? I hope to God none 
of you may join that list, but if you do you will join 
an immortal company.” ‘ 
The services at the navy yard had been begun with 
prayer by Chaplain William G. Cassard, U.S.N., and 
at the conclusion of the Presidential address Rabbi 
Stephen S. Wise offered prayer. The benediction was 
giv:n by Father John P. Chidwick, and after three 
volleys had been fired over the line of grouped caskets 
the ceremonies ended when a bugler softly blew “taps.”

THE WAR CORRESPONDENTS. 


First Lieut. Charles M. Maigne, U.S.A., retired, who 
went to Vera Cruz on the U.S.S. Arkansas as a war 
correspondent, was placed in military arrest in Vera 
Cruz by order of General Funston for violating the 
regulations prohibiting officers from publishing military 
news without the consent of .the Secretary of War. 
Leaving Vera Cruz without permission from the military 
authorities, he penetrated the Federal lines and went to 
Cordoba on a returning refugee train, and thence to the 
headquarters of General Maas at -Soledad. After his 
departure from the United States the new regulations 
in regard to war correspondents were promulgated, and 
possibly the Lieutenant was not informed of the fact, 
but this, it was held, would not excuse him for going 
beyond American lines or entering those of General 
Maas. At the War Department Secretary Garrison said 
that Lieutenant Maigne had been placed under arrest 
and expressed himself positively in disapproval of the 
latter's conduct. Lieutenant Maigne was born in Vir- 
ginia, and entered the Army as a private in Battery F, 
5th Artillery, Nov. 15, 1899. He was appointed a second 
lieutenant in the 7th Cavalry, with which regiment he 
served until November, 1909, when he was promoted to 
first lieutenant and assigned to the 12th Cavalry. While 
on duty with the 7th Cavalry in Cuba he contracted a 
physical disability which ultimately compelled his retire- 
ment Feb. 1, 1910. Lieutenant Maigne has been ordered 
home by the first available transport. 

With respect to the accredited newspaper correspon- 
dents who left General Funston’s command at Vera Cruz 
and went into the interior of Mexico, Secretary of War 
Farrison sent a despatch to General Funston on May 13 
instructing him to warn the correspondents that any 
similar conduct or any deviation whatever from the rules 
laid down in the Field Service Regulations will instantly 
result in their credentials being taken from them and 
in their being’ sent back to the United States. Corre- 
spondents who do not agree to abide by the regulations 
will not be permitted to send matter by wire through 
the censor or otherwise. In case of an advance move- 
ment only those correspondents will be permitted to 
accompany the Army who have fully complied with all 
the Field Service Regulations. 

Secretary Garrison stated on May 13 that but for 
the fact that the correspondents arrested in Mexico City 
and later released had gone to the Mexican capital with 
the acquiescence of the military authorities at Vera 
Cruz, and without full knowledge of the Army regula- 
tions as to correspondents, he would have revoked all 
privileges and had them sent back to the United States. 
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HEALTH EFFICIENCY OF THE ARMY. 


Brig. Gen. William C. Gorgas, Surgeon General, U.S. 
A., discussing in the current number of the Engineering 
Record the sanitation problems that will have to be faced 
by the United States Army in case of an actual invasion 
of Mexico, says the Army is now in a much better posi- 
tion than it was during the Spanish-American War. 

“In such an army as might be mobilized for service 
abroad,” says General Gorgas, “we would expect some 
120,000 Regulars and twice as many Volunteers. Of the 
Regulars all but the recruits will average one to three 
years of experience that has taught them how to take 
care of themselves in the field and camp. 

“Among the Volunteers some considerable experience 
exists as a result of maneuver camps and the Spanish 
War—-many veterans of that war being in the Militia. 
The proportion of recruits will, however, be fifty to 
seventy-five per cent. of the total strength, as far as 
experience in the field is concerned. There will be, there- 
fore, a considerable proportion of green men to be taught 
camp sanitation as well as given military instruction. 

‘Much of this will be given in concentration camps. 
Fortunately most of the officers of the Volunteers will 
be men who are impressed with the value of sanitation 
in the field. They and the Regular officers and older 
soldiers will quickly instruct the new men in the habits 
so essential to health in- camp. 

“There exists, then, a yeast to leaven the whole that 
was absent in 1898. Since that eventful year the offi- 
cers of the Medical Department of the Army have been 
studying and practicing military hygiene and sanitation 
with brilliant results, as demonstrated in the two large 
camps in Texas. Here 10,000 men lived for a year at 
a ha with a sick rate lower than that at the average 

st. 

“Better yet, the officers of the line, impressed with the 
value of the lessons in camp sanitation, have been en- 
thusiastic supporters of these advances and are hardly 
second to medical officers in their knowledge and experi- 
ence in such matters. The Army, then, is in an entirely 
different position than at the outbreak of ‘the Spanish 
War. The 20,000 cases of typhoid that then puzzled and 
distressed the people of this country will not reappear 
= spectres in our camps as a sign of sanitary imcompe- 
ence. 

“Anti-typhoid inoculation, which has been in vogue in 
the Army since 1909, and which so efficiently protected 
it in 1913 that there was but one case among the inocu- 
lated in the Army of 90,000, is to be trusted to keep our 
camps free of this disease so fatal to armies of the past. 

Yellow fever is robbed of much of its terror by the 
fact learned in 1898 by Reed and his devoted band, 
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which taught us the means of transmission, and conse- 
quently the manner of avoiding it. 

“Thus forewarned we are forearmed and enter any 
campaign confident of our ability and in the sanitary 
training of the line to feel that we can exist in the 
campaign in a state of ‘hygienic competence’ that the 
disabilities of the war will be limited, for the first time 
in the history of the New World, to wounds, and that 
disease will not kill more than bullets. The American 
people will have what they should have for the generous 
support given every year—the most efficient Army of 
its size in the world.” 


THE WEST POINT HOWITZER. 


The book of the 1914 class at West Point, the annual 
Howitzer, is a handsomely illustrated volume fully up 
to its predecessors both in seriousness and in lightness. 
The dedication is to the much loved librarian of the 
Academy, Dr. Edward Singleton Holden, who died March 
16, 1914. A fine engraved reproduction of. a painting 
by Frank Fowler gives back the familiar features of Dr. 
Holden in the frontispiece of the volume. The lifelike 
quality of this reproduction by contrast accentuates the 


rather woodeny character of the pictures of the class 
members, which fails to supply these counterfeit present- 
ments with that air of youth which is the dominant note 
in the personality of the cadets. The “announcement” 
of the volume, which is very artistically printed in a 
gray-stone archway, says of the purpose of the book: 
“This volume has been prepared with the hope that in 
some small way it would be worthy of our Alma Mater ; 
that it would show a glimpse of the past, a small view 
of the present, and tell a portion at least of what we 
stand for; that it should portray our duties, our pastimes 
and—our fun.” No one can even hastily skim these 
pages without agreeing that every hope of the announce- 
ment has been kept and every hope realized. Preceding 
the foreword is the “Hymn Before Action,” a worthy 
companion of the “Recessional.” It is published by the 
courtesy of Rudyard Kipling, and is especially fitted 
to inculeate the high lessons of patriotism in these days 
of reformative namby pambyism. 





The earth is full of anger, 
The seas are dark with wrath, 
The nations in their harness ‘ 
Go up against our path: 
Ere yet we loose the legions— 
Ere yet we draw the blade, 
Jehovah of the Thunders, 
Lord God of Battles, aid! 


High lust and forward bearing, 
Proud heart, rebellious brow— 
Deaf ear and soul uncaring, 
We seek Thy mercy now! 
The sinner that foreswore Thee,

The admirers of the gridiron heroes of 1913, who won 
that brilliant and rather unexpected victory from the 
Navy at the Polo Field, New York city, will be interested 
in the defense of the training methods of the West 
Pointers to be found in the description of that game. 
Much was said after the Army victory to the effect that 
its triumph was due to its having borrowed ideas of the 
open game from the West. This charge is emphatically 
answered in the Howitzer, on page 133: “The Notre 
Dame game, in which our Western visitors defeated us, 
35—13, by their dazzling use of the forward pass, as 
well as by speedy end runs by Hichenlaub, their giant 
fullback, and Dorais, their quarter, was as difficult a 
game as we could well have chosen, and did us a world 
of good; not, however, in opening our eyes to the use of 
the forward pass and open play, as has been asserted 
by some. We had been gradually developing the ‘open’ 
game and the pass as a fundamental part of Lieutenant 


,Daly’s carefully laid plans ever since the beginning of 


the season; and the Notre Dame game simply served to 
confirm him in his policy.”’ As to the future, the football 
historian of the Howitzer paints this rainbow, with 
the proper expression of regret over the passing of some 
of the stars who had a share in the glorious season of 
1913: “We lose by graduation this year a number of very 
good players—Hoge, Markoe, Doe, Jouett, Wynne, Jones, 
Huston, Lanphier, Waddell and Milburn; but with Daly 
as head coach for 1914, with Prichard, our resourceful 
and brilliant quarterback, to captain the team and lead 
them on to victory, and with a splendid nucleus of veteran 
players, augmented, we hope, by a lot of good material 
from the new plebe class, a championship team should 
be the result. The hearty thanks and congratulations 
of the Corps of Cadets are extended to the Army ceaches 
and to the team that so bravely fought a winning fight, 
by which in one afternoon three years of defeats by our 
honored rivals were so well avenged. The recollection 
of this victory will ever be a bright spot in our thoughts, 
and it has without doubt been a greater source of satis- 
faction than any other thing that has happened during 
our stay at the Academy.” 

The editors note with no small measure of satisfaction 
that the 1914 class “is the first class to benefit by the 
new program, and the extra three months of English and 
history were the most pleasant work we have encountered 
at the Academy.” One of the most interesting of the 
portraits of the officers of the Academy is the group 
picture of the Academic Board set into a section of 
the castellated walls. ; 
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First Lieut. Edward P. King, jr., 6th U.S. Field Art., 
who has been assigned to duty with the 1st Regiment 
of Field Artillery, N.G.N.Y., under Col. H. H. Rogers, 
at the Jatter’s request has been commissioned coptain 
and adjutant by Governor Glynn. The application for 
the detail of a Regular officer with his command was a 
common sense move on the part of Colonel Rogers, who 
is not slow to appreciate the value of a Regular officer 
in case his command is mustered into the Volunteers, 
It is not unlikely that the services of some other Regular 
officer of the Field Artillery arm may be sought by 
Colonel Rogers in case of war. The Colonel has himself 
studied at the School of Fire at Fort Sill, and appreciates 
the fact that Field Artillery officers of the National 
Guard, with their limited means of study and practice, 
would have a lot to learn in war, ' ° '

U.S. CAVALRY QUELL COLORADO TROUBLE. 


The presence of U.S. Cavalry in the troubled mining 
districts of Colorado, to end the labor disorders and 
bloodshed has thus far been attended with the greatest 
success. While the miners who are mostly foreigners 
have the greatest hatred for the mine guards and the 
National Guard, they have evidenced unreservedly the 
greatest respect for the U.S. troops, who they realize will 
act promptly and without partiality to either side in 
carrying out orders to end the trouble. 


The announcement of a definite policy by the United 
States Army officers in command meets with the ap- 
proval of both contending factions. The re-establishment 
of the Ludlow tent colony, has been allowed. 

Colonel Lockett, in command, has insisted on a roll 
of the inhabitants of every strikers’ colony. With each 
strikers’ name is placed the name of the mine at which 
be was working when the strike was called, and if 
any resident of a strikers’ colony is found not to have 
been actually employed by the company he claims to 
have left, he will be expelled from the colony as a per- 
son who is not living at his proper abode, contrary to 
the proclamation of President Wilson. Like procedure 
is followed in respect to all persons living on the property 
of mine companies. 

No mine that closed down at the time the trouble 
began on April 20, or before that, will be permitted to 
open for the present, but all others may be operated 
under full protection from the Government. Strikers, 
formerly employed at certain mimes, will be permitted to 
return to work at the specific places of their former em- 
ployment if they choose and if they are desired by their 
former employers. 

In the Louisville District there are about thirty 
mines now running, and all is quiet there. The mines in 
the Louisville District group themselves around Fred- 
erick and Louisville. These towns are about seventeen 
miles apart. The town of Dacona is about half a mile 
south of Frederick and the town of Firestone is about 
half a mile north of Frederick. Major Symmonds in 
command has troops at all of these places, as well as at 
Marshall, Superior, Lafayette and Erie. 

In the Trinidad District there are some sixty mines, 
some of which are not working. Troops of Cavalry are 
stationed at Segunda, Sopris, Trinidad, Ludlow, Forbes- 
Junction, Aguilar, Walsenburg, Laveta, Pictou, Rugby, 
and other small places. 

In the Canyon City District, where Major McClure 
is in command, reports show that all is quiet as in the 
other districts, and that patrols are protecting property 
and maintaining order. 

Colonel Lockett at Trinidad, Colo., reports that the 
disarmament is proceeding in his district and up to May 
13, in the Trinidad District there have been turned in 
the following arms and ammunition: 

Strikers: 252 rifles; 176 shot guns; 124 revolvers. 

Operators: 405 rifles; 134 shot guns; 201 revolvers; 
5 machine guns. 

Other citizens: 578 rifles; 290 shotguns; 512 re- 
volvers, 1 machine gun. Three hundred rifles and 60,000 
rounds of ammunition were taken from the railroad in 
transit with consent of the strikers to whom consigned. 
Ten rifles and fourteen boxes of ammunition were taken 
on the morning of May 12. 

Major Symmonds reports from Louisville, Colo., that 
between 8 p.m. on May 11, and 8 p.m. on May 12, there 
were turned in the following: 

At Louisville, 2 revolvers; at Lafayette, 9 revolvers, 
20 shot guns and 42 rifles; at Frederick, 6 revolvers, 1 
shot gun. 

Major Symmonds says that as soon as the two addi- 
tional troops arrive in the north district which are on 
their way, he expects that more arms will be turned in. 
He will be able to spread his troops over a larger terri- 
tory, and thus provide more officers and places for the 
delivery of arms. 

The part taken by Regular troops in quieting the 
Colorado strike disturbances recalls their services dur- 
ing the Chicago railway strike of 1894, and the trouble 
at Goldfield, Nev., in 1907. 


COLORADO MILITIA RIOT DUTY. 


Charges ranging from murder to looting, arson and 
larceny have been drawn up by Capt. Edward A. Smith, 
judge advocate, against officers and enlisted men of 
Co. B and Troop A, Colorado National Guard, which 
were presented before a G.C.M., which began at Golden 
May 13. Lieuts. R. W. Benedict and S. J. Lamme were 
the chief witnesses at the trial of Major Patrick J. 
Hamrock on May 13. Major Hamrock is being tried on 
charges of murder, manslaughter, arson and larceny 
growing out of the battle between strikers and state 
troops at Ludlow on April 20 and the subsequent fire 
that destroyed the strikers’ tent colony. 

The two officers swore that the fight was started by 
strikers who fired upon the National Guardsmen; that 
three bombs were fired as a signal for assistance only 
after a number of bullets from strikers’ rifles had struck 
near the military camp; that Major Hamrock was not 
in the immediate vicinity of the tent colony when the 
fire started; that in their estimation the fire was started 
by an explosion of an overturned lamp and not by the 
state troops; that two women and eleven children who 


lost their lives in the colony, they believed, died of suffo- 
cation hours before the fire broke out. : 

In his.testimony Lieut. S. J. Lamme said: : 

“The orders were to advance down the tracks in the 
direction of the tent colony to the pump house, where the 
strikers were entrenched, and ‘smoke ’em out.’” 

“Did you understand that order to mean to set fire to 
the tents?” asked Colonel Lingenfelter, a member of the 
court. 

“Not at all,” replied Lamme. “I construed it to 
mean that we should advance with a heavy fire and dis- 
lodge the strikers.” 

The Denver Chamber of Commerce has addressed a 
letter to the public, saying _ that the press of Denver 
has printed misleading statements of conditions in 
the strike zone. The state Militia is absolved from 
the charge of massacring women and children. The 
letter goes on to say: “In truth, the members of the 
State Militia have killed no women or children, and none 
have been killed by any person or persons. —LTwo women 
and eleven children were found dead from suffocation 
in a cellar under a tent, where they had gone without 
the knowledge of the Militia. Others were discovered 
by the State Militia in similar places, and were rescued 
by them at great risks to themselves. One boy of twelve 
was shot in one of the fights, but by whom and under 
what circumstances is not yet known. Because of this 
situation, this chamber deems it to be its duty to enter 
its vigorous protest against the misrepresentations and 
incitements to violence which have gone out from news- 
papers of this city, and to support the Governor and the 
authorities, state and national, in the enforcement of 
law and order.” 
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DECISIONS BY THE COMPTROLLER. 


In the case of a bill for electric light furnished for 
quarters occupied by Capt. R. S. Thomas, C.E., U.S.A., 
and 1st Lieut. Frank Thorpe, F.A., U.S.A., jointly with 
a civilian, the Comptroller says: “In case of joint 
occupancy by officer and civilian, I am convinced that 
difficulties can be avoided and improper payments pre- 
vented only by a holding that in said cases no payment 
will be authorized except upon the basis of such rooms, 
within the Kmit, as may be shown by certification to 
have been occupied by the officer exclusively, excluding 
from the basis of allowance any and all rooms in the 
occupancy of which civilians participate, except that 
occupancy by a domestic or personal servant of the offi- 
cer will be deemed occupancy by the officer.” 

At the Philadelphia Navy Yard it has been the prac- 
tice to instal telephones in officers’ quarters, as well as 
in the offices and shops, include in one bill the cost of 
all calls, private as well as public, collecting the cost 
of private messages and depositing it as miscellaneous 
receipts. The Comptroller decides that this is not in 
accordance with the law, which “specifically forbids the 
expenditure of any money appropriated by any act for 
telephone service installed in any private residence or 
apartment.” Since the money has been covered into 
the Treasury, and the Government has not suffered, he 
allows the payments made previous to this decision of 
May 3, 1914. : 

P.A. Paymr. W. C. Neill, U.S.N., had $4.85 checked 
against him for money paid without warrant of law for 
telephone service in the private quarters of Paymr. 
Robert W. Clark, U.S.N. He asks that this checkage be 
transferred to Clark, which request the Comptroller, 
reversing the Auditor, refuses to grant, finding no 
warrant in law for withholding Paymaster Clark’s pay 
for the relief of the paymaster making the improper 
disbursement. 

In allowing on reconsideration the claim of Paymr. 
D. G. McRitchie, U.S.N., for $144, the Comptroller 
wishes to have it understood that he does so “solely on 
the clear statement of controlling facts” not before pre- 
sented, and “not upon any collateral contentions sub- 
mitted with the application as to the authority of the 
Comptroller in such matters,” with which contentions 
he does not agree. 
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THE SOLDIER’S DIETARY. 


In the belief that white bread as well as rice is the 
cause of beriberi, Capt. G. L. McKinney, Med. Corps, 
U.S.A., argues for a change to whole wheat bread in the 
dietary of the garrison soldier as bolted white flour is 
fatally lacking in certain elements necessary to the body. 
He cites the observations of Dr. John M. Little, of New- 
foundland, on cases of beriberi caused by the use of white 
bread and his remark that “whole wheat bread must be 
used to prevent nerve poisoning.” The appearance of 
beriberi among Norwegian sailors in 1894 when white 
bread was substituted for rye bread has been referred to 
by the Journal of the American Medical Association. 
The objection to whole wheat bread that it leaves a 
larger residue of undigested material in the body than 
white bread Dr. McKinney considers no objection at all 
as this residue is needed to counteract the tendency to- 
ward constipation. 

Dr. McKinney’s studies of the soldier’s food have 
brought him to the conclusion that there is a relation 
between disease and the garrison ration. In the April 
Military Surgeon he says that Army cooks generally are 
inadequately supervised and instructed, they cook in- 
digestible dishes, they waste and they run monotonous 
menus until there can be no legitimate doubt that “the 
Army is not profiting by the teaching of its experts on 
these lines.” That it is paying for this neglect is shown, 
he believes, by the six thousand cases of preventable 
digestive diseases recorded in the 1912 report of the Sur- 
geon General, not to speak of those who come to the hos- 
pital for relief and are not taken up on the sick report. 
Among the changes in dietary recommended by Dr. Mc- 
Kinney is a dimunition in the quantity of meat. It is 
known that excess of meat produces uric acid, the kid- 
neys are overworked and the foundation is laid for 
Bright’s disease. Meat should be in the soldier’s dietary, 
but the time has come when it should be used more in- 
telligently and in reduced quantities. The moderate aug- 
mentation of the cereal and vegetable components in the 
garrison ration also is suggested. The Army has suffered 
likewise, Dr. McKinney believes, from the want of an 
official allowance of fruit in the soldier’s dietary. The 
apple is suggested as the standard fruit on account of its 
plentifulness and cheapness, and the ease with which it 
can be supplied the year round. Other fruits could be 
substituted to afford varicty. 

The allowance of fats could be improved. The half- 
ounce of butter is “pitifully inadequate.” Lard could be 
correspondingly cut down, leaving a margin for the addi- 
tion of olive oil. The evaporated milk allowance is too 





small. But the improvement of the ration will not avail 
unless other faults are corrected and among these is the 
dangerous habit of too rapid eating. Not having chewed 
properly the soldier will not know when he has eaten 
enough and hence overeats. The harm produced by in- 
sufficient food in the U.S. Army is negligible compared 
with that of overeating. Another thing that needs cor- 
rection is the eating of indigestible foods, chiefly fried. 
The frying pan and lard are a veritable abuse in the 
Army. “Army cooks generally fry as if the road to 
heaven were paved with lard.” Proper instruction re- 
inforced by military discipline alone can correct and con- 
trol this evil. The drinking of iced water merits the 
same control as that exercised over lard and the frying 
pan. The use of vinegar and other condiments in ex- 
cess cannot fail sometimes to cause acute indigestion. 
Eating between meals which is encouraged by the post 
exchange lunch counter makes its full contribution to the 
sickness of the Army. 

Among the means of reform in the dietary of the gar- 
rison soldier Dr. McKinney suggests thorough instruc- 
tion of cooks by medical officers and others; an official 
cook book; systematic variation of the menu; holding 
organization commanders responsible for regulations gov- 
erning the messing of the soldiers; frequent inspections, 
lectures and instruction by the surgeon; simple printed 
rules for eating to be learned and recited, allowance of 
twenty to thirty-five minutes for each meal, and investi- 
gation of sick patients as to whether they have not been 
violating the simple rules of health. The Army is right- 
fully looked up to as a school in which is taught the 
value of obedience, loyalty, cleanliness, sobriety, etc., but 
little care is taken to teach the soldier to eat rightly 
and live wisely. 
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CHARTERED ARMY TRANSPORTS. 


A number of steamers have been chartered for Army 
transports to gather at Galveston, Texas, to transfer the 
remainder of the 2d Division to Vera Cruz in case it is 
thought wise, in view of a proper precautionary atti- 
tude, to have them there. Secretary of War Garrison 
states that it is not contemplated to make any aggres- 
sive move, and there is no change in the situation so 
far as hostilities are concerned. 

The steamers chartered, as announced on May 8, were 
the following: Colorado and Ossabow at Galveston; 
Kansan in Caribbean Sea; Minnesota and City of Mem- 
phis at New York; Denver at Galveston, and City of 
Macon at New York. 

The S.S. Chippewa, Clyde Line, at New York, was 
substituted as a chartered ship for animals for the Dor- 
chester, of the Merchants and Miners’ Line, at Norfolk, 
the latter having been found unsuitable for the purpose 
intended. ; 

The City of Macon left New York May 13 for Galves- 
ton. She was followed May 14 by the Minnesotan with 
ammunition, mules and horses. The Minnesotan is an 
oil burning vessel and will be the first of her kind to be 
used in troop ship work. One of her oil tanks, with a 
capacity of 45,000 barrels, may be used for water in the 
event that the native supply is found to be unfit for use. 

The Iowan, chartered from the Hawaiian-American 
Line, arrived at New York May 14. She is the largest 
oil burning vessel in coastwise work and is new. She 
is equipped with an enormous ice making plant. The 
Government has an option on _ her. he Oceana, for- 
merly in the New York and Bermuda service, is also 
being prepared for troop ship work.

The Tables of Or- 
ganizaion, 1914, reduce the amount of baggage to be carried 
in the field train, thereby reducing the allowances of equip- 
ment under the category of ‘‘field service,’’ and they re- 
duce also the allowance of means of transportation and ani- 
mals as given under ‘‘field service’’ and ‘‘reserve.’’ The 
total field equipment, as given in G.O. 95, War Dept., 1908, 
as amended, except as to means of transportation and ani- 
mals, remains unchanged; where reductions occur on account 
of the reduced amount of baggage carried in the field train, 
there will be like increases in the equipment for permanent 
camp. The folding platform scales, field safe, commissary 
chest, and field baking and cooking outfit mentioned in the 
Subsistence Manual should be included in the permanent 
camp equipment.

2. The Bull’s-Eye Score Book is supplied in two styles— 
one a board cover with loose-leaf filler, the other paper bound. 
The U.S. Marine Corps Score Book and Rifleman’s Instructor 
is furnished only in paper binding. 

3. The cost of the book issued will be charged against the 
ammunition allowance for each man as specified in the printed 
annual instructions. pertaining to the allowances of small-arms 
ammunition authorized to be expended for the year and the 
methods to be followed in accounting for such expenditures. 

II. Relates to avoiding unnecessary delay in the repair and 
return of band instruments which have been surveyed. 

III. The commanding officer, Rock Island Arsenal, Rock 
Island, Ill., has been instructed to manufacture and issue to 
the C.O. of each machine-gun platoon two straps to be as- 
sembled to the automatic machine rifle, caliber .30, model of 
1909, and used when continuous firings are desired. The 
object of this strap is to overcome difficulties reported -as 
being experienced in keeping the automatic machine rifle on 
the target when firing a number of routfds continuously. The 
C.0., Rock Island Arsenal, will issue instructions for the use 
of this strap. 

IV. The official route of travel between the United States 
and points in Europe is by way of New York city and the 
port in Europe affording first-class steamship service nearest 
to the destination or station of the officer, and mileage and 
actual expenses will be allowed by way of such route subject 
to the exceptions provided for in Par. 1282, Army Regula- 
tions. 

V. When the exchange of duplicate volumes in the libraries 
of the several military posts and service schools for other 
volumes for use in such libraries is to the advantage of the 
public service, transportation to the place where-the contem- 
plated exchange is to be made and the return transportation 
of the exchanged volumes are a proper charge against public 
funds, and shipment may be made on Government bill of 
lading. . 

The publication ‘‘Field Musician’s Manual (Canty)’’ 
is added to the list of military publications given in Sec. 2, 
Par. I., Bulletin No. 3, War Dept., March 4, 1912, as 
amended.

e. Will tent stoves be required.

The Vestal is doing excellent work with the fleet in 
Mexican waters, according to unofficial reports that have 
reached the Navy Department. With the Vestal it is 
believed that all of the repairs of the fleet can be kept 
up for an indefinite time, and it will only be necessary 
to relieve the ships when they must be put in dock for 
work on their bottoms. There is a dock at Vera Cruz 
that can be used for the smaller ships and with the New 
Orleans dock available only the battleships will be sent 
north to the larger yards. The work of the Vestal 
shows that a repair ship is almost an absolute necessity 
in maintaining a blockade under modern conditions of a 
navy. With the improvement of warships the impor- 
tance of being able to make difficult repairs afloat in- 
ereases. The Vestal is virtually a floating navy yard, 
being equipped with machinery to do some of the most 
important repair work.

A modification is to be made in the 14-inch gun by the 
Ordnance Bureau of the Navy which will materially 
lengthen the life of these large guns. It is estimated 
that the number of rounds that can be shot from the 
big guns without being relined will be increased from 
175 to 200. This change will consist in increasing the 
space in the chamber about twelve per cent., which 
will materially lessen the pressure. There will be no 
change in the muzzle velocity nor in the contour of the 
gun. All the new guns for the battleships will be 
built on the modified plan, and the old guns will be 
changed at the first opportunity when the battleships are 
at the yards.

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PEACE POLICIES PROVOCATIVE OF WAR. 


Whatever may come of the peace negotiations regard- 
ing the future of Mexico, there can be no question that 
the hostilities that marked the seizure of Vera Cruz by 
the American forces have proved what the ARMY AND 
Navy JOURNAL has so often asserted, that the use of 
military force is compelled by the logic of events upon 
those who desire most ardently to settle disputes by peace- 
ful measures. If there is unanimity upon any one subject 
among the students of the Mexican situation, not back 
parlor or office students, but men who have been in 
Mexico or who, like our Army officers, have seen Mexi- 
can character along the border—if there has been una- 
nimity, it has been on this statement that if the govern- 
ment of Huerta had been recognized by the United 
States we should have escaped the necessity of inter- 
fering in the affairs of Mexico and thus making fighting 
inevitable. But the horror of President Wilson at the 
shedding of the blood of President Madero, which he as- 
sumed was done in the manner of an assassin, led him 
to deny recognition of Huerta. The policy pursued may 
in the end justify itself, but it is strange that anyone 
should have imagined that it could be followed without 
the shedding of blood. 

This very hatred of bloodshed has thus brought about 
a condition of affairs which necessitated the capture of 
the chief Mexican port even if it entailed the killing of 
American sailors and marines and Mexican soldiers. So 
here, then, is an example to the whole world of the 
fact that the most acute desire to eliminate bloodshed 
as a factor in the government of Mexico has led to still 
greater bloodshed. Not only has there been the blood- 
shed at Vera Cruz, but most of those familiar with the 
Mexican people will insist that the failure to accord 
recognition to Huerta has resulted in the increased ac- 
tivity of the Villa type of rebel and consequently a con- 
tinuance and extension of the fighting between the Fed- 
erals and Constitutionalists, with the resultant heavy 
loss of life as in the many days of battle around Torreon. 
The refusal to recognize Huerta lowered him to the 
level of any leader of rebel forces, or speaking con- 
versely, raised each rebel leader to the dignity of Huerta. 
By not extending its official recognition to Huerta, whose 
administration had been approved by the Mexican Con- 
gress, the United States by indirection practically gave 
its support to the rebel leaders. We have stubbornly 
refused to have any dealing with Huerta as President of 
Mexico, and have even asked him to obliterate himself. 
This has been the one controlling factor in the situation. 
The present occupation of Vera Cruz would, probably 
not have been made necessary if this demand on the 
American Government had been acceded to. The neces- 
sity for adopting military measures in Mexico has been 
forced upon thesGovernment of the United States by the 
refusal of Huerta to submit to the demand of the United 
States, a demand, as we have before said, that has from 
the first been based upon a detestation of bloodshed. 
If the dove of peace shall at last resume her nest in the 
distracted republic, it will be because of the military 
activities of the United States and not because of a 
continuation of the policy of non-intervention. The 
ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL has held from the beginning 
of the embroilment of this country with Mexico that the 
quickest, surest way to bring matters to a head, to force 
a crisis that would mean one thing or the other, was for 
the United States to express its wishes through its mili- 
tary agencies rather than through the loud but futile fog- 
horn of Peace. The place from which to dictate such 
terms as will best promote our altruistic purposes toward 
Mexico is the City of Mexico. 


HOW THE GUARD WILL BE USED. 


Of course much will depend upon developments at the 
time, but if the Organized Militia is to be used in Mexico 
it will be ordered out as state troops. Before it is trans- 
formed into a Volunteer Army it will be either concen- 
trated at state encampments or possibly on the border. 
In the event of threatened trouble in northern Mexico 
part of the Guard might be rushed to the border before 
an opportunity was given to its units to volunteer as 
organizations. Then officers and men will receive an 
opportunity to go into the service of the Federal Govern- 
ment under the Volunteer Army Act. The officers will 
be commissioned in the Volunteer Army and the men 
will be enlisted in the Federal Service. This policy has 
received the endorsement of the officers of the General 
Staff, who believe that it will meet the approval of the 
majority of the Militia officers. A careful study of 
the conditions under which the National Guard is organ- 
ized and the work of bringing it into the Federal service 
has convinced the War Department that a month or six 
weeks can be saved by ordering the Militia out as state 
troops. Under the provision of the Constitution which 
authorizes the President to use the state Militia “to repel 
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an invasion” the National Guard can be ordered into 
Texas or on the border. 

This movement will enable the War Department to 
pass upon the real efficiency of the different organizations 
in the Guard. By the time the Militia reaches the border 
or mobilization camps the Federal inspectors will be 
able to determine how much of it is fitted for service in 
Mexico. The movement of the Guard to the border will 
really be a physical examination or test of every officer 
and enlisted man in the force that is called out. 

So far as possible the Guard will be called out with its 
present officers and organizations. Much will depend 
upon the plans of the Administration. If it decides to 
call out two or three hundred thousand Volunteers the 
National Guard organizations will be filled out until 
they have reached as near as possible their maximum 
strength. It will be necessary to fill out some of the 
brigades and divisions with the new organizations of 
auxiliary troops. There is a great shortage of Cavalry 
and Field Artillery, and in a Mexican campaign there 
would be a great need for Field Artillery as well as 
Cavalry. One thing is certain, and that is that all of 
the National Guard that is fit for service will have an 
opportunity to go to Mexico before any other Volunteers 
are organized. 

One advantage of calling out the National Guard as 
state troops will be to give the Administration an 
opportunity to bring about a peaceful solution to the 
Mexican problem at the last moment. The Administra- 
tion would probably cling fondly to the hope of peace 
even after the Regular Army had started into the interior 
of Mexico and actual hostilities had been started. By 
mobilizing the National Guard the Administration leaders 
think it might be possible to avoid the calling of a 
Volunteer Army. It is thought by some that if the 
Constitutionalists should remain neutral the Regular 


Army could handle the situation if it was all relieved’ 


from service on the border and in Texas. At the same 
time the National Guard could be recruited up, trained 
and hardened for service in Mexico if it should be neces- 
sary to send a Volunteer Army into Mexico from the 
north, 


A SUGGESTION FOR THE MEDIATORS. 


It would have assisted tne efforts of the South Ameri- 
can mediators in adjusting the Mexican troubles had the 
Administration appointed an Army or a Navy officer as 
one of the representatives of the United States to con- 
fer with the mediators. Associate Justice Joseph T. 
Lamar, of the United States Supreme Court, and for- 
mer Solicitor General Frederick W. Lehman, who have 
been appointed, are of sufficient prominence in a legal 
way to guarantee that the interests of the United 
States will be taken care of when it comes to drawing 
up an agreement, but this country should have had a 
representative who has knowledge of the language and 
is familiar with the character of the people with whom 
we are dealing. There are plenty of men prominent in 
civil life who on account of a residence in Mexico were 
qualified to represent the United States, but most of 
them have at one time or another been connected with 
some of the big financial interests in Mexico. For this 
reason most of the Americans who are acquainted with 
conditions in that country might be open to charges of 
favoritism in dealing with the problems growing out 
of the mediation. 

To secure a representative who would be absolutely 
free of prejudice in favor of any of the large interests 
in Mexico, the choice could have been made from 
the large list of Army and Navy officers who are par- 
ticularly fitted to deal with the intricacies of Spanish- 
American diplomacy. Most of the officers who have 
served in the Philippines for any length of time have a 
better knowledge of the Spanish-American character 
than any available civilian. Still better qualified are 
the officers of the Army who have served along the 
border or in Mexico City as military attachés, or the 
Navy officers who have served in Mexican waters. There 
are officers in the Army who not only speak Spanish 
fluently, but are personally. acquainted with most of the 
prominent men throughout Mexico. 

What can be accomplished by an Army officer in real 
peace negotiations is illustrated by the work of Capt. 
Constant Cordier, 4th U.S. Inf., who is now with Gen- 
eral Funston’s division at Vera Cruz, while Captain 
Cordier was serving as military attaché at Lima. If 
Capt. W. A. Burnside, U.S. Inf., who was military at- 
taché at Mexico City, could have been spared from Vera 
Cruz he would have been a splendid selection for this 
work. So would Major James A. Shipton, C.A.C., who 
has been a close student of Mexican affairs for years and 
is an excellent Spanish scholar. Capt. Powell Clayton, 
jr., General Staff, who was military attaché at Mexico 
City for four years, has an intimate knowledge of Mexi- 
ean affairs and speaks the Spanish language fluently. 
If rank were necessary for representatives of the Ameri- 
can Government a better selection could not have been 
made than Brig. Gen. Hugh L. Scott, Assistant Chief 
of Staff. General Scott has already discharged a number 
of important commissions for the Government in con- 
nection with Mexican troubles, and has proved his 
diplomacy in Indian affairs, and enjoys a personal ac- 
quaintance with many of the leaders in Mexico. There 
is no man in the country who would have a greater 
influence with Villa. 





One of the curious features of the “Manchu” provision 
of the Army Appropriation bill is that only one officer 





in the Ordnance Department, Major William A. Phillips, 
is affected by it. Majors of the line detailed to the 
Ordnance Department must return to the line after 


serving a four years’ detail in the department, but the 


law will not affect captains of the line detailed to the 
Ordnance Department. Major Phillips does not gain any 
rank by being detailed to the Ordnance Department.

The New York Globe has published several articles 
this week which purport to be interviews by so-called 
well known officers of the National Guard, on the al- 
leged want of preparedness of the state force for war. 
Some of the statements are so grossly ignorant that 
even enlisted men with ordinary knowledge, much less 
officers, could not have made the assertions. As Gen. Mc- 
Coskry Butt, N.G.N.Y., points out. “Is it not surprising 
that any intelligently edited paper could print such 
rot that the National Guard of to-day is armed with 
the same old rifles it had in 1898, and uses black powder 
cartridges, when the entire Guard of the United States 
has for years been armed with the best rifle in the world, 
the new Springfield, using smokeless powder cartridges? 
The Globe also states that Ohio is the only state that 
has a regiment of Field Artillery when a little inquiry 
would have developed the fact that New York has had 
two regiments armed with up-to-date field pieces for 
several years. It is simply disgusting that any reputable 
newspaper is so ignorant of the troops right in its own 
city, but the Globe is not the only sinner in this respect. 
About the only sensible thing the Globe quotes the sup- 
posed officer as saying, is that in the Civil War green 
Militiamen were taken down to Bull Run battlefield and 
were badly beaten. The Globe does not even know that 
the National Guard has been reorganized under the Na- 
tional Militia Law, and that all states are armed and 
uniformed alike, and that at peace strength it has prac- 
tically all its supplies. The fact that the troops of 
Southern New York have no proper place for target 
practice is the fault of previous administrations and 
not the present one. One of the most ignorant and un- 
justifiable statements in the Globe is that which reports 
that in one regiment in New York city the battalions 
are inspected separately, and the same shelter tents, 
belts, revolvers and cups are used for each battalion, so 
that the organization virtually has but one-third of the 
necessary field equipment. Such an assertion is simply 
outrageous.” What General Butt says is absolutely 
correct. 
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That a large proportion of the former enlisted men 
of the Army and Navy will respond to the call of the 
country in the event of war is indicated by the mass 
of letters received at the War and Navy Departments 
since Vera Cruz has been occupied. These letters show 
that most of the officers and men entered the Services 
for patriotic reasons. One of the most high-minded and 
patriotic letters that has been received is that one 
which was written by R. A. Rung, a former warrant 
machinist, to Engineer-in-Chief Robert S. Griffin, U.S. 
N. Mr. Rung, who is now the representative of several 
large machine tool builders at Vienna, Austria, in the 
course of his letter, says: “Having followed with the 
utmost interest the developments with Mexico and read- 
ing in papers over here reports of hostilities, I applied 
to the Embassy to have my name forwarded to the De- 
partment as Volunteer for the service and receiving a 
rather discouraging reply, I made application to the 
Secretary of the Navy as per copy of letter enclosed. I 
have taken the liberty of referring to your good self for 
endorsement to my request and wish to thank you in 
advance forthe courtesy you will show in my behalf. 
It is my earnest desire to serve my country as in the 
past and hope to receive reply from the Department 
directing me to proceed to some point to join the fleet. 
In case the Department should ignore my request I 
would be very thankful to you if you would be good 
enough to advise me how to make it possible to re- 
enter the Service while activity is in sight. Having 
been over here in the past three years in the interest of 
American machine tool builders, I find this a very good 
field with a good margin of profit, yet I would give my 
service to my country which has granted me the oppor- 
tunities to hold the position which I now have.” 

Mentioning the names of surviving officers who com- 
manded Army Corps during the Civil War we should not 
overlook Brig. Gen. James Harrison Wilson, U.S.A., re- 
tired, who is very much alive and is now residing at Wil- 
mington, Del. General Wilson not only commanded the 
Cavalry Corps, Military Division of Mississippi, but 
commanded an Army in independent operations. There 
is also Gen. Grenville M. Dodge, who commanded the 
16th Army Corps, from July 7 to August 7, 1863, 
now residing at Omaha, Neb.; and Brigadier General 
Peter J. Osterhaus, U.S.A., retired, residing at Duis- 
burg-Rhine, Germany, who commanded the 15th Army 
Corps from Sept. 23, 1864, to Jan. 8, 1865. The 
other survivors who were assigned to temporary com- 
mand as senior officer during the absence of the corps 
commander are Lieut. Gen. Nelson A. Miles, U.S.A., 
retired, who commanded the 2d Corps from Feb. 17 to 
Feb. 25, 1865, and Brig. Gen. Adelbert Ames, residing 
at Lowell, Mass., who commanded the 10th Army Corps 
from Nov. 4 to Nov. 18, 1864, and holds the brevet rank 
of Major General. Major Osterhaus is the father of 
Rear Admiral Hugo Osterhaus, U.S.N., retired, and 
grandfather of Lieut. Comdr. Hugo W. Osterhaus, U.S. 
N. As General Osterhaus was born Jan. 4, 1823, he is 
now over ninety-one years of age. He served in the 
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Prussian army before he came to this country and settled 
in St. Louis. At the outbreak of the Civil War he 


entered the Volunteer Service as major, 2d Mo. Vols., 


leaving it after a distinguished military career, by hon- 
orable muster out, Jan. 15, 1866. He was appointed to 
the Regular Army as a Major General on the retired list 
by authority of the Act of Congress of March 3, 1905. 


During the interval he served as American Consul at 


Lyons and engaged in mercantile persuits. 
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The appropriation for seagoing submarines carried by 


the Naval Appropriation bill provides for a type of boat: 


which may take the place of the destroyer. The British » 


navy has already taken steps in this direction, and the 
plans for the seagoing submarine under this year’s appro- 
priation bill will be of extraordinary interest. In 
discussing this feature of the British building program 
the Naval and Military Record says of this new class 
of boats: “The destroyer is to disappear. In her place 
submarine torpedo craft will be built which will far 
exceed the ‘E’ and ‘F’ in power. They will, in fact, be 
destroyers capable of submersion, and therefore available 
for attack both by night and by day. The details are 
as yet a secret, but it is safe to say that these craft 
will have a surface speed approaching that of the river 
class of destroyer, that they will be armed with quick- 
firing guns and will have a greater radius of action than 
any destroyer afloat.” The Naval Appropriation bill 
carries an appropriation of $1,100,000 for the experi- 
mental seagoing submarine. 
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A comprehensive course of instruction of the Organized 
Militia is outlined in Circular No. 3, War Department, 
Division of Militia Affairs. This circular is intended to 
bring about a uniform system of instruction and training 
for the National Guard in all of the states. Until this 
was published inspector-instructors of the Guard used 
their individual judgment in instructing the Guard, and 
as a result much time and work was lost whenever 
change in the detail of officers of the Army that were 
serving with organizations of the Militia was made, as 
almost invariably the methods of instruction changed 
with the officers. The circular outlines a four years’ 


course for commissioned and non-commissioned officers, , 


with a post-graduate course. A practical course of in- 
struction for armory work is outlined, showing the 
method that should be employed and the subjects that 
should be covered. A system outlining the work for field 
instruction is also given in the circular, which is one 
of fifty-two pages. 
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The Field Artillery camp of instruction at Tobyhanna, 
Pa., has been postponed two weeks on acgount of the 
situation in Mexico and the uncertainty as to the station 
of the troops. By the present schedule Batteries D, E 
and F, 3d U.S. Field Artillery, will start on their march 
from Fort Myer for Tobyhanna on June 1. It is as yet 
a question whether the camp of instruction for a brigade 
of Cavalry at Winchester will be held. As this camp 
does not begin until July 6, it is not thought necessary 
to issue any orders until about July 1. The ordering of 
U.S. Cavalry to Colorado prevents the establishment of 
the camps of instruction for National Guard Cavalry 
officers this year, except the camp at Fort Myer under 
the direction of Lieut. William H. Bell, 1st U.S. Cav., 
which will be conducted next week according to schedule. 
Cavalry officers from Pennsylvania, New Jersey and 
Maryland will attend. 
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Senator Chambers’s resolution authorizing the Presi- 
dent to enlist the Army up to its war strength has been 
referred to the War Department, and the War College 
is preparing a report upon it. There is not much doubt 
that the War College will urge its passage, as the resolu- 
tion is in line with sound military principles advocated 
by the officers of the General Staff for many years. 
Roughly speaking, the Army under the resolution will 
be increased by about 30,000 men, most of whom will be 
assigned to organizations in the United States, as those 
in the Philippines, Hawaii and Panama Canal Zone are 
approximately at war strength now. The President will 
be authorized to recruit Engineer companies up to 164 
men, Infantry to 150, Cavalry to 100, and Field Artillery 
to 190. The Coast Artillery could be recruited up to a 
total strength of 19,300. y 
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The Senate Committee on Military Affairs will prob- 
ably refrain from action on the nomination of Col. 
George Bell, jr., to be brigadier general, until the War 
Department has submitted to it the service records of 
all of Colonel Bell’s seniors. Some of the members of 
the committee have announced their intention of investi- 
gating the system by which the Secretary of War has 
jumped Colonel Bell over his seniors. They insist that 
the only way to do this is to have a record of the other 
officers before the committee. As it will take some time 
to compile these records for the committee Colonel Bell’s 
confirmation will be delayed.

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OUR ARMY IN VERA CRUZ. 


Despatches from General Funston received this week 
up to the time of going to press state that the military 
government at Vera Cruz, was running smoothly, and 
that the city was quiet. There are four provost courts 
composed of Army officers. The new police system was 
started May 7. The city is divided into three districts 
each patrolled by one company of infantry. Native 
police, armed with clubs only, are also employed. The 
majority of the former employees of all the depart- 
ments are now re-employed and are working weli, and 
the people are resuming business and all their usual vo- 
cations, states General Funston. 


The following departments of the civil government are 
organized and in full operation: Legal, Major Harry A. 
Smith, 28th Inf., and three assistants; Public Works, 
Major Paul A. Wolf, 4th Inf., and three assistants ; 
Finance, Capt. Harold B. Fiske, 28th Inf., and three 
assistants; Education, Major Charles Miller, 7th Inf. ; 
Public Safety, Capt. Frank E. Bamford, 28th 
Chief of Police with two assistants, Capt. Charles D. 
Roberts, 7th Inf., and Major Edward M. Lewis, 19th 
Inf.; Director of Public Health, Surg. G. M. Guiteras, 
U.S. Public Health Service; Surg. R. H. Von Esdorf, 
same service, assistant; Superior Provost Court, Lieut. 
Col. Tredwell W. Moore, 7th Inf. 

Mr. Garrison has sent to Congress an estimate of 
$2,701,327 to defray the expense of supplies, barracks, 
transportation, engineering work and horses for the 
Army at Vera Cruz and on the border. 

The lines have not yet been extended, but detachments 
of American troops have been sent out to patrol the pipe 
line by which water is conveyed from El Tejar to Vera 
Cruz, so that no possible break in the line might occur. 
This may be construed by General Huerta as an infrac- 
tion of the armistice agreement, but the troops patrolling 
the pipe line have really not gone outside the American 
lines, but are posted on the route between Vera Cruz and 
El Tejar, the pumping station, where an American out- 
post is stationed. . 

General Funston on May 12 in a despatch to Washing- 
ton says that in case alarming reports are made with 
respect to possible attempts of Mexican troops to cut 
off water supply at Vera Cruz it will be safe to say that 
there is no serious danger of such contingency. There 
are rumors that such attempts will be made shortly, 
but it is the opinion of General Funston that these 
rumors are caused solely by statements circulated by 
General Maas and General Navarette. He states that, 
so far as he can learn, there is no actual movement of 
troops that would indicate hostile intentions. He reports 
the pumping station is well guarded and will not be 
taken from us by force, and that if the pipe lines should 
be severed he could restore them in a few hours. He says 
there is nothing in the local situation to cause alarm. 
He has received no news with respect to Private Parks. 

General Funston reports the death by accident of Pvt. 
Maurice Welsh, Co. A, 19th Inf., on May 12. Private 
Welsh fell from a roof while on guard. General Funston 
reports that the death was in the line of duty. 

General Funston reported that on May 6, Pvt. Samuel 
Parks, belonging to the regimental detachment of the 
28th Infantry, apparently went insane. He took two 
horses, the property of Lieutenant Colonel Taggart, of 
the 28th Infantry, and rode into the Mexican lines. It 
has been reported to General Funston that the horses 
were seen in the possession of Mexican troops. Accord- 
ing to unofficial reports received by General Funston 
Parks was put to death without trial, was beaten by 
the Mexican Federals and horribly tortured before he 
was stood up before a firing squad selected from the 
meanest conscripts in General Maas’s army. Efforts, it 
is believed, were made to obtain a statement from him 
concerning the strength and positions occupied by the 
American troops in Vera Cruz. He was treated as a 
spy. When he refused to give any information to the 
Mexicans they then put him to torture and shot him, it 
is reported. Official communications were sent to the 
Mexican Federal commander advising him of the circum- 
stances attending the disappearance of Parks and asking 
him that he be returned to Vera Cruz with the two 
horses he took with him. No reply has been received 
from General Maas to the letters sent to him by General 
Funston. 

The military barracks formerly occupied by the 19th 
Mexican Battalion at Vera Cruz, after being cleaned 
out and famigated, were occupied on May 14 by the 19th 
U.S. Infantry, which had been previously quartered at 
the municipal palace. 

What is considered the most successful flight yet made 
by U.S. Army and Navy aviators at Vera Cruz, for 
scouting purposes, was that of May 9, accomplished by 
Lieut. Patrick N. L. Bellinger, U.S.N., and Capt. Henry 
I.. Newbold, of the 4th U.S. Field Art. They made a 
sixty-three mile flight along the coast. They also circled 
around over the land, flying beyond the Army outposts, 
making observations of the nature of the country and 
collecting other valuable information of the land and 
conditions around Vera Cruz. Lieutenant Bellinger and 
Captain Newbold were in the air for an hour and at- 
tained an altitude of 2,200 feet. 

The hired transport San Marcos arrived at Vera Cruz 
May 3 from Galveston with Troops I and K, of the 6th 
Cavalry, under command of Capt. H. B. Myers. The 
horses and men made the trip over without mishap, al- 
though the horses had to be bathed frequently, due to 
the excessive heat upon the gulf. Troops I and K went 
to quarters in Los Cocos near those of the 4th Infantry, 
in the rear of the station. 

The hired transport Esperanza, of the Ward Line, 
arrived at Vera Cruz May 3 from Galveston with Com- 
pany D, of the Signal Corps aboard, under command of 
Capt. Dennis H. Currie. 

H. W. Chaffee, secretary of the Army Y.M.C.A. of 
the 2d Division of the U.S. Army, sailed from Galves- 
ton, Texas, May 9, for Vera Cruz on the Satilla. Mr. 
Chaffee takes with him a complete equipment for estab- 
lishing in Vera Cruz an up-to-date Army Y.M.C.A. and 
leaves the local branch in charge of Mr. J. H. Dalrymple. 
Mr. Chaffee is thoroughly familiar with conditions in 
Mexico and was for over four years connected with the 
Y.M.C.A. in Mexico City, and was for a time with the 
Monterey branch. 

A military mass was held in Vera Cruz May 10, which 
was conducted by Chaplain William H. I. Reaney, U.S. 
N., of the Utah, and Chaplain Francis P. Joyce, 4th 
U.S. Field Art. The altar was made of ammunition 
boxes, with the regimental flags held on either side. 
Chaplain Reaney said mass and Chaplain Joyce added a 
few words and the band played. 

American postal authorities in Vera Cruz have sus- 
pended shipments of mail to places in the interior of 
Mexico because of the refusal of Mexican postal officials 
to reciprocate in the exchange of mail matter. Some 
200 sacks of mail are being held by the Mexicans at 
their outposts near Tembladera and they are exposed to 
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the weather there. No mail will be sent from Vera Cruz 
to the interior of Mexico until the Mexicans decide to 
forward to Vera Cruz the mail they are holding. 

The cargo of arms consigned to General Huerta from 
Germany on the German steamer Kronprinzessin ie 
were not landed at Puerto Mexico, but were held on the 
steamship. - 

General Huerta’s delegates to the mediation confer- 
ence reached Vera Cruz May 10, and at once went 
on board the German steamer Kronprinzessin Cecilie. 
They declined Rear Admiral Badger’s offer of accom- 
modations on the American steamer Morro Castle, now 
serving as a United States transport. An escort of Gen- 
eral Huerta’s soldiers left them at the Mexican lines. 
They were met at the railroad station at Vera Cruz by 
General Funston and his aid, Lieut. William B. Ball, 
2d Inf., and an officer representing Rear Admiral 
Badger, U.S.N. e 

On urgent representations from the British Minister 
and Brazilian Ambassador at Mexico City, General 
Huerta released Richard Harding Davis, N.Y. Tribune 
correspondent; Medill McCormick and other correspond- 
ents, who had been arrested on their arrival in the capi- 
tal from Vera Cruz. Davis and McCormick left May 9 
for Vera Cruz, and the others left on May 10. Mr. 
Frederick Palmer, the war correspondent who was 
turned back at Paso del Macho by General Maas, has 
reached Vera Cruz.

OUR. NAVY IN MEXICO. 


Tots Island lighthouse, taken possession ‘of by Lieut. 
Comdr. William N. Jeffers, U.S.N., commanding the 
Fifth Division of the Torpedoboat Flotilla of the Atlantic 
Fleet, with the Fanning as his flagship, looms up promi- 
nently this week in the work of the Navy in Mexican 
waters on the east coast. Admiral Mayo on May 11 
at Tampico in a despatch said: “Lobos Island has not 
been occupied. The Dixie and some destroyers anchored 
there and other vessels have coaled there from a collier. 
The keepers of Lobos Island light deserted it, and the 
Dixie is now maintaining it for the benefit of navigation. 
I understand that the destroyers have had occasional 
swimming parties ashore.” 

General Huerta was not content with the Americans 
maintaining the light, however, and the “A, B, C” 
mediators isformed- Mr. Bryan May 12 that General 


Huerta considers the seizure of Lobos Island an act of 
war. He demanded the retirement of the American 
forces from that island on the ground that the United 
States has violated its armistice. Mr. Bryan replied 
to the mediators that the United States did not consider 
the seizure an act of war. The light will be kept burning. 

It seems from a full report of the seizure of the island 
by Rear Admiral Badger that the Mexican light keeper 
deserted the light. The keeper had put out the light 
and had taken away with him certain essential parts of 
machinery. He was intercepted by Commander Jeffers 
as he was leaving Lobos and the keeper was asked to 
remain, and was informed that the Americans meant 
no harm to him, but that they would, on the contrary, 
give him supplies and provisions for himself and family 
if he would remain. The keeper insisted upon leaving 
the island and taking with him the parts of machinery 
which would disable the light. Lieutenant Commander 
Jeffers then informed the keeper that he would have to 
keep the iight going himself, as the safety of navigation 
demanded it, if the Mexicans would not do it for him. 
The lighthouse keeper explained that if he appeared 
ashore without the parts of machinery which he was 
ordered to bring it would go hard with him. Lieutenant 
Commander Jeffers then gave the keeper a signed state- 
ment saying that the machinery for the light had been 
taken away from him by force and the Americans would 
take charge of it. The Navy Department holds that the 
intent of the certificate is perfectly obvious, and it is in 
no way to be construed as a certificate that the naval 
forces had seized the island, but only that the command- 
ing officer of the Fanning had deemed it his duty to 
insist that the necessary machinery for operating the 
light was left behind by the keeper. 

The monitor Ozark from Key West was ordered to 
Lobos Island, which is just a few miles from the mouth 
of the Panuco River, on which Tampico is situated. 
She is of light draft and is a handy vessel for river work, 
as well as a powerful one. 

The Secretary of the Navy on May 8 wrote the follow- 
ing commendatory letter to the commander and the offi- 
cers and men of the Reserve Torpedo Flotilla, Atlantic 
Fleet, for their efficient preparation for service, as 
evidenced by their immediate availability for extended 
cruising in connection with the present crisis in Mexican 
waters: 

On withdrawing the Reserve Torpedo Flotilla from service 
in the Gulf of Mexico for overhaul at Charleston, the Depart- 
ment wishes to express to you, and through you, to the offi- 
cers and men under your command, its appreciation of the 
efficient service rendered by the Reserve Torpedo Flotilla, 
Atlantic Fleet. 

The records of the Department show that the Reserve Tor- 
pedo Flotilla has cruised since Jan. 14 with reduced comple- 
ments of officers and men, all vessels excepting flagboats 
having one officer. Despite the handicaps imposed by limited 
personnel, the Reserve Torpedo Flotilla has made extensive 
cruises in gulf waters, carrying on torpedo practice in the 
vicinity of Dry Tortugas, and joining the destroyers in active 
service in the Atlantic Torpedo Flotilla at Pensacola, where 
the Reserve Torpedo Flotilla was reported as ready to ac- 
company the active flotilla on active service. 

When the active flotilla was ordered to Tampico the Re- 
serve Flotilla was held in reserve at Port Arthur and Galves- 
ton, and rendered efficient service in convoying Army trans- 
ports to Vera Cruz. 

The Department directs that this letter be published at 
general muster on board of each vessel under your command. 

Capt. William R. Rush, commanding the U.S.S. 
Florida, and who was in command of land operations 
in Vera Cruz on April 21, has sent a letter of praise to 
Lieut. Col. Wendell C. Neville, U.S.M.C., commanding 
the 1st Brigade of marines April 21, and to Lieut. Comdr. 
Allen Buchanan, U.S.N., of the Florida, commanding the 
seamen’s battalions from the Florida and the Utah, for 
their services in the capture of Vera Cruz. Captain Rush 
in his létter said:

cers and crew for the kind and generous consideration ex- 
tended to us.

The splendid discipline of the 
crew leaves no doubt in our minds regarding the unexcelled 


standard of our Navy.

Admiral Badger reports that he drydocked the Eagle 
May 9 under the supervision of Naval Constructor Gate- 
wood in the floating dock at the arsenal of San Juan 
d’Ulloa. The first man wounded at Vera Cruz, as re- 
ported by Admiral Badger, was Charles J. Leahy, 
ordinary seaman from the Florida, and the first man 
killed was George Poinsette, seaman from the Florida. 

Admiral Howard makes the following report May 12 
regarding conditions on the west coast. of Mexico: 
“Arrivals: Stewart at Mazatlan, West Virginia at 
Guaymas, Yorktown at San Blas, Preble at La Paz, 
Albany at Salina Cruz, Chattanooga and Guerrero at 
Manzanillo. Departures: Stewart and Denver for 
Mazatlan.” Rear Admiral Doyle, on the West Virginia, 
reported to Admiral Howard May 10 that the Mexican 
gunboat Morelos was boarded, set‘fire to and blown up 
by the Constitutionalists at Mazatlan. 

Admiral Howard on May 13 ordered the Cheyenne 
and Vicksburg to San Quentin for refugees. His despatch 
also said: “Cetriana has no radio. Newport expected 
with refugees from Manzanillo. Skirmishing near Mazat- 
lan. Yorktown reports Federals occupy Tepic. Trains 
running from Guadalajara to Mexico City.” 

Admiral Mayo reported on May 9 that General 
Gonzales, commanding the rebel forces at Tampico, sent 
an officer on board the American flagship with a copy of 
a letter addressed to all foreign consuls at Tampico, 
notifying them to have their nationals take refuge on 
board the ships in the harbor or go to his camp, where 
their safety would be guaranteed. 

Rear Admiral Mayo officially reported the fall of 
Tampico on May 13 and its complete capture by the 
rebels under General Zaragoza after five days of fighting. 
The Federal army retreated south toward San Luis 
Potosi. The Federal army began its retreat as soon as 
their gunboats Zaragoza, Vera Cruz and Bravo, which 
had been hammering the rebels continually, weighed 
anchor and put to sea, presumably being out of ammuni- 
tion. It was the fire from these gunboats that enubled 
the Federals to hold out for so many weeks, and their 
departure gave the rebels Tampico, and a most valuable 
port base of supplies they Rave long sought. They also 
have possession of the greatest oil fields in Mexico and 
can cut off the supply to Mexico City, and will, if the 
U.S. Government permits it and the Federal gunboats 
are restrained from interfering, give the rebels a port for 
receiving munitions of war. With the capture of the 
port of Mazatlan on the west coast expected daily 
the rebels will now be able to double their energies for 
an advance on Mexico City. é 

The commanders of the gunboats before leaving their 
anchorages in the Panuco River asked permission to do 
so from Rear Admiral Mayo, who granted permission, 
but also stated that American warships would keep them 
under observation. 

The Mexican gunboats Zaragoza and Bravo on May 
14 left the mouth of Panuco River at Tampico, en route 
for Puerto Mexico, followed by the U.S.S. Tacoma, 
Henley and Warrington. The Mexican gunboat Vera 
Cruz was reported disabled at the bridge across the 
Panuco River at Tampico, and was said to have been 
abandoned to the rebels. 

Admiral Badger reports that Admiral Mayo entered 
the Panuco River May 14 with the Des Moines and 
Dolphin at eleven o’clock that morning. His flag was 
on the Des Moines. Conditions generally were quiet at 
Tampico that morning. 

Continued activity of the war aeroplanes at Man- 
zanillo is reported by Admiral Howard May 14. He 
wires the Department that two bombs were dropped in 
the entrenchments May 13. Skirmishing continues, but 
apparently without decisive results. The Yorktown re- 
ported May 13 to Admiral Howard that it was believed 
that the Constitutionalists would occupy San Blas before 
night. Admiral Howard reports “all quiet” at Acapulco, 
Manzanillo and Guaymas. He has sent word broadcast 
that all lights are out on the west coast. The Cleveland 
has arrived at Acapulco. 

Lieut. Patrick N. L. Bellinger and Ensign Walter D. 
La Mont, U.S.N., attached to the Mississippi, during a 
flight in the Navy flying boat C-3, May 11, managed to 
take the first series of photographs ‘of the country about 
the Mexican positions. An altitude of 1,500 feet was 
reached and a flight of about fifty miles was accomplished. 

Colonel Waller, U.S.M.C., reports from Vera Cruz 
that Pvt. Andrew Saunders, 14th Co., 2d Regiment of 
Marines, was accidentally killed on May 10. 

The U.S. hospital ship Solace, from Vera Cruz, 
Mexico, arrived at New York May 13 to transfer the 
wounded to the Naval Hospital, Brooklyn. The total 
number of patients destined for the Naval Hospital is 
sixty-two; thirty-one wounded in action and thirty-one 
other ambulance cases. The Solace will take back to 
Mexico as convalescents forty-one cases of minor illness. 
The Solace while in New York will take on board the 
necessary medical stores for the fleet in Mexican waters, 
and will dock and make necessary minor repairs while 
at the New York Navy Yard. ed. Inspr. Luther L. 
Von Wedekind, U.S.N., is in command of the Solace.

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PRAISE FOR CHAIRMAN. PADGETT. 


The Naval Appropriation bill in its passage through 
the House was handled in an admirable manner by 
Representative Padgett, chairman of the Committee on 
Naval Affairs. Despite the “sniping” of “Little Navy” 
men in the House Mr. Padgett secured the passage of 
one of the most meritorious and satisfactory naval 


budgets that has gone to the Senate in recent years. 
While he kept the appropriations of the bill considerably 
below those of last year, he secured the authorization 
of the construction of two large Dreadnoughts, which 
insures no backward step by this Congress in the mainte- 
nance of an adequate Navy. ‘Throughout the heated 
debate Chairman Padgett refrained from personalities 
which would have injured his chances of passing his bill 
in a satisfactory form, but at the same time he made a 
vigorous defense of the personnel of the Navy against 
the unjust attacks of the enemies of the Establishment. 
Mr. Padgett conducted such an able defense of the Navy 
that Secretary Daniels and Admiral Dewey wrote him 
letters thanking him for his efforts on the floor of the 
house. The following is their text: . 
Navy Department, May 8, 1914. 

My dear Mr. Padgett: I take this opportunity to convey to 
you my appreciation and thanks for the successful manner in 
which you have handled the Naval Appropriation bill, both in 
the committee and on the floor of the House. 

In particular permit me to thank you for your defense of 
the personnel of the Navy against charges to which men in 
responsible positions are always liable, and to which they are 
sometimes prevented from making reply. 

I am confident that I convey the sentiments of the entire 
Service as well as my personal views in expressing the wish 
that you may always be equally successful in whatever you 
undertake. With renewed expression of regard and esteem, I

THE SIXTY-THIRD CONGRESS. 
SECOND (FIRST REGULAR) SESSION. 


Both houses have passed S.J. Res. 145, authorizing 
the President to detail Lieut. Frederick Mears, U.S.A., 
to service in connection with proposed Alaskan railroad. 
Under the law an Army officer of any rank now below 
that of brigadier general cannot be placed on detached 


service. Lieutenant Mears has been on detached service 
as chief engineer of the Panama Railroad, and under 
the law, unless this resolution were passed, he could not 
be used for the service of taking charge of the construc- 
tion of this railroad. It was declared to be very im- 
portant that he should be detailed at once if any work 
is to be commenced on this railroad this season. 


Both houses have passed H.R. 3432, to reinstate Frank 
Ellsworth McCorkle as a cadet at the U.S. Military 
Academy. Mr. Bristow explained that “This bill is 
for the relief.of one of the six boys who were discharged 
some time ago for drinking beer, and the Senators. will 
remember. All of them, except this one, have been 
reinstated. He was in the same party and did exactly 
the same thing as the other boys, nothing more and 
nothing less.” 

The Senate on May 2 passed S.J. Res. 95, “That 
whenever, in the opinion of the Secretary of War, the 
work of dredging or improving any channel of any navi- 
gable water for. the purpose of giving access to any 
wharf on a military reservation or fortification, includ- 
ing any dredging in front of or along such wharf, under 
any appropriation available for the purpose, can be 
more economically done by the use of any Government 
dredge or other plant purchased for river and harbor im- 
provement, or by combining the same with any author- 
ized project for river and harbor improvement, the Sec- 
retary of War may, in his discretion, authorize such 
use or combination upon the reimbursement of the river 
and harbor appropriation for the actual cost of the work, 
as determined by the Chief of Engineers with the ap- 
proval of the Secretary of War.” 

The Senate on May 9 passed the Pension Appropria- 
tion bill as follows: “For Army and Navy pensions, as 
follows: For invalids, widows, minor children, and de- 
pendent relatives, Army nurses, and all other pensioners 
who are now borne on the rolls, or who may hereafter 
be placed thereon, under the provisions of any and all 
Acts of Congress, $169,000,000: Provided, That the ap- 
propriation aforesaid for Navy pensions shall be paid 
from the income of the Navy pension fund, so far as 
the same shall be sufficient for that purpose: Provided 
further, That the amount expended under each of the 
above items shall be accounted for separately.” 


The Senate on May 8 passed S. Res. 291, to investi- 
gate the advantages of the various Atlantic posts as coal 
distributing points for the Navy. - 

In the Senate May 12 Mr. Gallinger offered an amend- 
ment intended to be proposed by him to the Naval Ap- 
propriation bill (H.R. 14034). Insert: “For new dry- 
dock at the Portsmouth Navy Yard, N.H., of sufficient 
size to accommodate the largest battleship, and to be at 
least one thousand feet in length, designs and specifica- 
tions to be determined by the Secretary of the Navy (to 
cost $2,000,000), $500,000.” 

Favorable report was made in the Senate May 12 on 
S. 4500, “That any officer now on the retired list of the 
Army, who served with credit for more than two years 
as a commissioned officer of Volunteers during the Civil 
War prior to April 9, 1865, and who subsequently 
served with credit for more than forty years as a com- 
missioned officer of the Regular Army, including service 
in. command of troops in five Indian campaigns, the 
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war with Spain, and the Philippine Insurrection, and to 
whom the Congressional medal of honor for most dis- 
tinguished conduct in action has been twice awarded, 
and who has also been brevetted for conspicuous gal- 
lantry in action, may, in the discretion of the President, 
by and with the advice and consent of the Senate, be 
placed on the retired list of the Army with the. rank 
and retired pay of one grade above that actually held by 
him at the time of his retirement from active service in 
the Regular Army.” This bill applies only to Brig. Gen. 
Frank D. Baldwin, U.S.A., retired. 

br rg House on May 12 passed S. 4377, amended to 
read: 

Be it enacted, ete., That the Secretary of the Treasury be, 
and he is hereby, authorized and directed to construct one steam 
revenue cutter of the first class for service in the Gulf of 
Mexico, at a cost not to exceed the sum of $250,000, and one 
steam revenue cutter of the second class for service on the 
coast of Maine, at a cost not to exceed the sum of $225,000: 
Provided, That in the discretion of the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury any of the revenue cutters provided for in this act or any 
other revenue cutters now or hereafter in commission may be 
used to extend medical aid to the crews of American vessels en- 
gaged in the deep-sea fisheries, under such regulations as the 
Seeretary of the Treasury may from time to time prescribe; and 
the said Secretary is hereby authorized to detail for duty on 
revenue cutters such surgeons and other persons of the Public 
Health Service as he may deem necessary. 

The House Military Committee has reported favorably 
upon the bill to promote Major George A. Armes, U.S.A., 
retired, to the rank of colonel on the retired list. The 
bill, after detailing the Army career of Major Armes, 
who entered the Army as a private, says: “It is the 
opinion of the committee that Major Armes was unjustly 
retired, as his conduct as a citizen and business man in 
Washington controvert any idea of his unfitness or lack 
of qualifications to. perform the duties of an officer in 
the Army.” Major Armes was retired Sept. 15, 1883. 


Favorable report was made in the House May 8 on 
H.J. Res. 236, to authorize the appointment of Clifford 
H. Tate as a cadet at the U.S. Military Academy. The 
committee is of the opinion that Cadet Tate should be 
reinstated in the fnterest of fair play. He was dis- 
charged from the Academy Jan. 10, 1914, upon recom- 
mendation of the Academic Board, for deficiency in 
studies. He was nominated for reappointment, and his 
case was twice referred to the Academic Board, and each 
time the decision was against his return or reappoint- 
ment. The report concludes: “If it were the unfailing 
rule at the Academy to dismiss all cadets under circum- 
stances similar to those presented in the case of Cadet 
Tate, this committee would not recommend that different 
action be taken in his case from that taken in other 
cases. But the evidence submitted to the committee 
tends to support a fair claim of discrimination against 
Cadet Tate, in that other cadets, after being found 
deficient in studies, appear to have been given opportu- 
nities for reappointment that have been denied to him. 
A careful examination of the evidence prompts the com- 
mittee to believe that the general record of this cadet, 
as shown by the testimony of instructors and his 
unusually high rating for conduct, is sufficient to justify 
the Congress in giving him at least the same oppurtunity 
to regain satisfactory academic rating as has been ex- 
tended to other cadets under more or less similar 
circumstances.” 

The Secretary of War, submits estimates of deficiency 
in appropriations required by the War Department for 
the fiscal year ending June 30, 1914, as follows: Pay, 
ete., of the Army, $78,663.33; subsistence of the Army, 
$491,805.62; regular supplies, Q.M.C., $156,960.00; in- 
cidental expenses, Q.M.C., $50,000.00; horses for Cav- 
alry, Artillery, Engineers, etc., $405,825.00; barracks 
and quarters, $20,000.00; transportation of the Army 
and its supplies, $1,483,074.00; water and sewers at 
military posts, $15,000.00; total, $2,701,327.95. Most 
of these deficiencies are caused by the Mexican mobiliza- 
tion. 

Representative Fitzgerald, of New York, chairman of 
the House Appropriations Committee, on May 13 reported 
an additional Urgency Deficiency bill which will open 
the “war chest” of the Government to the extent of 
$6,368,932, that amount being necessary to pay expenses 
of the Military Establishment in connection with the 
Mexican trouble. By unanimous agreement of the Dem- 
ocratic caucus it will have right over other pending 
matters. Of the total amount provided in the bill 
$2,429,445 is for transportation expenses of the troops, 
$1,825,663 is for pay of enlisted men and officers, $1,255,- 
538 is for subsistence, $405,855 is for horses for the 
Cavalry, and the rest is for various incidental purposes. 
The bill, which carries a total of $6,770,632, includes 
$100,000 for the work of valuation of common carriers 
by the Interstate Commerce Commission; $100,000 for 
prevention of epidemic diseases from abroad; $350,000 
for Alaska service of the Department of Commerce; 
$25,000 for the Providence, R.I., quarantine station, and 
a number of miscellaneous matters. 
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BILLS BEFORE CONGRESS. 


S.J. Res. 146, Mr. Chamberlain.—To authorize the Presi- 
dent to raise the organization of the Regular Army on cer- 
tain occasions to its prescribed statutory strength. 

S. Res. 360, Mr. Lee, of Maryland.—Resolved, That the 
Committee on Military Affairs be, and it is hereby, requested 
to prepare and bring in a bill for defining the duty and con- 
ferring the power and means upon some part of the Supply 
Corps of the United States Army to enlist the necessary 
men of proper mechanical skill and to acquire the necessary 
pipe, tools, pumping engines, well-boring machinery, auto 
trucks, and other transportation for promptly securing and 
distributing water supplies for drinking and washing pur- 
poses to United States troops in time of war or when war 
may be considered possible and that the object of said bill 
should be to authorize all necessary details of officers from 
the Engineer Corps and Medical Corps and to use all avail- 
able mechanical means in the hands of a disciplined and effi- 
cient service to create and keep a good water supply as near 
to the front as conditions render possible, and for which pur- 
pose the present contract system for Army water supply is 
obviously inadequate and that the said general purpose of 
said bill may be connected, if feasible, with increased facili- 
ties for the distribution of ammunition and food and water 
to advanced forces. 





H. Res. 506,:Mr. Cary.—Whereas certain chiefs of the 
Bureau of Ordnance have made misleading reports to their 
superiors and to Congress; and Whereas chiefs of ordnance 
have attempted to deceive Congress on the effect of high 
explosives; and Whereas our Navy and coast defenses are 
being constructed as recommended by officers who are dis- 
loyal to their official oath; and Whereas the Armor Trust is 
being favored by said misleading reports: Therefore be it 
Resolved, That the Speaker of the House of Representatives 
is hereby authorized and directed to appoint a committee of 
nine members of the House, of which number five shall be of 
the majority and four of the minority. Said committee is 
hereby directed to make an investigation of the subject mat- 
ter enibraced, misleading Congress by false reports. Said 
committee is also directed to investigate if there has been 
a conspiracy between the United States officers and the armor 


manufacturers or other persons in defrauding the country or 
the Government. Said committee is authorized to sit dur- 
ing sessions. of Congress and recess of Congress, to compel 
the attendance of witnesses, to employ such clerical and 
other aSsistance as may be necessary, and to administer oaths 
to witnesses. The cost and expenses of said committee shall 
be paid from the contingent fund of the House of Repre- 
sentatives. Said expenses shall be paid out on the audit 
and order of the chairman or acting chairman of said com- 
mittee. 

H.R. 16414, Mr. Edwards.—Providing for a military high- 
way between the Government arsenal at Augusta, Ga., and 
the Government fort at Fort Screven, Tybee Island, Ga., by 
way of the old stockade in Jenkins county, Ga. Appropri- 
ates $1,000,000. 

H.R. 16416, Mr. Adamson.—That the thanks of Congress 
are hereby extended to the following officers of the Army and 
Navy of the United States who, as members of the late Isth- 
mian Canal Commission, have rendered distinguished service 
in constructing the Panama Canal, to wit: Col. George W. 
Goethals, chairman and chief engineer; Col. William C. 
Gorgas, sanitary expert; Lieut. Col. H. F.+Hodges, Lieut. 
Col. William L. Sibert, and Comdr. H. H. Rousseau. 

H.R. 16441, Mr. Humphrey, of Washington—That the sec- 
tion contained in the Urgency Deficiency Act: approved Dec. 
22, 1911, relating to claims for arrears of pay, bounty, or 
other allowances growing out of the Civil War, is hereby 
repealed. 

H.R. 16475, Mr. Metz.—To amend Sec. 1754, Revised 
Statutes of the U.S., to read: ‘‘Sec. 1754. Persons disabled 
from wounds or sickness incurred in the line of duty and 
honorably discharged from the military or naval service shall 
be preferred for appointments to civil offices, provided they 
are found to possess the business capacity necessary for the 
proper discharge of the duties of such offices.’’ . 
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NAVAL APPROPRIATION BILL IN SENATE. 


The Senate Naval Committee on May 12, five days 
after passage by the House, reported the Naval Appro- 
priation bill, H.R. 14034, carrying appropriations of 
$140,990,833.61, which is $1,182,500 more than voted 
by the House. The amount estimated by the Navy 
Department had been $144,493,553.53. The amount 
recommended by the Senate Committee for “Increase of 
the Navy” is reduced $200,000 by striking out the 
authorization, under this head, of “building slips and 
equipment at such yard as the Secretary of the Navy 
may designate for construction of a battleship.” The 
amount is transferred to the Philadelphia Navy Yard 
appropriation, with authorization of building slips and 
equipment for that yard. The committee strikes out from 
the provisions for “Increase of the Navy” as they appear 
on page 1152, our issue of May 9, the requirement that 
one of the battleships authorized in the bill shall be 
constructed at a government yard. The four paragraphs 
providing for one seagoing submarine torpedoboat, three 
coast defense submarine torpedoboats and four sub- 
marines are all stricken out and the following substituted : 

Eight or more submarines, one to be of seagoing type; 
seven or more to be of coast and harbor defense type; to 
cost not exceeding in the aggregate $4,460,000, and the sum 
of $1,825,000 is hereby appropriated for said purpose, to be 
available until expended, and the appropriation made in the 
Naval Act approved March 4, 1913, ‘‘Wrecking pontoon: for 
construction or purchase of a testing and wrecking pontoon 
for submarines, to be available until expended, $300,000,’’ 
is hereby made available until expended for the ~nstruction 
of said submarine boats. 

Three of the coast defense submarine torpedoboats herein 
authorized shall be built on the Pacific coast: Provided, That 
the cost of construction on the Pacific coast does not exceed 
the cost of construction on the Atlantic coast, plus the cost 
of transportation from the Atlantic to the Wacific; and the 
Secretary of the Navy is requested to consider the advis- 
ability of stationing the four small submarine torpedoboats 
herein authorized on the coast of the United States in the 
Gulf of Mexico as a proper naval defense thereof. 

The committee would make the appropriations for 
“Construction and Machinery,” “Torpedoboats,” “Equip- 
ment of Vessels” and “Armor and Armament” available 
until expended ; it also restores to the bill the paragraph 
to authorize the Secretary of the Navy to investigate 
and report to the next regular session of Congress upon 
the question of a site for an armor plant. Except as 
above noted no changes in the warship building program 
passed by the House are recommended by the Senate 
Committee, so we may confidently look for an early 
passage of the bill with an authorization of two battle- 
ships, six torpedoboat destroyers and eight submarines. 

Other recommendations of the committee are noted 
below: 

Restore to the bill the provisos stricken out in the 
House on point of order, (1) authorizing expenditure 
of $104,000 for entertainment of crews and officers of 
fleets invited by the President to participate in the 
Panama-Pacific célebration; (2) remitting canal tolls 
upon foreign vessels coming to the exposition, and (3) 
’ ome anchorage grounds for the rendezvous of the 

eets. 

Increase amount for “Recruiting” from $130,000 to 

$150,000 ; “Gunnery exercises,” $100,000 to $115,000. 
, Add under “Ocean and Lake Surveys”: “Provided, 
That as much of this appropriation as practicable shall 
be used in producing and preparing, by survey or other- 
wise, American charts and sailing directions to replace 
those of foreign production which now have to be pur- 
chased abroad; and for this purpose the Secretary of 
the Navy is authorized to detail such naval officers: as 
may be necessary to the Hydrographic Office.” 

Restore the proviso that would enable the pensions of 
beneficiaries of the Naval Home to be disposed of in the 
same manner as prescribed for inmates of the Soldiers’ 
Homes. 

Make available until expended the appropriations for 
modernizing and relining guns and for torpedoes and 
appliances. 

Add the following: 

Provided further, That the Secretary of the Navy is hereby 





authorized in his discretion to exceed the amount appropri- 


ated under ‘‘maintenance, yards and docks,’’ in an amount 
equal to the total of such expenditures in ndvy yards hereto- 
fore charged to other appropriations as properly constitute a 
part of yard maintenance: Provided, That no expenditures 
shall be thus transferred from any other appropriations to 
the appropriation ‘‘maintenance, yards and docks,’’ except 
as may be necessary to compute more accurately the cost of 
work at navy yards, including all direct and indirect charges 
incident thereto: Provided further, That the Secretary of the 
Navy _is hereby directed to report the sum or sums trans- 
ferred and the necessity therefor: And provided further, That 
nothing herein contained shall operate to increase the total 
amount appropriated for the naval service. 


In place of the House paragraphs (1) appropriating 


. $148,000 for improvement of building slips and equipment 


at Boston Navy Yard and (2) covering back into the 
Treasury the unexpended balance of Marine Barracks, 
Boston, appropriation of fiscal year 1914, the following 
is inserted: “That. the unobligated balance under the

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appropriation, Marine Barracks, Boston, Mass., for the 
fiscal year ending June 30, 1914, not exceeding $148,000, 
is hereby made available for building slip and equip- 
ment.” 

Navy yard, New York, to complete Pier D, $25,000, 
instead of $12,000; authorized cost of Pier C is increased 
to $150,000; to extend second floor mold loft $8,500 is 
appropriated. 

Navy yard, Philadelphia, for building slips and equip- 
ment $200,000 appropriation is inserted. 

Navy yard, Washington, D.C., a fireproof general 
storehouse is authorized (cost not to exceed $225,000), 
and $100,000 is appropriated. 

Navy yard, Norfolk, a new drydock is authorized (to 
cost $3,000,000) and $200,000 is appropriated. 

Navy yard, Mare Island, the House appropriation of 
$207,000 for improvement of hydraulics is to be imme- 
diately available and $20,000 is added for dredging and 
diking. 

For naval station, Key West, Fla., construction of a 
breakwater is authorized (limit of contract $600,000) 
and $100,000 is appropriated. 

The Senate Committee restores the authorization in- 
creasing limit of cost of Pearl Harbor drydock to 
$4,986,500; also the appropriation of $500,000 for the 
powder factory at Indian Head. 

The committee provides for fuel oil storage at San 
Francisco Bay and appropriates $100,000 therefor, and 
would make the entire $500,000 appropriated for coal 
and fuel depots available until expended. 

For the Naval Disciplinary Barracks at Port Royal, 
S.C., $150,000 is asked to be appropriated. 

The appropriation for “Transportation of Remains” 
shall be available “until expended.” 

The committee adds a proviso “That hereafter the 
number of enlisted men provided for shall be construed 
to mean the daily average number of enlisted men in 
the naval service during the fiscal year.” 

The committee restores the following, which had gone 
out of the bill in the House on point of order: (1) The 
provisions increasing the number of chaplains and creat- 
ing the grade of acting chaplain and fixing rank and pay 
of same; (2) for appointment annually of twenty-five 
midshipmen to the Naval Academy from enlisted men 
of the Navy; (3) authorizing the Secretary of the Navy 
to contract for use of a drydock to be constructed by 
private parties at Hunters Point, San Francisco, Cal., 
at $50,000 per year for six years. 

Naval Supply Account credits are to be available until 
expended; likewise “Steam Machinery” balances.

HANDLING 14-INCH SHELL WITH CAPSTANS. 


Between three and four days’ time was saved in get- 
ting the battleship New York away from the navy yard 
in Brooklyn when she was preparing to hurry off to 
Vera Cruz recently, by a novel use made of her deck 
eapstans and coaling rig in getting aboard ship the 
ammunition for the 14-inch guns. A set of deck cap- 
stans for independent coaling is a customary provision 
on battleships. They are arranged along both sides of 
the ship as in the case of the New York and are used 
to handle whip lines, which run through blocks at the 
ends of spars footed near the rails and extending at an 
angle outboard so that the falls drop clear of the ship’s 
side.. The spars are footed a little out of line with the 
capstans so that they naturally swing around and bring 
their loads over the deck. The swinging of the spar is 
controlled by hand with lines running to the tops of 
the spars. 

The capstans are driven by gears on two line shafts 
which run under the deck, one along each side of the 
ship. These shafts are driven by special twin engines. 
The line shafts run constantly when any of the capstans 
are in service. The capstans are so built that they can 
be picked up bodily and removed when the ship is 
cleared for action, leaving the deck flush. Ordinarily 
they are arranged to be individually disconnected from 
the gears by means of a separate hand wheel for each, so 
that any one of them can be stopped to prevent acci- 
dent or for other purposes. When the installation of 
the coaling capstans for the New York was being con- 
sidered the Navy Department required a more efficient 
method of control. The Lidgerwood Manufacturing Co. 
undertook to meet this demand. 

The capstans on the New York are controlled by a 
foot pedal beside the foot of the capstan. A slight pres- 
sure of the foot instantly and positively connects the 
gears, and a similar light pressure on the catch beside 
the pedal releases the button and automatically puts the 
capstan into action. The real power for the connecting 
and disconnecting action is secured from the line shaft 
by a very simple and ingenious mechanism. 

This facility in connecting and disconnecting was 
what made it possible for the coaling appartus of the 
New York to be used with safety in taking aboard such 
sensitive and dangerous ammunition as 14-inch shells. 
This work was done without accident and with perfect 
satisfaction to the naval authorities, although the shells 
weigh 1,400 pounds and the coaling apparatus is in- 
tended for handling 800 pound loads.

A PATRIOTIC RECOMMENDATION. 


At the 146th annual meeting of the Chamber of Com- 
merce of the State of New York, held May 7, 1914, the 
following report pressented by the special committee on 
the National Guard and Naval Militia was unanimously 
adopted : 

Whereas, The strained relations which exist to-day be- 
tween the United States and Mexico, differences that we sin- 
cerely trust may be peacefully adjudicated without resort to 
arms, may nevertheless reach such a point as to necessitate 
the calling of the National Guard and Naval Militia into the 
service of the United States, the prompt compliance with 
which, with full ranks, will be an imperative demand upon 
the organizations and their personnel; and 

Whereas, The restoration of normal governmental and busi- 
ness conditions will be hastened by such prompt and unani- 
mous response to the call of duty on the part of the state 
troops; therefore, be it 

Resolved, That the Chamber of Commerce of the state of 
New York earnestly recommends that citizens, firms and cor- 
porations, national, state and municipal departments, having 
in their employ members of the National Guard or Naval 
Militia, recognizing the patriotism which prompts them, should 
facilitate in every way possible the prompt response to the 
call of duty of such men and, in so far as business condi- 
tions may permit, without prejudice to their continued em- 
ployment upon their return. 

The resolutions are signed by Seth Low, president; 
Sereno S. Pratt, secretary; and the special committee, 
Messrs. Francis G. Landon, Union N. Bethell, Charles 
T. Willis, Anson W. Burchard, Henry C. Swords, Alfred 
R. Whitney, jr., and James W. Lane. 





VARIOUS NAVAL ITEMS. 
The Alabama hag been ordered placed in reserve. 


The Isla de Luzon was placed in commission in reserve 
at the navy yard, New York, N.Y., May 13, 1914. 


The St. Louis has relieved the Intrepid as receiving 
ship at the Naval Training Station, San Francisco, Cal. 

The collier Mars was placed in full service May 8 at 
Portsmouth, N.H., and sailed May 14 for Hampton 
Roads. 

The Intrepid has relieved the Marblehead as receiving 
ship at the navy yard, Mare Island, Cal. 

The flag of the commander-in-chief, Atlantic Reserve 
Fleet, has been transferred from the Wisconsin to the 
Alabama. 


The flag of the commander of the Fourth Division, 
Atlantic Fleet, has been temporarily transferred from 
the Connecticut to the Des Moines. 


The three tugs under construction at the Seattle Con- 
struction and Drydock Company have been assigned the 
names Arapaho, Mohave and Tillamook. 


The U.S.S. Wyoming, Capt. J. H. Glennon, with 800 
sacks of mail for the warships on duty in Mexican 
waters sailed from New York city May 12 for Vera 
Cruz. 

The Albany, Annapolis, Chattanooga, Cleveland, 
Denver, New Orleans, Raleigh, South Dakota, Vicksburg, 
West Virginia and Yorktown have been assigned to duty 
with the Pacific Fleet. 

Information has been received through the State De- 
partment that the Japanese government has appropri- 
ated $363,362 for participation by the Japanese war- 
ships in the naval review to be held at Hampton Roads 
early in 1915. i 

Sixty-five pieces, weighing 250 pounds and costing 
$8,500, are to be included in a silver service for the U.S. 
battleship Nevada, ordered from a New York firm May 
13 by the state of Nevada silver service committee, in- 
cluding Governor Oddie, Lieutenant Governor Ross and 
Secretary of State Brodigan. Silver for the service is 
being supplied by the mines at Tonopah. The gold 
required comes from Goldfield and copper for the chest 
from Ely, these being the leading Nevada mining camps 
for the three metals. 

The sloop Defiance, candidate for international yacht- 
ing honors as a defender of the America’s Cup against 
Sir Thomas Lipton’s challenger Shamrock IV., was suc- 
cessfully launched at Bath, Me., May 11, 1914. She is 
the biggest bodied of the three yachts built for the cup 
class, though not the longest. Her length is 115 feet, 
breadth 22 feet 6 inches, water line 75 feet and draft 
without centerboard 13.75 feet. Her steel mast, 112 
feet long and weighing, without the topmast, 7,200 
pounds, was stepped soon after launching. The heel of 
the mast was slipped into the collar made for it on the 
mast step, which is a sheet of steel in the yacht’s bottom, 
fully three feet wide and twenty feet long. The step is 
tested to take a downward thrust of 120 tons. 

The U.S. torpedoboat destroyer McDougal set a mile 
speed record for her type during standardization trials 
on the course from Bath to Rockland, Me., May 12. She 
made the run at the rate of 32.07 nautical miles an hour 
on her fastest mile. The average of her five full speed 
runs was 31.516 knots. The McDougal on May 13 
successfully passed the second of her acceptance trials, 
a four hours’ run at twenty-four knot speed to test her 
water and fuel consumption. On May 14 she exceeded 
her contract requirements of 30% knots on her top speed 
run of four hours at sea. The average for the four hours 
was 30.72 knots, according to unofficial figures. The 
record was accomplished under adverse weather condi- 
tions. Supplementary trial without the cruising engine 
followed.

Final action in the case of Lieut. Comdr. Charles P. 
Huff, U.S.N., who was recently tried by general court- 
martial for assaulting a civilian who was connected with 
the Newport News Shipbuilding and Drydock Company, 
has been taken by the Secretary of the Navy. The court 
sentenced Lieutenant Commander Huff to lose five 
numbers, but in acting thereon the Secretary reduced 
the loss of numbers to three. This case attracted con- 
siderable notice in the press on account of the fact that 
about the time of the trial there appeared in some news- 
papers certain statements alleging that there was a 
connection between the assault made by Lieutenant Com- 
mander Huff and his efficient performance of his official 
duties as inspector of ordnance at that shipyard. The 
Secretary of the Navy was requested by the president 
of that shipbuilding company to convene a court to in- 
vestigate the relations existing between that company 
and Lieutenant Commander Huff, and particularly to 
report the name of any officer or employee of the company 
whose conduct toward Lieutenant Commander Huff, 
either in a business or social way, had been to any 
degree reprehensible. The Secretary ordered Lieut. 
Comdr. L. C. Palmer, U.S.N., to conduct a searching 
investigation into all matters pertaining to the case. As 
a result of this investigation Lieutenant Commander 
Huff was informed that the Department does not connect 
the assault made by him with any circumstances con- 
nected with his official relations with that company, and 
that the Department commends him for the strict and 
efficient performance of his duties as inspector of ordnance 
and the vigilance and zeal with which he safeguarded 
the interests of the Government. Lieutenant Commander 
Huff was, however, informed that even such service could 
not excuse his conduct in assaulting a civilian in a 
public place, and thereby bringing discredit upon the 
naval service; and though in no way connecting the 
assault with his official duties he was informed that, in 


view of the efficiency which-he had displayed in the per- 
formance of his duty, the Department in approving the’ 
proceedings and finding’ of the court had reduced the loss 
of numbers adjudged by the court from five to three.

Senator Swanson, heading a large delegation from Vir- 
ginia, presented a petition to the Secretary of the Navy 
asking that Capt. Roy C. Smith be relieved from the 
sentence imposed on him on account of the accident to 
the Arkansas on Feb. 11, 1913. It will be remembered 
that the question on which the verdict of the court hung 
was the accuracy of the hydrographic charts of the 


locality in which the Arkansas went on the ground. It 
was contended by Senator Swanson that the new edition 
of the chart is a virtual acknowledgment that the old 
chart was responsible for the accident, as it did not give 
the location of the shoal on which the Arkansas struck. 
Lately the buoy has been moved, the Senator contended, 
about 350 yards farther off from the shoal into deeper 
water, where it is a warning to mariners against the 
shoal, which was virtually discovered by the Arkansas 
accident. The Senator insists that if the buoy had been 
in its present position, which is the right one, Captain 
Smith would not have run the Arkansas aground. The 
Senator argued that in these matters the Government 
cannot afford to be too strict, and should rather favor 
commanding officers, as if it does not the navigators of 
the Navy will become over timid. He holds that this is 
especially true in view of the fact that Captain Smith 
is regarded as one of the best navigators in the Navy, 
and that he should not be held responsible for what the 
Senator regards as a mistake in the hydrographic chart. 
Senator Swanson explained to the Secretary of the Navy 
that he was desirous of having Captain Smith relieved 
of the sentence in order to clear up his record. On 
account of extra numbers Captain Smith really lost only 
three numbers, as the verdict of the court was modified 
by the President, but Senator Swanson considers the 
— an undeserved blot on Captain Smith’s official 
record.

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MILITARY PAGEANT IN EL PASO. 
El Paso, Texas, May 9, 1914. 

Friday, May 8, was ‘‘Military Day’’ in El Paso, when by 
proclamation of the Mayor, C. E. Kelly, the entire city sus- 
pended business, schools and banks were closed, that the 
people, men, women and children, might turn out to welcome 
and show their admiration and respect for the several thou- 
sand troops here to protect the American border. The parade 
was reviewed by Gen. John J. Pershing, commander of the 
7th Infantry Brigade, and all troops in this district, from a 
reviewing stand erected in front of the City Hali, which he 
occupied with his staff and other prominent Army ‘officers, 
city officials, prominent citizens and wives of officers sta- 
tioned in the district, with a number of ladies of the city. 
As El Paso citizens had been preparing for the event for a 
week, the entire downtown section of the city was gaily 
decorated with flags and bunting floating from every store, 
bank and hotel; and through the residence part of the town 
‘Old Glory’’ waved a welcome to the Army. 

The parade, five miles long, led by mounted police, closely 
followed by Col. Charles L. Treat, commanding the Artillery 
forces at this point, was an inspiring sight. The strains of 
martial music from six Army bands filled the listeners with 
wild enthusiasm and the line of march resounded with cheers 
of more than 60,000 beholders. 

The first regiment in the parade was the 6th Infantry, in 
command of: Col. Francis J. Kernan, with his staff and the 
regimental band, followed by the 16th Infantry, with its 
band, in command of Major Charles S. Farnsworth, and a 
battalion of the 20th Infantry and its band, under command 
of Capt. Thomas R. Harker. With each Infantry organiza- 
tion was its machine-gun platoon on the backs of mules. 
The two other battalions of the 20th Infantry were away, 
acting as escort to the 5,000 Mexican prisoners moved from 
Fort Bliss to Fort Wingate, N.M. 

The Artillery division was ‘led by its band and then the 
3.2-inch field guns of Battery B, 3d Field Artillery, passed, 
in command of Major Manus McCloskey, as Colonel Treat, 
the commander, led the parade. Behind Battery B came 
headquarters and the 1st Battalion of the 6th Field Artillery, 
with the cannoneers on horseback instead of on the gun car- 
riages and in command of Lieut. Col. William L. Kenly. 

Led by Lieut. Col. Tyree R. Rivers and the regimental 
band, the headquarters and two squadrons of the 13th Cav- 
alry headed the Cavalry section. As this was the first 
mounted band to appear in the parade, it was received with 
great applause, as the animals seemed to enjoy the strains 
of the martial music and kept perfect time. The 1st Squad- 
ron of the 12th Cavalry, in command: of Lieut. Col. John C. 
Waterman, followed the 13th. This battalion of the 12th is 
the one that accompanied Gen. Hugh L. Scott to Gallup, 
N.M., when he went to confer with the Navajo Indians last 
fall. Headquarters, the 2d Squadron and band of the 15th 
Cavalry, stationed at Fort Bliss, brought up the rear of the 
Cavalry section and was in command of Major Lewis M. 
Koehler. 

Lieut. Henry A. Meyer was in command of Co. I, Signal 
Corps, and for the first time many persons beheld the appa- 
ratus used in the transmission of messages by wireless and 
the field telephone apparatus, mounted on a huge wheel, at- 
tracted great attention. The Red Cross division was followed 
by the xe Corps, with full equipment, in command of 

ajor W. T. Davidson. 

The wagon train, filled with equipment, covered four city 
blocks and the canvas-covered wagons, driven by bronze-faced 
men, made a strange sight on the fashionable thoroughfare; 
they were followed by the dependable pack-mule division, 
carrying field equipment. Wagon and pack trains were in 
command of Capt. William F. Herringshaw. 

On the reviewing stand with General Pershing were pete. 
Gen. George Bell, jr., Cols. Joseph warrard, Robert D. Read, 
Robert H. R. Loughborough, Major Robert L. Michie, 
chief of staff; Major William R. Sample, adjutant general; 
Major William F. Lewis, chief surgeon; Lieuts. James L. 
Collins and W. W. Gordon, aids; Capt. George W. Estes, 
adjutant, 20th Inf.; Capt. Harry N. Cootes, provost marshal. 


After passing the reviewing stand the soldiers marched to- 


Washington Park, where in the shade of the large trees they 
stacked arms and enjoyed a well earned rest until noon time, 
when a repast of barbecued meat, salads, pie and cake was 
served, and thousands of bottles of cooling drinks were dis- 
tributed to the tired and thirsty men by the citizens of the 
city. General Pershing and staff occupied the honor table 
under a large tree at one side of the park, and with them 
were a number of city officials, ladies being barred from the 
barbecue. 

The festivities concluded with a concert at Cleveland 
Square, in the city, in the evening, by the 20th Infantry 
band. Visitors came to El Paso from all the outlying towns 
and Juarez was almost depopulated for the time and the 
business part of the city numbered almost as many, if not 
more, Mexicans than Americans,

Considerable delay was encountered in loading the naval 
auxiliary Buffalo for her trip to Alaska with the Mare Island 
radio expedition, and she did not get away from the yard un- 
til Sunday, May 3. An order received from Secretary Daniels 
that no Sunday work would be allowed during the trip has 
caused much dissatisfaction among the men, although none 
of the fifty yard employees has declined to make the trip 
on that account. The long stay in the North, which promises 
to last into November, as there is much work to be done on 
the wireless stations, is not inviting and one of the principal 
inducements for the men to volunteer for the trip lay in the 
fact that with time and a half allowed for Sunday work they 
could make more money than if they stayed at home. All 
these facts have been embodied in a telegram, sent the Navy 
Department yesterday by Capt. Frank M. Bennett, with a 
recommendation that the order for no Sunday work be re- 
considered. 

Rear Admiral Robert M. Doyle, en route to Mazatlan aboard 
the cruiser West Virginia, declined to bring the vessel to 
Mare Island as requested by Capt. Frank M. Bennett, of 
this yard, and accordingly a large party of workmen had 
to be sent down from here to install the 10 k.w. radio ap- 
paratus ordered for her as well as to load large quantities of 
stores. The cruiser reached San Francisco at 10:45 on Sat- 
urday morning, May 2, and Rear Admiral Doyle’s reason for 
preferring that she remain there was his belief that time 
could be saved by having the ship coal while the work was 
under way. This was accordingly done, the West Virginia 
sailing for Mazatlan about four o’clock Monday afternoon. 
With her 10 k.w. radio apparatus, the West Virginia is to 
be made the official radio ship of the fleet and during her 
trip down the coast she is keeping in constant communica- 
tion with the Mare Island station. It is believed that this 
communication can be continued after her arrival at Mazatlan. 
The refrigerator ship Glacier reached Mare Island last Satur- 
day, May 2, having landed a large party of refugees from 
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Mexico at San Francisco on her way up to the yard. Six 
days’ emergency work will be done aboard her here and a 
new radio set installed. A large quantity of stores for the 
ships in Mexican waters is being taken on. 

Captain Judenkind-Hulsse, of the German Imperial navy, 
was a visitor to the yard last Saturday, céming for the pur- 
pose of learning something of its shop management, an object 
for which he is touring this country. He has visited Japan 
and India since leaving Germany on his present trip. While 
here he was the guest of Prof. T. J. J. See. 

On Monday, May 4, Capt. F. M. Bennett, commandant, is- 
sued an order quoting for the benefit of all concerned a letter 
from the Secretary of the Navy, expressing appreciation of 
the excellent work done here during the unusual circum- 
stances of the preceding two weeks (the preparations for 
sending ships to Mexican waters), and congratulating Cap- 
tain Bennett, the officers and employees of the yard. In con- 
clusion the letter said: ‘‘The Department wishes you to con- 
vey to all officers and employees its gratification of the ex- 
cellent showing made under trying conditions. The Depart- 
ment is particularly pleased at the willingness to work over- 
time. This is patriotism in the concrete form and is truly 
characteristic of the American workmen. It is the display 
of this particular kind of patriotic spirit that enables the De- 
partment to rest assured that in time of real danger the 
country’s safety, which may depend upon their work, will not 
suffer at the hands of the officers and employees of its navy 
yards.’’ 

The Intrepid, built at Mare Island nine or ten years’ ago 
and since used as a training ship at the San Francisco Naval 
Training Station, came to the yard on May 4, and will be 
docked before being given a permanent berth as receiving 
ship here. The officers of the Marblehead, which was pressed 
into service as a receiving ship when the Cleveland was or- 
dered South, are to be transferred to the Intrepid and the 
former vessel will again be turned over to the Naval Reserve 
as soon as the work on her is completed. 

Renewed efforts are to be made to have Congress turn over 
to the city of Vallejo the old frigate Independence, built for 
the War of 1812. The G.A.R. of this state has agreed to be 
responsible for the upkeep of the ship if this is done.

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FOREIGN ITEMS. 

The ill success of Colonel Seely in the British War 
Office is ascribed to his incurable optimism, which led 
him to minimize and often to ignore matters of gravest 
concern. As Sir John Ewart will, after a service of 
twelve years, terminate his connection with the British 
War Office on Aug. 1 next, he will suffer less from his 
resignation than Sir John French, for whom it will be 
difficult to find a new appointment suitable to his rank. 

The France Militaire considers that the British army 
“has given to the world the most deplorable example of 
indiscipline which an army could give—an example which 
could be discovered again only in the unformed states 


of America, evidenced by innumerable pronunciamentos.”’. 


It also holds the British army has dug an unfathomable 
ditch between itself and the country. 

The British Army Council has conceded to the Royal 
Marines the right to appointment in army commands. 
This entitles them to promotion to major general, their 
highest rank heretofore being that of colonel commander. 
The first marine officer to receive an appointment under 
the new order is Major Gen. J. F. Daniell, R.M.L.I., 
who is to command the troops at Sierra Leone. 

In a discussion in Parliament on the subject of British 
interests in the Mediterranean Sir Edward Grey was 
able to assure the House that Turkey was far too much 
occupied with internal affairs, and that the Turkish 
government had in the last few weeks given the most 
explicit assurances that they desired only to put their 
own house in order, and had no aggressive designs in the 
sense of intending to rip up the peace again and engage 
in a war of revanche in Europe. In answer to another 
Parliamentary inquiry, the Prime Minister informed the 
House that 70,000 was the possible size of the invading 
force against which the home defense army would have 
to provide. 

“We have little sympathy,” says the United Service 
Gazette, “with those who are trying to push temperance 
principles down the throats of the authorities, or reflect- 
ing on the conduct of the fleetmen as a body, by booming 
the fact that men under gunnery training shoot better on 
Friday, before they start their week-end holidays, than 
on Monday, when they return from them. This may be 
proved by a score table for the week’s work, but it does 
not prove that grog is responsible for bad gunnery. There 
may be half-a-dozen other reasons—and, as a matter of 
fact. it is found that in other performances besides that 
of shooting from ships’ guns—why the performances of 
Monday do not “equal those of Friday or Saturday. 
Employers all over the country tell the same tale, and 
it is felt in office and factory alike. The week-end rest 
has an unsettling effect on many persons besides fleet- 
men, and it takes one or two days for many men, even 
though they be total abstainers, to settle down to business 
and reach their maximum of efficiency after a week-end 
spell of holiday keeping. The eye, on which shooting 
depends in so large a degree, is, perhaps, more easily 
unsettled by its environment than any other organ, and 
that there is a sea-eye, as distinct from a ‘shore-eye,’ 
as understood by seamen, many old salts assure us. If 


a real test of the effect of grog on gunnery is to be made, 
then the scores of total abstainers must be matched 
on Mondays against the score of non-abstainers and 
the result would give us some light and leading.” 

In the opinion of Mr. Churchill, First Lord of the 
British Admiralty, the offensive power of modern battle- 
ships is out of all proportion to their defensive power. 
The gun-maker has entirely outstripped the armor-maker 
in their race for first place. 

According to the Marine Rundschau, the Japanese 
battleship Fuso, which was built in drydock at Kure 
and floated out on March 28, went afloat with all her 
engines and guns in place. It is likely therefore, that 
this vessel will be completed well within the stipulated 
date, which is July, 1915. In addition to her armament 
of twelve 14-inch B.L. and sixteen 6-inch Q.F., the Fuso 
carries four 12-pounder guns on high-angle mountings, 
for repelling air craft. A new battleship of the same 
type was begun last February at the Kawasaki Yard, in 
Kobe, and is due to be completed in 1916. The two 
Japanese destroyers being built in Great Britain will 
have the following characteristics: Displacement, 955 
tons; speed, 35 knots: armament, two 4-inch and five 
12-pounder guns, three torpedo tubes. 

In answer to a recent interpellation in the Chamber 
of Deputies at Brussels the Minister of War declared 
that every infantry division in the Belgian army would 
be ready for active service on mobilization, two hours 
after the arrival of the reservists. On the third day of 
mobilization the least completely organized division 
would be perfectly ready for war. The cadres are formed 
on the system of the French General Maitrét. Plans 
for the new heavy howitzer are practically decided on, 
and Belgium will thus have the most perfect artillery 
materiél in Europe. It is said that the new fortifications 
of Antwerp will be the most powerful in the world; the 
old enceintes there and at Namur have disappeared to 
make room for detached forts on improved Brialmont 
lines. 

The Russian army now numbers about 1,700,000 
trained soldiers. After April 14, when the 4th Class 
is sent home, the army will number 1,500,000 men. The 
time of service for infantry remains at three years, that 
for the seientifie other arms is for four years. There 
will be no difficulty in providing an additional 150,000 
recruits this year, which, with a similar increase for 
the next two years, will bring the permanent peace 
effectives: up to 1,760,000. Russia is the first of all 
countries in the world in excess of revenue over expendi- 
ture, amounting in 1911 to £30,783,000, as compared 
with the United States excess of £9,490,698, and Great 
Britain’s £6,545,186. Germany's deficit for the same 
year was £10,529,054, and that of France was nearly 
£6,000,000,. As the Russki Invalid properly points out, 
Russia’s force is far below the armies of Germany and 
Austria, in proportion to the extent of frontiers respec- 
tively guarded. On a proportionate basis Russia would 
require a peace effective of 3,000,000 men. 

The Carnegie Hero Fund trustees have awarded a 
memorial medallion to the widow of Major Matthew F. 
M. Meiklejohn, V.C., British army. who died on July 3 
last in consequence of injuries received in Hyde Park 
in an effort to save life. Major Meiklejohn’s horse 
bolted. Having only one arm he could not regain control 


over the animal, and in a desperate attempt to ayoiq 
knocking down people—including some very young chi}. 
dren—he put his horse at the Park rails. Unfortunately 
the animal failed to jump clear and fell, breaking its 
neck, while the rider sustained injuries to the head, 
Major Meiklejohn was removed to Middlesex Hospita] 
where he remained unconscious till his death. ‘ 

A submarine of the Italian Laurenti type built fop 
¢xperimental purposes has just been launched in Eng- 
land, though the vessel was ordered two years ago. 

The German Emperor, accompanied by the King of 
Greece, went on board the Greek battleship Giorgiog 
Averoff on April 4 and conferred orders upon the officers 
The Empress arrived in the afternoon. : 

Speaking of the work of our Navy at Vera Cruz, the 
London Army and Navy Gazette says: “It is disagreeable 
rather than difficult work which has fallen to the lot 
of the U.S. Navy, and its officers and men have the 
sympathy and hearty good wishes of all who desire to 
see peace and order restored to the distressed republic 
of Mexico.” 

A bill has been introduced into the Canadian Parlia- 
went offering a reward of £5,000 to the person who first 
discovers radium in Canada in sufficient quantities for 
commercial extraction. The bill will authorize the 
government to reserve to itself the right to all radium 
found on Crown lands, whether or not they are subse- 
quently sold. It further provides for putting up works 
for the recovery and production of the precious ore, and 
empowers the government to purchase private lands 
containing radium or any interest in them, at prices to 
be approved by the Legislature, and to regulate the sale 
and use of the curative agent. 

The Italian army is to be increased to 325,000 trained 
soldiers. The army would be large enough if the cadres 
were filled, but there is a large deficit of company officers, 
and the companies with a nominal strength of ninety 
men seldom number. more than forty-five bayonets. In 
the artillery ninety-three field batteries have been re- 
armed with the 65-centimetre gun, but the fortress artil- 
lery equipment is antiquated except in the extreme north. 
The engineers’ field troops are provided with antiquated 
telegraph, telephone and pontoon installations, and the 
mobile militia—the first reserve—needs_ considerable 
attention to bring it up to the needs of the situation. 

“A History of the British War Office, Past and 
resent,” has just been published in England. 

The Kélnische Zeitung publishes a telegram from 
Cettigné stating that the terms of the new Turco-Bul- 
garian treaty are as follows: (1) The formation of a 
new and more independent Macedonia, extending as far 
as Veles, which town is to remain Servian; (2) Dadea- 
gatch to be ceded to Turkey; (3) Cavalla is to belong 
to Bulgaria; (4) Servia to obtain a port in the Gulf 
of Orfano; (5) Albania to be ruled by a Mohammedan 
prince; (6) the town of Scutari and the river Boyana 
to be internationalized. 

It is said that the relations between troop, company 
and battery officers of the Russian army and their men 
are as good as, and perhaps more intimate than, in any 
other European army. 

The rehabilitation of the Russian navy is progressing 
slowly but surely so far as numbers are concerned, for
